“The two sides agreed on the 
basis of a preliminary draft 
agreement for economic and 
technical co-operation on a vast 
scale between the Republic of 
Iraq and the Soviet Union con- 
cerning national economic de- 
velopment in Iraq.” 

A monitored broadcast of 
Radio Moscow said a further 
agreement was reached under 
which the Soviets would “grant 
technical help in training Iraq’s 
national cadres both in Iraq 
and in higher educational es- 
tablishments and enterprises in 
the U.S.S.R.” 

Activities of the American 
Point IV program, which is 
providing technical assistance 
under the present Iraqi devel- 
opment program, have been 
sharply curtailed since the 
Iraqi revolution in July. 

Point IV personnel has 
dropped from more than 100 
experts and administrators to 
approximately 45 and is ex- 
pected to drop stiil more. 

The new Iraqi development 
plan is expected to emphasize 
industrialization more than the 
old one. Soviet experts have 
been studying plans with the 
Iraqis since they arrived here 
Jan. 7.

On East Side 


Contract has been let and 
work started on a new food 
market in Belleville, the first 
unit of a new shopping center 


being promoted by the Tri- 
City Grocery Co. 

Tri-City has projected a de- 
velopment on 17 acres on the 
north side of Route S.S.1.-161 
between North 41st street and 
North 42nd street. Program- 
med are a series of stores and 
service shops for which Ray- 
mond E. Maritz & Sons, Inc., 
St. Louis firm of architects, 
has done preliminary projec- 
tions. 

Maritz also has designed the 
food market. The Tom Stude- 
baker Construction Co. has 
started the building of it. The 
market is to have 35,000 square 
feet of space, will be the com- 
pany’s “largest and finest.” A 
clear span of 108 feet has been 
designed, with steel-framed 
arched roof. 

A 25-foot wide cantilevered 
eanopy is to extend beyond 
the walls for shelter to shop- 
pers.

Emmanuel Episcopal Church 
of Webster Groves, a 92-year- 
old institution at Bompart be- 
tween Lockwood and Big Bend, 
proposes tq. double the size of 
its plant at a cost of $255,000. 
A program to finance the pro- 
ject got under way last week 
and commitment of $81,403 
had been made by week end. 
Commitments for the total, or 
close enough to it to make pos- 
sible for procedure with plans, 
is anticipated by Feb. 17. 

Development of plans has 
been projected by Fischer & 
Campbell, architects. 

It is proposed to increase 
seating capacity in the church 
from 210 to 450; to build a new 
church school annex, to de- 
velop a parking plaza, land- 
scape the grounds and retire 
an existing mortgage. 

The church, with 1300 mem- 
bership, already holds two ser- 
vices every Sunday and will 
have to continue to do so even 
when the new building is com- 
pleted, to accomodate all who 
would attend, said Raymond 
Cooper, spokesman for the con- 
gregation. The church school 
has 850 members and 150 
teachers (75 each shift). 

A committee of 124 men has 
been organized to carry through 
the building program and the 
financing of it.

Co- 
chairmen are John G. Buettner 
and John H. Harwood. Also in 
the chain of command are John 
H. Culling and John L, David- 
son. The Rev. Alfred B. Sec- 
combe is rector. 

The church already has been 
enlarged six times. The new 
project is the seventh. 

The Church was founded in 
1866, the grounds and initial 
building being the gift of 
Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Lockwood. 
The site was bounded by a 
lane, now Big Bend Boulevard, 
and a dirt road, now Lockwood 
Boulevard, and rested in a 
rural scene of peace and iso- 
lation. The first rector had 
occasion to write, “Only eight 
names are on the church regis- 
ter; Grand avenue the limit of 
the city, and no sensible per- 
son will go even so far out; the 
city growing, not westward at 
all, but up and down the river, 
as a river town will.”

The Bigger the Tree, 
The Harder It Falls 


been fed regularly and 
sprayed and kept in shape by 
pruning. 

As our friends, the arborists, 
put it, “the bigger the tree the 
easier it falls—if it hasn’t had 
proper maintenance.” Certain- 
ly, we'll agree that good care 
can prolong the life of a tree. 
Just as surely, a large tree is 
so beautiful and has such rare 
value that it deserves the best 
of maintenance. 


The difficulty is, of course, 
that regular maintenance of a 
large tree is expensive. To ex- 
tend such pampering to a 
dozen or more trees in a wood- 
land might well be considered 
a luxury item. On the other 
hand, the cost usually is justi- 
fied when one or two giant 
elms or oaks provide shade for 
a house, terrace, or adjacent 
lawn. 

It’s a wise policy, too, to give 
the best of care to a tree grow- 
ing beside a house. Not long 
ago, for example, when an oak 
was blown against a house in 
Webster Groves, the repair bill 
was close to $5000. A single 
large branch from an oak is 
so heavy that it can cause seri- 
ous damage to a house, or to a 
car parked beneath the tree. 

Any large tree that might be 
considered a possible hazard 
during a storm should be given 
a “health check” to be sure 
that it is reasonably sound. 
Dead branches should prompt- 
ly be removed, and weak 
crotches cabled and braced.

A washing machine which 
saw the light of day in 1907 
at Newton, lowa, made an im- 
portant difference in the lives 
of untold millions of women in 
the Twentieth century. But this 
difference was 50-odd years in 
the making. 


This early washer was the 


product of a farm machine com- | 
pany that decided to work on | 


a machine that would lighten 


the load of the farmer's wife. | | 


It gained quick acceptance, but | 
note the instructions: 

“Take 50 pints of hot water | 
and four pounds of soap. Add 
six teaspoons of aikalai and 
two of essence of turpentine. 
Place garments in pot and leave 
for five hours without touch- 
ing.’ 

In 1911 an electric- powered | 
model was introduced. This 
electric washer created a de- 
mand for power laundry equip- 
ment even in areas where there 
was no electricity. ' 

For the first time in 1922 | 
came the simple mechanical | 
principle that was to revolu- | 
tionize the washing of clothes. 
It was the agitator. 

Finally in 1939, the first fully 


developed using principles that 
had been employed in com- 
merciai laundries since the 
middle of the last. century.

Connally of Texas and Walter H. George of Georgia and Republicans 
Henry Cabot Lodge (the elder) of Massachusetts, William E. Borah of 


Idaho and Arthur H. Vandenberg of 

Fulbright, 53 years old, takes the place 
of 91-year-old Theodore Francis Green 
of Rhode Island, also a Democrat, who 
resigned because of failing eyesight and 
hearing. Expectations of changes in the 
conduct of the Committee, of a stepped- 
up tempo and of challenge to the one- 
man foreign policy of Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles have already stirred 
the atmosphere around the Committee’s 
small but dignified hearing room on the 
first floor of the Capitol. 

To accept the chairmanship, Fulbright 
gave up a similar position on the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee, where he 
was not rated as a “strong” presiding of- 
ficer. The explanation has been that dur- 
ing his congressional career, which began 
in 1943 after his election to the House 
from the Fayetteville district, he has been 
more interested in international affairs 
than in domestic issues. 


AS A FRESHMAN REPRESENTATIVE 
he wrote and secured the passage of the 
famous Fulbright Resolution which put 
the wartime Congress on record for 
American membership in an international 
organization for the maintenance of peace. 
It foreshadowed the United Nations. 

He was elected to the Senate in 1944, 
defeating incumbent Senator Hattie 
7 ay in the primary and his old en- 
emy,. former Gov. Homer Adkins in the 
merci He did not win a place on For- 
eign Relations until 1949. 

As a member of the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee, however, he initiated 
in late 1945 the legislation which became 
known as the Fulbright Law. It author- 
izes the use of foreign currencies and 
crédits received from the sale of Amer- 
ican surplus military equipment and 
stores to pay for the exchange of stu- 
dents and professors. This exchange of 
American and foreign students was gen- 
erally modeled after the Rhodes schol- 
arships at Oxford University, of which 
Fulbright was a beneficiary. At Oxford 
he studied history and political science. 
He is now prouder of his honorary fellow- 
ship at his Oxford college, Pembroke, 
than the many honorary degrees he has 
received from numerous American and 
British universities. 


Fulbright’s place in the Senate and 
in history will depend on how he in- 
terprets and acts on the Constitution's 
“advice and consent” authority to the 
Senate over treaties and the appoint- 
ment of higher diplomatic officials. 


In this century. some of the “strong” 
chairmen, such as Stone and Borah, op- 
posed the policies of Presidents of their 
own parties. The original Henry Cabot 
Lodge, who bitterly fought and ultimate- 
ly defeated Woodrow Wilson on the 
League of Nations issue after World War 
I, had great weight in determining for- 
eign policy when his party won the White 
House with Warren G. Harding. Vanden- 
berg, who changed from isolationism to 
international co-operation while only a 
member of the Committee, was able by 
force of intellect and personality to give 
real meaning to the “advice and consent” 
clause when he became the ranking Re- 
publican member and then the chairman 
under Democratic President Harry S. 
Truman, 


BEFORE HE BECAME CHAIRMAN 
this week, Fulbright had been caustically 
critical of the handling of bipartisan for- 
eign policies by Secretary Dulles, and less 
vocal against the over-all policy itself. 


He demanded more information from 
the State Department than Dulles was 
willing to give the Committee, more con- 
sultation during the formation of policies 
and more credit to the Democrats when 
the policies were successful. 


How much of the feeling against Dulles 
was personal and how much was based on 
constitutional grounds probably will nev- 
er be made public. Before leaving for 
Europe this week, Dulles started cultivat- 
ing the new chairman by inviting him 
to his home. It was the first time he has 
extended this hospitality. 

The public purpose of the meeting was 
to outline to Fulbright the projects Dulles 
would discuss with British Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan, French President De 
Gaulle and German Chancellor Adenauer. 
A private purpose could have been to try 
to patch up the relations of the two. of- 
ficials whose collaboration is necessary 
if the United States is to continue bipar- 
tisanship on foreign policy. 

In the past, Fulbright has not con- 
cealed his distrust of Dulles as a person 
and policy-maker, He is himself a suave 
and skillful cross-examiner, having been 
an attorney in the Department of Justice 
and a law professor, and he recognized 
the Sullivan & Cromwell corporation law- 
yer technique of Dulles when the Secre- 
tary appeared before the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. He vigorously objected 
to the Dulles procedure of reading a long 
statement, permitting no interruption, 
and then excusing himself to keep an- 


other appointment before Senators could

obtain more information by questioning. 
As chairman he is likely to insist that 
Dulles and other State Department offi- 
cials return for detailed interrogations. 


PART OF THE ILL-FEELING toward 
Dulles undoubtedly was created by the 
composition of the Committee and tne 
Eisenhower Administration’s reliance on 
channel-of-command procedure in deal- 
ing between Congress and the Executive 
Departments. 

As long as Green was chairman, he, 
not Fulbright, the next ranking Demo- 
cratic member, was invited to the White 
House and the State Department for 
“consultations.” 


Fulbright’s dissatisfaction with Dulles 
and present administration of the State 
Department was publicly evidenced 
last session when he secured Senate 
approval of a $300,000 appropriation 
for a survey by non-governmental 
groups of American foreign policies 
throughout the world. As author of 
the resolution, he was named chairman 
of the subcommittee which will su- 
pervise the studies. He will retain 
this post. The other members are 
John J. Sparkman (Dem.), Alabama, 
and George D. Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
and Bourke B. Hickenlooper (Rep.), of 
lowa. 


Detailed studies will be made by such 
nonpartisan groups as the Brookings 
Institution, Harvard, Johns Hopkins and 
Stanford universities, and the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. 

One major objective of the subcommit- 
tee is that the full committee in its final 
report on the studies will deal with the 
“foreign policy decision-making process” 
to see whether it is of maximum effi- 
ciency consistent with the necessities of 
the democratic processes. Another is the 
hope that the competent study groups 
will provide “reliable information” on 
existing accepted policies and suggest 
variations of, and alternatives to these 
policies. 


The studies as a whole are expected 
to set up guidelines for the decade 
ahead. Since some of the task force 
reports are expected this session, they 
may offer material for attacking the 
Dulles policies, should Fulbright think 
this advisable. 


THIS OVER-ALL STUDY is in addition 
to special inquiries by the Committee's 
“consultative” subcommittees. Several of 
these internal groups are headed by Dem- 
ocratic presidential aspirants and prima 
donnas who will be vying with Chairman 
Fulbright for publicity and prestige. Typ- 
ical subcommittees and their chairmen 
are: 

Disarmament—Hubert H. Humphrey 
of Minnesota, who is capitalizing to the 
limit his eight-hour talk with Russian 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev. 

International Organization Affairs— 
John F. Kennedy of Massachusetts, the 
most energetic of the presidential hope- 
fuls. 

American Republic Affairs—Wayne 
Morse of Oregon, the Senate gadfly. 

European Affairs—John J. Spark- 
man, vice presidential nominee with 
Adlai E. Stevenson in 1952. 

State Department-Public Affairs— 
Mike Mansfield of Montana, deputy 
to Senate Democratic Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson of Texas. 

The test of Fulbright’s ability and de- 
termination to be the Senate Democratic 
spokesman on foreign affairs will come 
early in his relations with Johnson and 
Mansfield. 

When the late Robert A. Taft of Ohio

Berlin’s Mayor Taking 
His City’s Case to World

Mayor Brandt is in this country on 
the first stage of a round-the-world tour 
at a time when his city threatens to be- 
come once again the cause of a crisis 
between East and West. He is an invalu- 
able propagandist not only for Berlin 
but for the government of Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer and Adenauer's hold- 
fast position. 

Brandt is a Socialist, a leader of the 
party that has fought Adenauer and his 
Christian Democrats. Yet he is an ar- 
dent supporter of the Western position in 
Berlin. It is this combination which will 
give his words special weight with the 
neutralist nations when he visits South- 
east Asia. 


HIS ORIGINAL NAME was Herbert 
Frahm. He was born in the old Baltic 
seaport town of Lubeck, became a So- 
cialist at the age of 17. When Hitler 
came to power, Frahm appealed in vain 
for a general strike of all labor unions. 
One jump ahead of the Gestapo, he fled 
to Norway and began a new life under 
the name of Willy Brandt. 

But in 1936, having begun a successful 
career as a journalist, he went back to 
Germany. During six months as a stu- 
dent at the Friedrich Wilhelm Univer- 
sity in Berlin, he is believed to have been 
part of the anti-Nazi apparatus that ex- 
isted despite all the Gestapo could do to 
stamp it. out. 

After a series of wartime adventures, 
including capture by the Germans when 
they took Norway, he returned to his na- 
tive land as a Norwegian correspondent 
covering the Nuernberg trials of high 
Nazis. A little later, he became press at- 
tache of the Norwegian military mission 
in Berlin. But the German ties were 
strong and, under the tutelage of Social- 
ist leaders, he resumed his citizenship 
under the name of Brandt and became 
active in the party. 

The late Mayor Ernst Reuter, widely 
acclaimed for his courage during the Rus- 
sian blockade of Berlin, assigned an im- 
portant role to him in that siege. He 
was liaison between the city and the al- 
lied powers conducting the airlift which 
enabled Berlin to survive. 

But Brandt’s career as a Socialist has 
been far from orthodox. That is an- 
other reason his value as a propagandist 
for Berlin is so high. He has differed 
sharply with the orthodox leaders of his 
party over disarmament and the need to 
keep allied occupation troops in West 
Germany and Berlin for an indefinite 
period. 


HE TAKES A MUCH MORE mod- 
erate stand than Adenauer. He has said 
recently that he does not want Germany 
to have nuclear weapons. He has also 
said that he would like to see some plan 
of disengagement between West and East 
explored in talks with the Russians. 


So in the new struggle over Berlin, 
Mayor Brandt is, in a sense, the mid- 
dlieman,. It is possible that the kind of 
compromise he suggests may be the 
ultimate solution for the city and it 
can mean peace or war. 


He rejects emphatically 
sian proposal to make Berlin a “free 
city,” perhaps under the jurisdiction of 
the United Nations. The Mayor points 
out that, while foreign troops would be 
withdrawn from the Western half of the 
city, Russian troops would remain 
throughout East Germany on every side 
of Berlin. It is estimated that not fewer 
than 23 Russian divisions are permanent- 
ly stationed in East Germany. 


But another reason Brandt rejects the 
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the Rus- - 
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en 
concept of a so-called free city entirely 
surrounded by Communist forces is that, 
in his view, Berlin must remain part of 
the economy of the West. If it is shut 
off from participating in the Western 
economic system, then it will be only a 
Short step until it loses any semblance 
of political independence. 


This gets to the heart of the matter. 
West Berlin is an island of prosperity 
deep in the Soviet zone. It advertises the 
contrast with bleak, gray East Berlin and 
East Germany. One consequence is the 
movement of thousands of refugees each 
month from East to West across the de- 
marcation line. The belief is growing 
here that one reason Nikita Khrushchev 
chose to project the Berlin issue is that 
the Kremlin masters have come to real- 
ize belatedly what this mass flight means 
in terms of prestige in the Communist 
bloc. 


THERE IS ANOTHER FACTOR about 
which almost no one speaks. It is the 
danger of a violent uprising against the 
Communist regime in East Germany, such 
as occurred in June of 1953. The pres- 
sure in the West and particularly in West 
Germany for intervention would be very 
great. But intervention, whether planned 
or spontaneous, could mean a war that 
might not stop short of a nuclear holo- 
caust. Of this knife-edge of peril, Mayor 
Brandt and the free Berliners are acute- 
ly aware. 

Perhaps for the Mayor, the fact that 
he has lived so much of his life in the 
presence of danger makes it easier to 
take. After he had become an estab- 
lished journalist in Norway, as fluent in 
Norwegian as he was in German, he went 
to Spain in 1937 to cover the civil war 
on the side of the Loyalists. It was a 
period of ever mounting danger. 


Again when he was captured in Nor- 
way in 1940, disguised in Norwegian uni- 
form, his fate hung in the balance. If he 
had not been able to convince his captors 
that he was a Norwegian soldier and 
therefore a prisoner of war, he would 
in all probability have been executed. 

But the Germans did not penetrate 
his disguise and he was released as a 
prisoner of war in the summer of 1940. 
Eventually he made his way to Stock- 
holm. 


He continued to be active in both the 
Norwegian and German underground re- 
sistance movements. Brandt, according to 
German sources, supported the July 20 
group that plotted Hitler’s assassination. 
This was the abortive attempt that re- 
sulted in wholesale execution of a num- 
ber of prominent Germans, including of- 
ficers of the General Staff. 


BACK IN BERLIN after the blockade, 
Brandt became chief editor of the Ber- 
liner Stadtblatt, one of the city’s most 
important papers. But the pull of poli- 
tics was too strong and he served as edi- 
tor only from 1950 through 1951. When 
he was elected president of the Berlin 
House of Representatives in 1955, he said 
in an inaugural address: 


“In a democratic state, the representa- 
tives of the people are dedicated to a 
higher law than that of any one group or 
party. Without the struggle between dif- 
fering opinions and interests, however, 
and without firm convictions, there can 
be no basis of democracy and no con- 
tinuing contact of people with their gov- 
ernment.” 

This was the testament of a man 
tried in the fire of the fearful events of 
his time. As the mayor of free Berlin, 
he is carrying the case for his city—and 
for freedom—to the world.

But Stassen was dedicated mainly to 
the political advancement of Stassen and 
his interest shifted into the field of dis- 
armament. The agency was downgraded, 
became the ICA, and the President ap- 
pointed John B,. Hollister to head it 
Hollister served until September 19957, 
when he was succeeded by Smith. 

Hollister, a law partner of the late 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, had no 
sympathy with the program. He became 
known as a member of the economy- 
minded “Four H Club,” which consisted 


of Humphrey, Hollister, former Under 
Secretary of State Herbert Hoover Jr, 
and the late Rowland R. Hughes, Budget 


Director. 


At the time of Smith's selection, it 
was reported that more than 20 persons 
had turned down the job. 


Smith was the choice of Deputy Under 
Secretary of State C. Douglas Dillon 
who, in November 1957, was given re- 
sponsibility for co-ordinating mutual se- 
curity programs. This was a further re- 
duction in the stature of the ICA post. 
The agency became an operating arm of 
the State Department. 

Smith, an Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy from 1953 to 1956, told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee at a hear- 
ing on his qualifications in August 1957: 

“IT have never set sail on any venture 
with quite so many storm signals flying 
as are up today.” 


SMITH ENTERED ICA with a reputa- 
tion as a competent and imaginative ex- 
ecutive. As far as Washington knows, he 
was unable to improve the efficiency of 
his agency, which has long been regarded 
as one of the sloppiest shops in the 
capital. 

Smith kept out of the public eye. He 
never held a press conference. 

The foreign aid program fared some- 
what better under President Truman, 
who originated it. The first head of the 
Economic Co-operation Administration— 
as it was designed then—was Paul G.

Mr. Eisenhower has conscientiously 
tried y persuade a skeptical public that 
foreign aid is a good thing. Last year at 
his behest, Eric Johnston, motion picture 
executive, gathered an extraordinary cone 
clave in Washington to publicize the Ade 
ministration position. While at Thomase- 
ville last year the President sent a special 
message to Congress, in which he said: 

‘For the safety of.our families, for the 
future of our children and our continued 


existence as a nation, we cannot afford 
to slacken our support of the mutual se- 
curity program.” 

Despite this and other high-level pleas, 
Congress cut $644,000,000 from the Prese 
dent's request and voted $3,300,000,000. 
The Administration is now trying to ob- 
lain an emergency $225,000,000 appro- 
priation for the Development Loan Fund, 
the division in ICA that is the Govern- 


ments chief instrument for lending to 
under-developed countries. The appro- 
priation may be in jeopardy because of 
opposition in the House 

Mr. Eisenhower’s budget proposed 
fotal expenditures of $3,500,000,000 for 
mutual security, including military and 
economic aid, for the fiscal year starting 
July 1. The President said the figure was 
subject to revision when he received the 
report of the presidential commission 
set up to study the relative merits of 
foreign military and economic aid. The 
President probably will send a special 
message to Congress when the report is 
in. 


MEANWHILE, OPPONENTS of foreign 
aid have been organizing. It was ane 
nounced today that a Citizens’ Foreign 
Aid Committee had been formed to con- 
duct its own study. The group is headed 
by Walter Harnischfeger, Milwaukee in- 
dustrialist and early supporter of the late 
senator Joseph R. McCarthy of Wis- 
consin 

On Harnischfeger’s committee are such 
ultra-conservatives as T. Coleman An- 


drews, former internal revenue commise« 
sioner; J. Bracken Lee, former Governor 
of Utah; Albert C. Wedemeyer, former 
commander of United States forces in 
China; Robert E. Wood, former Sears, 
Roebuck chairman; Clarence Manion, 
former Notre Dame Law School dean, 


and Bonner Fellers, formerly on Gen, 
Douglas MacArthur's staff. 

On Wednesday, an organization called 
the Women’s Patriotic Conference on Na- 
tional Defense, meeting in Washington, 
adopted a resolution urging Congress to 
end foreign aid as soon as existing come 
mitments are terminated. 

This sort of opposition, along with the 
deep hostility of a few powerful Cone 
gressmen, continuing isolationism in

A Building to Be Saved 

The people of this area are 
about to witness the destruction 
of the historic old chapel on the 
campus of McKendree College, lo- 
cated at Lebanon, lil. The steeple 
already has been pulled down and 
the whole structure is scheduled 
to follow. 

This building, finished in 1858, 
is one of the few existing exam- 
ples of the Federal Facade in 
architecture in the Mississippi 
valley. Through these _ portals 
have passed almost all of the 
great and near great who claimed 
Illinois as their home between 
1830 and 1930. 


A “substantial sum of money” 
to restore the chapel has been 
given by Miss Marian Bothwell 
of Fairfield, Ill., but Webb B. 
Garrison, college president, has 
persuaded her to approve use of 
the money for a new, modern, 
chapel building. 

In 1935 the Committee on the 
Preservation of Historic Buildings 
of the Nation thought enough of 
this building to come to Lebanon 
and make measured drawings and 
photographs of the chapel, fearing 
then, perhaps, that it might later 
be destroyed in “the March of 
Progress.” 


They left with the college a 
certificate that reads as follows: 
“This is to certify that the his- 
toric building known as Chapel 
McKendree College has been se- 
lected by the Advisory Committee 
of the Historic American Build- 
ings. Survey as possessing excep- 
tional historical or architectural 
interest and as being worthy of 
most careful preservation for the 
‘benefit of future generations and 
that to this end a record of its 
present appearance and condition 
-has been made and deposited for 
‘permanent record in the Library 
‘of Congress.” The certificate was 
‘signed by Harold L. Ickes, then 
-the Secretary of the Interior.

The Draft Is Outmoded 


If the armed forces are to have the newest 
and best weapons that science and industry 
can provide, they should have men who are 
fully qualified to use them. Therein lies a 
manpower problem. A vastly improved na- 
tional defense establishment could be had if 
a way were found to solve this manpower 
problem, the crux of which is the draft. The 
draft simply is not supplying the type of 
recruits that are needed, nor is it fair to the 
youth of the land. 

As matters stand right now, military con- 
scription is necessary until some better sub- 
stitute can be devised. The draft inspires 
many to volunteer so that they can pick their 
own branch of service as well as the time 
they want to begin serving. If there were no 
draft, there would be insufficient volunteers. 
This is proved by the fact that during 1948-49 
the armed services tried to maintain a com- 
bined force of less than 2,000,000 men with- 
out draft quotas—and failed miserably. 


» 


There is little chance to devise a substitute 
for the draft between now and June 30, when 
the law will expire unless extended. It seems 
certain to be extended. The House voted last 
Thursday, 381 to 20, to extend it for four 
years. 

Why would it not be wise to extend the bill 
just for two years, and during that time have 
a joint congressional committee, or a civilian- 
military committee, study the manpower 
problem seriously in an effort to reach a 
solution? 

A good long look at the draft and how it 
has been functioning is badly needed. The 
Army is the only service using the draft. In 
recent months it has called about 8000 men 
per month; less than 7000 are imducted for 
the two-year period of duty. About 90,000 
sign up annually for a six-month period of 
service followed by five years in the Reserve 
or the National Guard. Thotsands of others 
volunteer for duty in the Air Force, Navy, 
Marines and Coast Guard, which do not de- 
pend on draftees. 
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Some 1,200,000 youths come of military age 
every year. According to the Pentagon, some 
660,000 persons enter the services, only 180,- 
000 being inductees. Thus the chances are ex- 
cellent the vast majority of the class that 
attains military age every year will not see 
service. That is not fair to those who are 
drafted or who volunteer. 


Reference is sometimes made to the mili- 
tary pay increase bill which was passed last 
year by Congress after it had somewhat 
watered down the Cordiner report which 
stressed the need for better pay to keep the 
best men in the service. The matter of higher 
pay begs the question for those who enter in 
the lowest ranks. And even the higher pay 
now permitted is not sufficient to retain many 
of the very best and most badly needed men. 


Surely a group of men such as those who 
turned in the Rockefeller and Johnson com- 
mittee reports should be able to find a better 
solution to the manpower problem. The draft. 
as it stands now, is badly outmoded in this 
era of atomic-powered submarines, radar, 
ballistic missiles and space satellites. A 
thoughtful study to devise a space-age sub- 
stitute is needed. 


Firemen’s Work 

The Fire Department’s independent inspec- 
tion of St. Louis’s 163 public school buildings 
has disclosed a shocking number of fire haz- 
ards that have been overlooked or ignored in 
inspections conducted by the School Board 
itself. This result clearly affirms the need 
for continued inspection of the public schools 
by the Fire Department. We hope the city 
will continue to assert the right to do so. 

The safety of the 100,000 children in the 
public schools demands also that hazards un- 
covered be eliminated. These include 106 
buildings with open stairwells, 138 without 
illuminated exit lights, 78 with an insufficient 
number of fire extinguishers, 43 with improp- 
erly inclosed boiler rooms, 33 with storage 
lockers under stairways, 62 in which flamma- 
ble liquids are stored and 30 in which lower 
floor windows are encased with heavy wire 
guards. 

One way of correcting some of these defi- 
ciencies is to require all schools to comply 
with the 1945 building code. A bill to this 
effect is pending in the Board of Aldermen. 
Sponsored by Alderman Edgar J. Feely and 
indorsed by the City Administration, it is 
opposed by the School Board on narrow, le- 
galistic grounds. Representatives of Catholic 
and Lutheran schools seem to be willing to 
conform with any measures that will make 
their buildings safer. 

The question of whether the city has au- 
thority to enforce fire safety regulations in 
the public schools is one for the courts to 
decide. In view of the disastrous parochial 
school fire in Chicago last December the 
aldermen would do well to pass the Feely 
bill. If the School Board wants to fight it 
in court it can. 


Which There’s Not Enough Of 


It seems falling-off-a-log easy to tell what 
time is. It quite simply is that which there 
is not enough of—at least until the Russians 
put those sleep-substitute pills into the drug 
stores. And telling what time it is seems 
even easier. It is just a matter of looking at 
the dial on your wrist, or, if that is not to be 
trusted, glancing at the wall clock which 
blinks red every hour on the hour. 

But time and its telling actually are far 
more complicated, especially on a ship’s 
bridge or in a plane’s cockpit. A reminder of 
this is the adoption of Ephemeris Time by the 
Nautical Almanac, a navigator’s handbook is- 
sued jointly by the United States Naval Ob- 
servatory and the Admiralty Lords. 

The almanac long had been devoted to Uni- 
versal Time, that is, time told by noting the 
earth’s rotation in relation to certain fixed 
stars. The trouble was that Universal Time 
is more or less inaccurate because of the 
earth’s irregular shape. No doubt, new wor- 
ries on this score were started by the discov- 
ery that the planet is pear-shaped, even more 
irregular than had been supposed. Hence 
Ephemeris Time, which kindly ignores all 
irregularities, being based theoretically on 
the ideal courses of sun and planets and the 
laws of motion, all worked out mathematically. 

Of course, trains still will arrive late and 
so will persons with whom one has appoint- 
ments, But we shall continue to make allow- 
ances. Certainly we will not consult the ex- 
perts since, as the anonymous columnist of 
The New York Times reminds us, this prob- 
ably would lead to a longish lecture on “astro- 
nomical and sidereal time, not to mention 
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apparent sidereal time as opposed to calcu- 
lated sidereal time and observed sidereal 
time.” It could also involve the Julian cen- 
tury, the Gregorian year, the mean solar day 
and even mean midnight—a dark hour—and 
it would be sure to consume a good bit of 
that which there is not enough of. 


Equalizer for King-Thompson 

The Missouri House has before it a bill 
which would leave the public helpless if 
strikes cut off electric power, gas service, 
transportation or telephone service. This is 
the bill to repeal the King-Thompson Act 
dealing with utility strikes. How can the 
Legislature repeatedly consider stripping the 
public of such protection? 

One answer is that labor has tried to sell 
the legislators on the idea that King-Thomp- 
son is unnecessary as well as one-sided. There 
is some measure of truth in the second 
charge, but none in the first. 

King-Thompson has been state law for 12 
years. In that time, the State Mediation 
Board has mediated 65 utility disputes. In 16 
cases there were strikes which were soon 
settled without great disruption of public 
services. In only seven cases did the state 
have to seize utilities to halt strikes, and in 
only two cases were penalties invoked against 
unions. 

Hence the law has been used many times to 
help keep essential utility services going. It 
has been used many times to solve disputes 
and to prevent strikes, without state seizure. 
But without the power of seizure, the state 
would have been nearly helpless to do any of 
these things. 

King-Thompson clearly has not been a club 
for beating down labor. Nevertheless, as we 
have said before, its fines and other penalties 
for striking under seizure can be unfair. No 
corresponding penalty is leveled at manage- 
ment; there is no such pressure on a. utility 
to come to terms with a union once the state 
has seized the plant. The strikers must re- 
turn to work under threat of fines and loss 
of seniority. 

What King-Thompson needs is not repeal 
but reform on this one point. Two Represen- 
tatives—Dr. Luke R. Knese, St. Louis Demo- 
crat, and Albert M. Bailey, St. Louis county 
Republican—have offered an attempt at re- 
form. Their proposed amendment would turn 
over all profits of a seized utility to the state 
for public school revenue. 

As other legislators quickly noted, this is 
a confiscatory measure. It proposes to serve 
up extremity for extremity, and might well be 
ruled unconstitutional. But at least it repre- 
sents an attempt at establishing an equalizer 
between union and company in seizure cases. 

A far better plan, already adopted by Vir- 
ginia, is for the state to charge the utility a 
service fee for operating the seized plant. 
That fee should be short of confiscation of 
profits, but high enough to prompt the com- 
pany to bargain seriously with its employes 
in order to relieve itself of state operation. 

Clearly there is a way to end the inequities 
in King-Thompson without ending the public's 
protection against crippling utility strikes. 
Inequities do not justify repeal of a proven, 
useful law. 


Hawaii on the Way | 
Everyone who had hoped that Hawaii an 
Alaska would come into the Union together 
last year will be delighted with the excellent 
progress of the Hawaiian cause in a Congress 

that is barely a month old. 

The House Interior Committee approved 
statehood for our mid-Pacific territory last 
week by the overwhelming vote of 25 to 4. 
The only Nay votes were cast by three South- 
ern Democrats and a New York Republican. 


Certainly there is now no reason for the 
House to delay action. The House has three 
times passed Hawaiian statehood bills —in 
1947, 1950 and 1953. This time there is no 
likelihood whatever that the Senate will 
block action. For when the Senate Territories 
Subcommittee takes up the Senate’s resolu- 
tion to admit Hawaii it will find that the 
names of 57 Senators are listed as co-sponsors. 


That of course is considerably more than a 
majority so the measure is as good as through 
the Senate this time. If Hawaiian statehood 
is coming belatedly, it is going to come im- 
pressively! 


Hope on the Columbia 


Reports come from Ottawa that the United 
States “apparently has tacitly recognized” 
Canada’s claim to a share of the power gen- 
erated at American dams from Canadian- 
stored water on the Columbia river system. It 
is heartening indeed, if true. 

Columbia river power is basic to the devel- 
opment of Canada’s province of British Co- 
lumbia and the United States’ Pacific North- 
west, particularly Washington, Oregon and 
Montana. The Columbia’s headwaters are in 
British Columbia, and storage dams there 


could increase the power output of down-— 


stream power plants on the United States 
side, existing and projected, by as much as the 
productive power of four to six Bonneville 
dams. 

The United States Government has long 
recognized headwater rights when the head- 
waters were its own. In its dealings with 
Mexico it bélaved as though headwater rights 
were superior. But in its dealings with Can- 
ada, where the situation is reversed, it has 
taken the position of not having made up its 
mind. 

In one form or another this dispute has 
gone on for half a century, intensified after 
the Second World war by the growing indus- 
trialization of the two regions adjoining the 
border. Canadians, already irritated by United 
States policies on trade, oil, farm surplus dis- 
posal and other matters in which they felt 
themselves disadvantaged, have been more 
than irked by the impasse on the Columbia 
river system. ; 

Just as when the St. Lawrence seaway ap- 
peared to be a subject of indifference to the 
United States, some Canadians in high places 
have proposed going it alone on the Columbia. 
A diversion plan which would capture all the 
available power on Canadian soil has been 
seriously considered, and if carried through 
would react strongly against the interests of 
the United States. 

The International Joint Commission, in 
whose hands the outcome rests, has before it 
an opportunity to repair a notably undistin- 
guished record with a genuine accomplish- 
ment. A fair, even generous, agreement on 
the division of the Columbia’s hydropower 
on the two sides of the common border could 
do wonders for Canadian-U.S. relations and 
for the productiveness of a major region in 
each of our two countries. :

Douglas Did Hold Lincoln's Hat 


fllan Nevins Retells an Incident of the First Inaugural 


An atmosphere of tension envel- 
oped Washington on March 4, 1861, 
as President-elect Lincoln and Presi- 
dent Buchanan rode from Willard’s 
Hotel to the Capitol. There was the 
usual pageantry — gaily uniformed 
militia companies, a float of 34 
pretty girls, carriages filled with 
jubilant Republican politicians and 
lugubrious Democrats, and so on. 

In the Senate chamber Hannibal 
Hamlin of Maine took the oath of 
office as Vice President, adminis- 
tered by John C. Breckenridge, who 
had just received 72 electoral votes 
for the presidency but who was soon 
to be a major general in the Con- 
federate Army. 


At times the proceedings were in- 
terrupted by loud bursts of martial 
music outside, where 25,000 people 
waited in the bright sunshine east 
of the Capitol, their eyes fixed on 
a platform in front of the portico. 


This crowd saw Mrs. Lincoln and 
other ladies emerge from the central 
door, accompanied by various dig- 
nitaries, and take their places on 
the platform. Then came the portly 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, bearing 
a Bible and giving an anxious arm 
to aged Chief Justice Roger Brooke 
Taney. The Su- 
preme Court Jus- 
tices seated them- 
selves with Taney. 

Then came Lin- 
coln and Buchan- 
an, who took seats 
near’ the front 
center of the plat- 
form. Other Sena- 
tors followed — 
Stephen A. Doug- 
las of Illinois, Si- 
mon Cameron of Abraham Lincoln 
Pennsylvania, Lazarus Powell of 
Kentucky, Henry M. Rice of Minne- 
sota, and Lincoln’s beloved friend 
E. D. Baker, formerly of Illinois but 
now of Oregon. 

When all was ready Senator Baker 
stepped forward and announced in 
his resonant voice: “Fellow citizens, 
I introduce to you Abraham Lincoln, 


' President-elect of the United States, 


who will now proceed to deliver his 
inaugural address.” 

Lincoln arose, put on his steel- 
bowed spectacles — a surprise to 
many, for his photographs had not 
shown spectacles—and began to read. 
His clear, firm, rather shrill voice 
carried his words to the extrem- 
ities of the crowd. 

When, after five minutes, he de- 
clared: “I hold that, in the contem- 
plation of universal law and of the 
Constitution, the Union of these 
States is perpetual,” a cheer came 
from the assemblage. 

Did Lincoln, just before he rose 
to speak, look about in embarrass- 
ment for a place to put his new 


stovepipe hat? Did Senator Doug- 
las, springing forward, bow, say 
“Permit me,’ and then take the hat 
to hold on his knee during the ad- 
dress? If he did, the act could be 
symbolic. 

The leader of Northern Democrats, 
who had polled 1,375,000 votes for 
President as against Lincoln’s 1.- 
866,000, would thus indicate his 
readiness to support the new Presi-

Historians  al- 
ways doubt an ex- 
traordinarily his- 
trionic incident of 
this kind. James 
G. Randall’s scholarly treatment of 
the subject, in his admirable ‘“Lin- 
coln the President,” is skeptical. 
“None of the newspaper reports or 
other accounts written at the time,” 
he remarks, “within the knowledge 
of the author, mentions the hat in- 
cident.” : 

Randall lists three writers who 
vouch for the story, but points out 
that all wrote belatedly and that 
one may even be a fictitious person. 

The anecdote was first related in 
book form by Josiah Gilbert Holland, 
one of the editors of the Springfield, 
Mass., Republican, in his “Life of 
Abraham Lincoln,” published in 
1866; he did not claim to have at- 
tended the inauguration. 

in 1879 “The Diary of a Public 
Man” was published in the North 
American Review, and one install- 
ment mentioned the incident; but 
no one knows who the “Public Man” 
Was, and many now believe he was 
an invented figure. Finally, Henry 
Watterson gave the story as an event 
he had witnessed, but this was in 
1918-19. A _ sixty-year-old reminis- 
cence is almost worthless evidence. 


“This is not to assert that the hat 
incident did not occur,” says Ran- 
dall. “The point is rather that a 
careful biographer looks for con- 
temporary evidence, and where such 
evidence is lacking, or has not yet 
been found, it is his duty to say so.” 


Actually, there are two other 
sources. The newspaperman Ben: 
(so he abbreviated his first name) 
Perley Poore gives the story, in 
reminiscences published in 1885, and 
Carl Schurz, who wrote his own 
memoirs in 1907-08, gives the story 
with circumstantial detail. Schurz, 
of course, was old when he wrote, 
but his memory was exceptionally 
clear and retentive. But still the 
evidence is unsatisfactory. Only a 
strictly contemporaneous account 
can be deemed conclusive. 


Happily, such an account can now 
be cited. The Cincinnati Commercial, 
edited by the trustworthy Murat 
Halstead, on March 11, 1861, pub- 
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: from American Heritage 


lished “An Incident of the Inaugura- 
tion,” in the following words: 

“One of the Representatives of this 
State in Congress reports an inter- 
esting and rather funny incident of 
the Inauguration, which, not having 
seen in print, we record. On ap- 
proaching the platform where he 
was to take his oath and be inducted 
into the office of Chief Executive, 
Mr. Lincoln removed his hat and 
held it in his hand as he took the 
seat assigned him The article 
seemed to be a burden 

“He changed it awkwardly from 
one to another, and finally, despair- 
ing of finding for it any other easy 
position, deposited it upon the plat- 
form near him. Senators and judges 
crowded in, and to make room for 
them he removed nearer the front 
of the stage, carrying his tile with 
him. 

“Again it was dandled uneasily, 
and as Senator Baker approached to 
introduce him to the audience he 
made a motion to replace the tile on 
the stage under the seat, when 
Douglas, who had been looking on 
quietly, and apparently with some 
apprehension of a catastrophe to 
the hat, said, ‘Permit me, sir,’ and 
gallantly took the vexatious article, 
and held it during the entire reading 
of the Inaugural! 

“Doug must have reflected pretty 
seriously during that half hour, that 
instead of deliver- 
ing an inaugural 
address from .the 
portico, he was 
holding the hat of 
the man who was 


doing it.” 

We may thus 
accept the _ inci- 
dent, at last, as 


authentic. We may 
even give cre- 
" dence to Ben: Per- 
Stephen A. Douglas ley Poore’s addl- 
tional touch, for Carl Sandburg tells 
us that Lincoln had not only a new 
suit and a new hat, but “an ebony 
cane with a gold head the size of 
a hen’s egg.” 

Nobody ever found Douglas lack- 
ing in presence of mind, and he was 
alertness itself on this memorable 
day. Correspondents wrote that 
while Buchanan kept his eyes closed 
during most of Lincoln's delivery, 
Douglas listened attentively and 
hardly took his gaze off the speaker. 

Too often the exploration of pic- 
turesque legends of the past explodes 
them, leaving a starkly prosaic truth. 
It is pleasant to think that we can 
cherish the poetic picture of the 
Little Giant, so long a doughty po- 
litical foe and so able an exponent 
of hostile principles, gracefully bow- 
ing to the Rail Splitter as he takes 
his hat and tacitly accepts his leader- 
ship in the crisis of the Union’s fate.

Soviet Record Gives Little Ground for

HE PRESIDENT’S REACTIONS to Soviet announcements 
of missile and other military progress has varied from time 
At his first press conference after the announce- 


ment in August 1957 by the Soviet Union that an interconti- 
nental ballistic missile had been successfully tested, the Presi- 
dent said Sept. 3: “If you will read the Russian statement care- 
fully, you will see that it is more notable for what it didn’t say 


than for what it did say. 


. The Russians never made any 


statement except for their own purposes, their own special pur- 
poses, and I don’t know of any reason for giving it greater cre- 
dence than many of the statements of the past, where they have 
been shown to be less than completely reliable.” 


At his press conference Oct. 
9, 1957, after the launching of 
the first Soviet Sputnik, 
President said further 
reference to the Soviet I.C.B.M. 
announcement: “They have

The President's skepticism 
is probably shared by most 
Americans. The Soviet record 
of duplicity gives no reason to 
place confidence in any an- 
nouncement they make. Never- 
theless, probably because of 
the intense security traditions 
of Russia and similar Soviet 
practice, Russian military an- 
nouncements have been under- 
stated and credible. Our in- 
telligence agencies do not dis- 
count them automatically, but 
rather test them by their in- 
formation from different 
souces. 

When the then Soviet For- 
eign Minister Vyachslav M. 
Molotov declared in November 
1947 that the secret of the 


atomic bomb had ceased to ex- | 


ist, no one in the West be- 
lieved that the Russians had 
penetrated the secret. Never- 
theless, the Russians exploded 
an A-bomb in the spring of 
1949, a year and a half later. 
This was four years before our 
earliest estimate that the Rus- 
sians could possibly master the 
A-bomb. 
Beat U.S. on Usable H-Bomb. 

Former Premier Georgi Mal- 
enkov declared Aug. 7, 1953, 
that the U.S.S.R, had mastered 
production of the H-bomb. The 
United States had exploded the 
first hydrogen device in 1952, 
using liquefied hydrogen and 
heavy hydrogen inside a 65-ton 
device that was needed to keep 
the contents under great pres- 
sure and at a temperature sev- 
eral hundred degrees below 
zero. This was not a usable de- 
vice to be made into a weapon, 
but it did prove that hydrogen 
fusion was possible.

There is a substantial body 
of credible public information 
that the Soviet 1.C.B.M. is op- 
erational and in the hands of 
the troops. 

It should be noted that the 
term “operational” has a defi- 
nite meaning as a military term 
Our officials have been using 
the term “initial operational 
capability.” By this they mean 
a usable missile has been de- 
veloped and one has been pro- 
duced. It does not mean that 
troops have been trained to 
use it, nor that it is in place 
and ready to be used by 
trained troops, as the term 
“operational” means 

Another term, equivalent in 
meaning to “operational,” is 
to say that the weapons are in 
“inventory.” This means that 
the weapons are in the hands 
of troops, in position and ready 
for use. 

About a year ago, retired Lt. 
Gen. James M. Gavin wrote in 
his book, “War and Peace in 
the Space Age”: “Now that the 
Soviets have an inveniory of 
I.C.B.M.s, these will constitute 
their

Digest: “I do not believe they 
(the Russians) have operational 
LC.B.M.s in any quantity.”

"*Tase CAPTIVE AND TRE 
FREE’’ was completed by Joyce Cary 
in the long illness that led to his death. 
Though it suffers from certain defects 
of organization that Mr. Cary probably 
would have eliminated if he had been 
given the opportunity, it is still a 
strongly provocative novel. An atmos- 
ph.re of fantasy hangs over many of 
its scenes but when it clears momen- 
tarily the characters stand out with ex- 
traordinary vividness. Moreover, what 
has seemed the exaggeration of comedy 
or satire suddenly becomes a convincing 
image of a reality that has broken 
through the false front of appearance. 


The Rev. Walter Preedy, a “faith 
healer’’ who operates a mission in the 


suburbs of London, has all the marks of 


a deliberate fraud and charlatan. His 
congregation believes in him, neverthe- 
less, because its members have seen 
him cure his sick merely by the laying 
on of hands. 


As Preedy’s fame spreads through the 
neighborhood it begins to affect the 
nearby congregation of St. Enoch’s in 
a way that alarms the curate. A few 
cynics in the neighborhood attribute 
the Rev. Mr. Syson’s resentment to pro- 
fessional jealousy. Actually Syson is 
spurred into action by strictly human 
motives. He fears, in particular, that 
one of his defecting parishioners will 
jeopardize the life of his tubercular 
daughter by placing her in Preedy’s 
hands and failing to give her the prop- 
er medical care. 

At about the same time an editor of 
the London Argus named Harry Hoop- 
er offers to publicize the mission and 
Preedy’s “miraculous” cures, partly be- 
cause he hopés to improve the circula- 
tion of his paper and partly because he 
actually believes in the man. This jour- 
nalistic notice aggravates the situation 
if only. by insuring the most detailed 
reporting of the scandal suit that pres- 
ently comes to trial.

she equivocates her evidence by saying 
she is a bad girl. 


Mr. Syson is convicted because his 
charge, though true, refers to a time 
long past while in the meanwhile the 
Rev. Preedy has tried to lead a decent 
life or so the judge declares. This is 
in a civil suit. When Syson continues 
his campaign against Preedy he is 
brought into court on criminal charges 
and sent to prison. 


In the whirlwind of hatred and pas- 
sion that blows up in this quiet London 
suburb many persons are involved in- 
cluding members of the best society. 
The effects on several are drastic. Alice 
Rodke cannot break away from Preedy 
though she continues to insist that she 
despises him. The Rev. Dr. Syson leaves 
the Church of England, loses his wife 
and his faith and begins a harrowing 
re-examination of himself to determine 
why he stil] believes in God. But prob- 
ably the most important development in 
the novel is the emergence of Preedy's 
genuine conviction in his own powers 
and in their supernatural origin. 


THE NATURE of his “cures” is 
left in doubt. In the most spectacular 
case, that of a young American heiress, 
a girl who had no belief in Preedy until 
the “miracle” happened, the issue is 
clouded because the nature of her af- 
fliction is not explained. All of those 
cured, in fact, could have been the vic- 
tims of neuroses. The author doesn’t 
take sides. 


The reader may infer that Mr. Cary 
does not discount the possibility that 
certain human beings may be gifted 
with powers beyond rational explana- 
tion. In any case the so-called freaks 
and eccentrics have a fascination for 
him that he communicates to the read- 
er. Though “The Captive and the Free” 
may not be regarded as a trustworthy 
description of English life on any level, 
its imaginative power is irresistible and 
its implications point to matters that 
lie much deeper than surface reality.

A SCORE OF YEARS ago the 
late Robert E. Sherwood brought out 
a play that quickly won a notable place 
in American literature and stage his- 
tory, “Abe Lincoln in Illinois.” With 
Raymond Massey in the title rove, it 
presented to admiring audiences the 
story of the Lincoln of the prairie years 
up to his departure from Springfield, 
Feb. 11, 1861, as President-elect. 


It just could be that a new Lincoln 
play of similar importance is before us. 
For as Sherwood wrote about the Illi- 
nois years, so Mark Van Doren tells in 
moving drama of the “last days,” against 
the Civil War era background in the 
national capital. 

From Mark Van Doren’s childhood 
in Illinois, Lincoin has been for him 
“the richest and deepest character” in 
a past that he could think of as his 
own. He writes in his autobiography: 

“My concern with Lincoln had _nar- 
rowed down to the last years, indeed 
the last months, of the terrible war 
over which, by an irony almost unique, 
this rational, good man was called upon 
to shiver 9 and I had begun to think, 
because of the way his story shrank 
into one drop of bitter and sweet pain, 
that a play was indicated rather than a

narrative poem (at first contemplated). 
The end of his life was what mattered.” 


AND SO in May, 1954, on a round 
trip from New York to Raleigh, Fayette- 
ville and Detroit and back to New York, 
Mark Van Doren wrote this play. Cov- 
ering the last few weeks, it ends, as 
Lineoln’s life ended, with Booth’s mad 
bullet in Ford’s Theater. But before the 
assassin’s shot there is the struggle be- 
tween the Emancipator who insisted 
that the surrender be generous and the 
politicians around him who demanded 
they be harsh. Grant, Stanton, Sumner, 
Wade, Chandler, Joshua Speed and 
Mary Todd Lincoln, are the main char- 
acters with the hard-beset President. 


Archibald MacLeish, author of the 
new dramatic success, “J. B.,” heard 
Mark Van Doren read his Lincoln play 
and then wrote: “It was an unforgettable 
experience. Van Doren is poet as well 
as playwright, piaywright as well as 
poet, and the lines have those dimen- 
sions: they enlarge.” And Bruce Catton 
says that “nothing in the entire range 
of Civil War literature gives a more ac- 
curate, poignant picture of the tragedy 
that attended Lincoln’s attempt to give 
the reunited nation a peace made with 
charity and without malice.” 


THE SECOND BOOEK is a col- 
lection of four excellent essays pre- 
pared by Lincoln scholars for the 
sesquicentennial observance at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois next Wednesday and 
Thursday. The participants and their 
provocative themes are Roy P. Basler, 
“Abraham Lincoln: An Immorta;s Sign;” 
T. Harry Williams, “Pragmatic Demo- 
crat:” David Donald, “Whig in the White 
House:” and Norman. A. Graebner, 
“Conservative Statesman.” There is a 
24-page description of the University of 
Illinois’s current Lincoln exhibition, pre- 
pared by Leslie W. Dunlap, Lincoln 
librarian at Urbana. As a Lincoln birth- 
day observance the symposium and its 
book are admirable. 

Ralph G. Lindstrom’s study of Lin- 
coln’s spiritual life wil: prove a reassur- 
ance to those who have read that 
Lincoln did not ever unite with any 
church because he could not accept the 
complicated statements of doctrine. He 
shows with a wealth of quotations from 
Lincoln letters, speeches and other 
writings that the Civil War President 
was deeply spiritual and trusted in 
divine power. A native of Moline, I11., 
the author has written for The Christian 
Science Monitor for 30 years. 


Culprit of Runnymede, and Other Kings

THERE ARE TIMES one wonders 
why some books are written, There 
seems so little real reason for them. 
Take the first of these two titles for 
example. It is a biography addressed 
to the general reader by a writer who 
makes no special claim to scholarship, 
and it is of a man whose life is as un- 
edifying as any life in history. 


John is noted only for being one of 
the worst of kings. Maybe that is his 
recommendation. If he has anything 
else to recommend him to today’s 
reader this reviewer cannot discover it. 


The fact, as the author points out, 
that nobody else has in recent years 
written about John tells its own story: 
there is so little there to attract a biog- 
rapher. Anybody and everybody worth 
writing about has had in the last 50 
years a dozen books written about him. 

{n selecting King john for a subject 
Mr. Appleby seems to have had some 
such notion in mind as Mr. Paul Murray 
Kendall had when he did his brilliant 
biographical reconstruction of another 
ef history’s outstanding villains, Rich- 
ard II]. He must have wanted to ex- 
node the myth of his villainy and pro- 
vide readers with a plausible alterna- 
tive, and more attractive, portrait. 

Both writers had the same point of 
departure, a play of Shakespeare. But 
even here Mr. Appleby was at a dis- 
advantage. For whereas “Richard III” 
is one of the Bard’s better known plays, 
“King John” is one of his least known 
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—and quite one of his worst. Has any- 
body heard of its being performed? 
Doubtless Shakespeare garbled John’s 
story in his dramatization of it, even as 
he probably did Richard III's. But un- 
fortunately for anyone coming along 
later to try to repair the damage to 
John’s reputation, not much can be done 
about it. As Mr. Appleby acknowledges, 
the facts of King John’s life are largely 
drawn from the contemporary chron- 
icles written by monks who were with- 
out exception bitterly hostile to him. 
The reason for their hostility was that 
he was that rare being in an Age of 
Faith, an unbeliever—that and also the 
long war he waged against the Church. 


JOHN’S CASE is on an exact par 
with those of the old Israelitish kings 
whose reigns are dismissed by the 
priestly chroniclers with the verdict, 
“He did evil in the sight of the Lord.” 

Mr. Appleby says he did his best to 
find less prejudiced sources, but they 
are scarcely to be found. Consequently, 
he cannot be blamed if the portrait that 
emerges from his pages is not different 
in material points from that presented, 
for instance, by Sir Winston Churchill 
in his recent history. 

The dark spots in John’s record are 
still there: His betrayal of his father, 
his attempt to usurp the throne from 
his brother Richard Coeur de Lion, his 
responsibility for the foul murder of 
his nephew Arthur, and the long line 
of evil conduct that leagued half his 
kingdom against him. His best légacy to 
England, as Sir Winston well says, is 
Magna Carta, which he was forced to 
sign at Runnymede. 

But Mr. Appleby has his points as a 
historian. And one of them is that he is 
a careful, conscientious writer who is 
content to be a simple recorder of the 
facts as he, has been able to establish 
them. And if he has not been able to 


he 


reverse historical judgments he has at 
least put events in a different and a 
little more favorable light. 

The great event at Runnymede, for 
instance. While the reader’s gratitude 
for the Great Charter is no whit dimin- 
ished, because of what flowed from it, 
when he reads how it was actually en- 
acted he is likely to have possibly more 
sympathy for the king than for the 
barons; they were a greedy, grasping, 
cowardly and treacherous lot. (It is 
really amazing to read how perjury 
thrived in that great Age of Faith!) 
Whereas John at the close of his reign 
was showing extraordinary warlike en- 
ergy and resource as he battled against 
the coalition his enemies had brought 
against him. 

The Author’s conclusion is that John 
was no worse than his age, and that we 
will not quarrel with. 


THERE IS NO MYSTERY what- 
ever about why the second title came to 
be written, nor why it is finding ready 
acceptance among readers. It is the 
third volume in Mr. Costain’s compre- 
hensive retelling of the English story. 
It picks up the story where the preced- 
ing volume on “The Magnificent Cen- 
tury” left off and carries it through the 
reigns of Edward I, 11 and III, from 
1272 to 1377. 

Mr. Costain’s many fans know what 
to expect from his writing and they 
won’t be disappointed. As he has dem- 
onstrated before, his story-telliig pow- 
ers are not weakened when he turns 
from fiction to history. He has a graph- 
ic pen, a feeling for color and drama, 
a good reporter's regard for fact, and 
can take history’s broad sweep in his 
stride. 

For such works, even when they fol- 
low the well-trodden highway of English 
history, there is always a welcome and 
a plentitude of readers. 
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Man’s search for style in his everyday abode is traced, 
from hole in the ground covered with pine branches to 
the American “ranch house,” in “Here, of All Places.” 
by Osbert Lancaster. With tongue in cheek, and a 
devastating pen in hand, Lancaster pokes gentle fun at 
domestic architecture with sketches and brief, trenchant 
essays. The “Hudson River Bracketed” style, illus- 
trated above, exemplifies, he says, “the invention and 
resourcefulness of the American carpenter, flushed with 
triumph gained in coping with the Gothic.” Other styles 
have been given such names as “Spanish Super-Colo- 
nial,” “Stockbrokers Tudor,” “Bypass Variegated” and 
“Pseudish.” Along with the digs runs a solid content 
of analysis—of structure, ornament and taste—which 
will cause the reader to absorb a good deal of informa- 
tion along with the entertainment. (Houghton Mifflin,

GENERALITIES ABOUT THE IMPORTANCE 
of world history and about the need to know the other peoples 
of the planet on which we are living would be banal. Even 
so, the histories of our neighbors to the south of us, of China 
and Japan, of Turkey and Egypt and the lands of the Levant 
and the Fertile Crescent, of Russia and those in union with 
her belong to the briefing which world citizens of today must 
have. With all of that the history of these countries is exciting. 
South America is not all revolutions, nor China all dynasties. 
History tells about people and people are important. Their 
geographica] locations, their culture, the changes that have 
affected them in modern times are important, too. 

The history of modern Eastern Asia is the story of the 
thrust of Western forces, the manner and the effects of that 
thrust. No single date can be given for the beginning of that 
intrusion, but it has happened in the last hundred years. 
Russia did not become a Western nation under Peter the 
Great, nor is she one today, yet the interaction between East- 
ern and Western forces in Russia is of consequence in her 
history. 

The Turkish women were permitted to remove their veils 
in comparatively recent years; the tapping of the petroleum 
resources of the Near and Middle East and the dependence 
of other nations on these resources is equally important. 
Coffee and bananas and dictators may grow in Latin America; 
however that does not interpret the history or the significance 
of the 20 other nations occupying this hemisphere with the 
United States of America. 

Many pages and expert pens are needed to tell of these 
many countries. Distinguished authors have been aided by 
distinguished editors to produce histories that will fascinate 
the general reader and please the experts. A distinguished 
university press has done a job of production of which it can 
be proud. Noteworthy are the maps in each of the volumes.

CLAYBOOK FOR JAMES 
JOYCE, by Louis Gillet; 
translated by Georges

“I! SHOULD very much 
regret you paying Mr. J. 
Joyce the compliment of an 
article in thé ‘Revue des 
Deux Mondes.’ You could 
only expose the worthless- 
ness and impudence of. his 
writings. .. .” So wrote that 
eminent Georgian Sir Ed- 
mund Gosse to the’ French 
critic Louis Gillet in 1924. 


The letter (already famil- 
jar to us from Gorman’s 
biography of Joyce) was 
Gosse’s counsel to his French 
colleague, who had solicited 
advice before venturing an 
essay on that strange new 
book “Ulysses” for the good, 
gray “Revue.” Gillet went on 
to write his article despite 
Gosse’s animadversions; as 
might be expected, however, 
it was not laudatory. Yet 15 
years’ later we find Gillet 
comparing Joyce with Swift, 
Rabelais, Dante and Shake- 
speare. 

This book records that 
development. First published 
in France in 1941, the book 
consists mainly of five essays 
originally issued in various 
journals between 1925 and 
1941. Six years elapsed be- 
tween the first two articles, 
and in that time Gillet’s 
earlier skepticism toward 
Joycé’s work gavé way to an 
admiration which increased 
with the years. 

Gillet has his limitations 
as an interpreter of Joyce. 
Markow-Totevy admits in his 
introduction that Gillet’s dis- 
cussions show “a certain in- 
adequacy and superficiality” 
in the light of more recent 
exegeses of Joyce’s work. 
But he rightly reminds us 
to “keep in mind the dates 
when the éssays were writ- 
ten, also that Gillet was one 
of the first to touch on the 
fundamental values of Joyce's 
work.” ! 

Gillet met Joyce in 1931, 
and the two remained good 
friends until the latter's 
death in 1941. Thus many of 
Gillet’s observations on 
Joyce’s meanings are par- 
ticularly valuable because 
they gréw out of conversa- 
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tions with Joyce himself. 
Gillet’s book is not unique 
in this regard; Budgen’s 
“Making of Ulysses” and 
Gilbert's magnificent study 
make much more extensive 
use of Joyce’s personal assist- 
ance. But the additional in- 
sights Joyce offers us indi- 
rectly through Gillet are 
most welcome. 

GILLETT ALSO supplies 
us with another view of 
Joyce the man to supplement 
those already presented this 
,past year by the Colums and 
Joyce’s brother Stanislaus. 
Gillet saw him mainly as a 
man beset by despair—over 
his own ill-health, but even 
more over the mental illness 
which had struck his beloved 
daughter Lucia. “How strange 
it is,” Joyce told Gillet while 
in the midst of “Finnegans 
Wake,” “when one is so sad, 
to write a book so gay!” 

A short article on Joyce 
hy Andre Gide is appended 
to this compilation, and there 
is a preface by Leon Edel, 
whose “James Joyce, the 
Last Journey,” mourned 
Joyce’s death almost as elo- 
quently as do Gillet’s final 
two essays in this able book.

Memoirs of a Hedonist 


ONE MAN IN HIS TIME, by Serge Obolensky. 
Obolensky, 433 pgs., $6.95.)

ONLY A FEW WEEKS AGO (December 4, 1958), the 
suave, 68-year-old author of these hedonic memoirs partnered 
Princess Grace of Monaco in the opening dance of the $60,000 
Imperial Ball (to get funds for music therapy at veterans’ 
hospitals) amid the green-and-gold elegance of the Louis XVI 
ballroom in New York's Hotel Astor. It was a consummation 
dear to Elsa Maxwell (“the ball of the decade”) and to those 
breathless scribes who chronicle society's prodigious events: 
America’s own storybook princess whirling to the strains of 
“The Princess Grace Waltz” (composed for the occasion by 
society bandleader Meyer Davis), her partner one of this 
century’s 24-carat Men about town and men of many parts— 
Prince Serge Platonovitch Obolensky Neledinsky-Meletzky, 
thirty-first in a direct male line stemming from Rurik the Vik- 
ing, Grand Duke of Novgorod aud Kiev, in 82 A.D... Comu 
chuckled; history prospeied; not a single c..indelier ‘ell. 
What saves this bulky n-rrative : ‘om bein. a production- 
number snowstorm of spangled name-dropping is the solid 
and diversely demonstrated capabilities of its Oxford-and-St. 
Petersburg University-educated aristocratic recorder (who has 
not used his title since he became an American citizen in 1931). 
Serge Obolensky sincerely likes people. His lineage and 
breeding made it certain that he would gravitate toward and 
consort with people of wealth, power, and prestige. His first 
wife was the youngest child of Czar Alexander II, his second, 
an Astor. But he has been democratically at home wherever 
adventure or business has led him—among Russian moujiks, 
Australian jackaroos, the Englishmen of court. exchange, and 
country house; America’s Hudson River squires and Cafe 
Society’s gossipmasters; bankers and belly-dancers, Peacock 
Alley bird-dogs and burnt-corked paratroopers (for, at 53. he 
was one of the most courageous, successful, and highly com- 


mended of Major Gen. William J, Donovan's crack World 
War II OSS guerrillas).

HE WAS BORN INTO RUSSIAN IMPERIAL 
court life and enjoyed for some years all that that 
nostalgically remembered society offered. Tagged ‘Horse 


Blanket” as a boy, he thrice won Russia’s one-time highest 
award for valor, the Cross of St. George, in cavalry actions 
against the Germans in World War I: and when the revolution 
came, barely managed, after long hiding in Moscow, to flee 
his explosively “re-organized” country. 

A casmopolite with lots of sound business sense, he was 
drawn to America, where his special qualifications eventually 
found full use in the enterprises of such hotel-keeping mam- 
moths as the Hilton chain and the Zeckendorf Hotels Corpora- 
tion. Now vice chairman of the latter, he officiates also, in 
the “New Yorker’s” phrase, as “house father” for the luxuri- 
ously refurbished Astor. He is an expert at negotiating for 
somewhat neglected hotels, rehabilitating them, and selling 
them at a profit. By all but the most cantankerous, he would 
be judged a remarkable man. , 

As was intimated at the beginning, an outspoken hedon- 
Ism saturates these memoirs. The author firmiy believes 
that “a primary objective in the lives of men is to have a good 
time.” From the opulence of Czaristic Russia to that of New 
York's luxury hotels, the whee] of his fortune has come full 
circle. As a hotelier he seems to have reached his apogee. 
He lives vitally in the present, and looks with satisfaction 
upon his present career, “a work of consequence to... . pro- 
vide pleasure for people, to serve others.” 


HE CALLS HIMSELF “ONE MAN IN HIS TIME, 
simply an ex-Russian of a particular background and family, 
the foundations of whose existence were destroyed.” If the 
pleasure principle seems to be too often accentuated by such 
laconic trivia as “She was famous for her pearls” and “I never 
ate so much fresh caviar,’ the reader can readily find a great 
deal of far more ingratiating and substantial revelation 

Serge Obolensky has lived three vigorous lives, really: 
political, military, and social; and in recounting the details 
of them he has attained with some success his hoped-for 
objective of making the American people “aware of the great 
human quality of the Russian people that lies hidden today 
behind the gigantic fictions that the Communists have created.” 
He ranges from Winchellisms to punditry, but his chronicle is 
largely ballasted with high-grade ore Seventy-three 
photographs aid handsomely in his documentation of times 
that will never occur again.

Two Views of ‘The City’ Vigorously

IT WOULD BE HARD to find two 
authorities further apart in their views 
on the modern metropolis and its fu- 
ture prospects than Henry Hope Reed 
Jr. and Frank Lloyd Wright. Each is 
the eloquent pleader for a _ special 
point of view—Reed for a return to 
the classical tradition in architecture, 
Wright for a forging ahead into the 
Frank Lloyd Wright tradition. 


Each point of view strikes sparks off 
the other, and somewhere in between 
these widely divergent attitudes are 
likely to be found prophetic glimpses 
of the City of the Future. Both Reed 
and Wright have just brought out new 
books, and to read one of them against 
the other is to experience the play of 
lively intellects and strong convictions. 

Reed's book is “The Golden City” 
(Doubleday, 160 pgs., $5.75) and 
Wright's is “The Living City” (Horizon 
Press, 224 pgs., $7.50). 

In one respect, and one only, are the 
two writers in agreement. They concur 
in holding that the modern American 
city, and particularly New York City, 
exemplifies a haphazard, chaotic bar- 
renness of design that is steadily going 
from bad to worse. 

“Chaos reigns supreme as the drive 
to be original destroys the harmony we 
have inherited, not only in individual 
buildings but also in the urban scene 
and in the landscape,”’ says Reed. 

“To look at the cross section of any 
plan of a big city is to look at some- 
thing like the section of a fibrous 
tumor,” says Wright. 

REED HOLDS THAT the modern 
city is degenerate because it has sup- 
pressed the unity and discipline, the 
sense of history, the splendor and the 
feeling of permanence of classical 
design. 

To let the reader judge for himself, 
he juxtaposes numerous examples of 
architecture in the classical tradition 
with specimens of contemporary design 
in side-by-side photographs. The Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art facade is com- 
pared with Wright's new Guggenheim 
Museum, built of reinforced concrete. 
An old New York cast-iron lamppost, 
ornamented with acanthus leaves, is put 
beside a new stainless steel lamppost 
that is pure function; the Schioss- 
theater in Vienna, with its crystal chan- 
deliers, marble balustrades and ceiling 
paintings, against the Summer Opera 
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House at Tanglewood, which is called 
the “Shed.” 


Reed also shows the Soldiers and 
Sailors Memorial Arch in Brooklyn 
against the mode! of the Eero Saarinen 
arch for St: Louis, about which he says 
simply “No comment.” 

Everything that has happened in 
architecture in recent years, Reed argues, 
points insistently to the contrast be- 
tween a dull uniformity in modern 
building design and to the inexhausti- 
ble possibilities of the classical, and 
particularly the Roman style. 


WRIGHT FINDS NOTHING to 
admire in the transplanting of classical 
stvle to the modern city. ‘““‘We are suf- 
fering yet from the so-called monumen- 
tal and official building: academic hang- 
overs that we said were in the ‘classic’ 
tradition, merely reproductions of feu- 
dal thinking,” he savs. 

The burden of his attack, however, is 
against the modern city in its entirety, 
and his argument amounts to a running 
indictment of its architecture, of its 
social system, its economics, its schools 
and, finally, of contemporary culture 
itself. Wright's flair for the crackling 
phrase is given full play. 

“What is expedient is too soon legal 
and enacted by government as moral.” 

“Architects ... drapers and haber- 
dashers of the arts.” 

“No great architecture can arise from 
us or for us based upon the expedient 
use of the ancient city.” 

“What the nation has been calling 
democracy is really only mediocrity ris- 
ing into high places.” 

“American youth ... is educated only 
by being conditioned, not by being en- 
lightened.” 

“Peace has never been organized for 
the innate glory of America—only for 
or against war! Or the fear of war. 
... Were peace really organized as war 
is now organized, war could never de- 
feat peace on any terms whatsoever.” 
EACH WRITER OFFERS his 
own prospectus for the future, and in 
these the reader is likely to feel sud- 
denly abandoned and frustrated. 

Reed calls for monumental civic cen- 
ters. architectural unities of classic 
structures, He cites the San Francisco 
grouping of City Hall, Opera House and 
Veterans Memorial as “the greatest ar- 
chitectural ensemble in America.” He 
greatly admires the spectacular group- 
ing in Chicago of river, boulevards, 
bridge and skyscrapers where Michigan

boulevard crosses the Chicago river, the 
dramatic placement of the New York 
Central Building astride Park avenue, 
and the Country Club district of Kansas 
City, where shopping center, parks, 
fountains and apartment buildings are 
handsomely organized. 

No reasonable person could dispute 
the prodigious success of these centers, 
but Reed goes from these to proposals 
that seem far-fetched. 

As a public housing project for the 
foot of 125th street in Harlem, New 
York City, he urges a Roman design 
by John Barrington Bayley, with monu- 
mental facades joined by arches. 

To complete the Great Plaza of the 

Washington, D.C. Triangle Area, ne pro- 
poses: A national repertory theater on 
the Pennsylvania avenue side; the Plaza 
to be converted into a formal garden, 
with copies of great classical statues— 
the Dying Gaul, Venus Anadyomene, 
Diana the Huntress, the Medici Venus 
and the like—placed along lines of lin- 
den trees. On the other side of the 
Twelfth Street Circle would be “an im- 
itation of Paladio’s Teatro Olimpico. 
in Vicenza.” 
FROM THESE IMITATIONS 
and copies of European classical struc- 
tures, we proceed to Wright’s ideal 
civic architecture, as exemplified in his 
Broadacre City. 

This is a decentralized community, 
combining farm land, theater, service 
buildings, family dwellings, a high-rise 
apartment or two and a skyscraper of- 
fice building. It is based on general 
ownership of land—every child finding 
“his acre waiting for him when he is 
born’—on a co-operative sharing of 
increase in land values and on sub- 
sidized transportation. 

The ills of present-day urban life that 
Wright describes are all too evident to 
every city-dweller, but life in Broaa- 
acre City sounds terribly idealized and, 
in fact, rather dull. Wright's critique 
of the present city is more persuasive 
than his dream of a new city design, 
which is dependent upon social condi- 
tions that seem as uMnattainable as the 
money resources necessary to make 
possible Reed’s classical vision. 

Our future cities are, clearly, going 
to be in the nands of practical men, 
dealing with practical problems. If their 
solutions are born of expediency. we 
may hope that some amalgam of Reed's 
architectural ideal and of Wright's 
healed and well utilized green acres will 
find their way into the plans.

The Dollar Sign on Art Works

NOT TOO MANY years have 
passed since grandmother and grand- 
father looked on the purchase of a 
string Of pearls as a “safe’’ investment 
with little or no chance of a decline 
in value. They would have thought 
you slightly daft had you suggested 
that Impressionist paintings would yield 
a handsome return while the market 
value of pearls would fall drastically. 

Most people buy paintings primarily 
for one of three reasons: 1) to add 
beauty to their lives; 2) to impress 
their friends; or 3) to make a profit. 
Those pure devotees of beauty view the 
idea of collecting art as an investment 
with abhorrence. 


Nevertheless, most pictures are 
bought today with that thought some- 
where in the mind. 

The last few years have seen great 
changes in the market value of paint- 
ings, especially those of the Impres- 
sionist school of the 1870s. A Monet 
Haystack that brought $5000 on auction 
in the roaring twenties will sell for ten 
times that price today. 

Or better yet, consider the Lilies— 
the Water Lilies by Monet. These mas- 
sive, monumental canvases couldn't be 
sold even even for $5000 ten or fifteen 
years ago. But a large Monet Water 
Lily canvas will sell today for $50,000 
or more. 


FIVE YEARS AGO, Bernard Buf- 
fet, a French artist, was virtually un- 
known. Today his medium size can- 
vases (20”x30”) sell for $4000 to $5000. 
Jackson Pollock, a Connecticut artist, 
couldn't find a gallery to show his 
work until after World War II, and 
yet a medium-sized Pollock recently 
soid for $10,000. 

Why the sudden zoom in the price 
of art? There are many reasons. There 
are more people today who have money 
to invest in such luxuries. There are 
more galleries today promoting their 
own special “stable” of artists. More 
people have a greater consciousness of 
art, created by courses in high schools 
and colleges. Our tax laws in America 
today are another prime reason. 

A movie star X has an income each 
year of $300,000. He’s in a high tax 
bracket, 90 per cent. If he buys a 
Modigliani for $50,000 afid then donates 
the painting (but keeps a lifetime in- 
‘i 


terest in it) to the local museum, he 
can deduct from his income tax the full 
value of the canvas. Therefore, it 
really costs him only $5000 out-of-pocket 
money, and he ean. keep the painting, 
in many cases, for the remainder of his 
life. 

In some cases, when a painting has 

gone up rapidly in value, he can actually 
make money by giving it away. 
IF YOUR APPETITE for art 
collecting has been whetted, you had 
better stop right here for a few words 
of thought. Don’t run down to the near- 
est gallery and snap up a few canvases 
because you think they're pretty, and 
therefore, are bound to be worth more, 
to someone else, in five or ten years. 

First of all, you had better get some 
knowledge. Read a few hundred books 
on painting and artists, study the pic- 
tures shown in the books carefully, and 
then spend your weekends in museums 
looking and studying further. Don't 
be fooled about some of the paintings 
you see on some museum walls. Just 
because a painting hangs in a museum 
doesn't necessarily mean that it’s good. 

A good example is provided by the 
Gauguin collection at the Carlsberg 
Glypototek in Copenhagen. It consists 
of 23 canvases, but only three are worth 
looking at twice. The museum acquired 
this vast collection only because Gau- 
guin lived in the city for a year and 
these pictures, scattered in the vicinity 
during his lifetime, gradually drifted 
to this haven. But they are mostly 
from the artist’s early period; only one, 
in fact, represents his Tahitian sojourn. 

But now that you've read a few books 
and spent a few pleasurable hours 
wandering in museums, you had better 
take some courses in art history and 
appreciation at night school. 

Finally the great day comes when 
you are ready to make your first pur- 
chase. Like any good shopper, you 
want to get some idea of the market 
prices being asked. You spend a few 
days just looking around art galleries 
asking prices. These prices, by the way, 
are subject to some modification if the 
gallery owner or manager spots a gleam 
in your eye. 

You see that Gallery A has what 
appears to be a good Rouault while 
Gallery B has one of the same quality 
and size. You note that there is no 
signature on the Gallery A canvas, and

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you wonder why, so the next day you 
phone your consultant ‘yes, almost all 
collectors have consultants who guide 
them), and after he sees the two paint- 
ings he tells you that the Gailery A 
painting should not be considered. 

Why? Because it might not be com- 
pletely genuine. The art dealer Vol- 
lard financed Rouault in the twenties 
and thirties, paid his rent, his food bills, 
etc., and in return took Rouault’s full 
output. The day Vollard died, in 1939, 
his heirs ran to Rouault’s atelier and 
ransacked it, taking everything. half- 
finished canvases, sketches, completed 
works, leaving only the furniture. There 
was no court that Rouault could turn to 
for redress until after World War II, 
and by then it was too late. 


Unscrupulous dealers had gotten their 

hot, sticky little fingers on many of 
the semi-completed canvases, hired ‘“‘fin- 
ishers” to complete them, and_ sold 
them as Rouault’s work. They forgot, 
however, that Rouault made it a prin- 
ciple never to sign a painting unless 
he was absolutely satisfied that it was 
complete, 
YOU SAX THE PRICE level 
of Rouault is well beyond the price you 
can afford? So you think you may do 
better with a painter whose reputation 
is not yet established. 


Where do you go looking for such an 
artist? In almost any gallery in the 
world. Now good judgment becomes an 
imperative factor. You'll have to con- 
sider a canvas on the basis of the com- 
position, color, cechnique, form, con- 
tent, not to mention intangible values. 

Maybe it’s a little too risky for a man 
who must also think of a painting's 
commodity value. Maybe you had better 
stick to a few reproductions. You won't 
be able to make any money on them, 
but look at all the fun you've had be- 
coming an expert. What's this? You've 
just bought three Pissarro prints for a 
buck each from that book store around 
the corner? And now you want them 
framed? Yes, you're right. A picture 
really must be framed properly to show 
it to full advantage. By the way, a 
good frame for a middle sized picture 


costs only $30.

A STEREOPHONIC RECORDING of Beethoven, 
“Eroica” Symphony with Bruno Walter conducting the Co- 
lumbia Symphony Orchestra, is particularly distinguished 
by its sumptuous texture. This acoustical quality is emi- 
nently suitable to Mr. Walter’s idea of what constitutes the 
heroic character. The demoniac energy that breaks loose in 
the first movement is translated in terms of lofty eloquence 
through the use of deliberate tempos and a broad, rolling 
phraseology. It is more poetic than dramatic; yet it would 
be difficult to find more than one or two points where the 
performance goes beyond the e:_.vit directions of the score. 
One of these comes at the beginning of the trio in the 
scherzo. The horns play legato—almost portamento—and 
though the mellow sound is arrestingly rich and beautiful 
it is not at all imperious or even challenging. This fits the 
general style of the performance, one must admit. Aside 
from everything else the balance is perfect:. one hears the 
inner voices but they are never overemphasized. The de- 
tails, too, have a meticulous finish which are an evidence of 
a general conformity to a strongly held central idea rather 
than an assiduous surface polishing. ‘Columbia, Stereophonic, 
one record.) 

MAHLER’S ‘‘RESURRECTION’’ SYMPHONY 
is delivered in an appropriately monumental style by the 
Vienna State Opera Orchestra and associated forces under 
the direction of Herman Scherchen. The soloists are Mimi 
Coertina, soprano and Lucretia West, alto, and the Vienna 
Academy Chorus sings the grandiose closing periods. I must 
confess to a prejudice against Mahler’s thunder and light- 
ning and to a preference for the song-like aspects of his 
character as disclosed in the second, third and fourth move- 
ments. This is not to say that the choral writing is ineffec- 
tive. 

The two soloists sing with discretion and deep feeling and 
the chorus is excellent. Scherchen’s timing indicates, from 
the beginning, that he is aware of the import and scale of this 
music. The reproduction is dry, at times, in the strings, 
which detracts somewhat from the deeper texture that such 
a large orchestral apparatus should produce. (Westminster, 
Monaural, one record.) 

LEONARD BERNSTEIN and the New York Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra give an exciting performance of Tschal- 
kowsky'’s Fourth Symphony; and to make assurance dou- 
ble sure Mr. Bernstein uses a great many changes of pace. 
The orehestra plays with a stop-for-nothing kind of. brio 
and it is confident, precise playing too. The sound is ex- 
cellent. ‘Columbia, Monaural, one record.) 

HAYDN’'S ‘‘MILITARY’’ and “Clock” symphonies 
are paired in well controlled, vivacious performances by the 
Vienna State Opera Orchestra under Mogen Woldke. These 
are available in both stereophonic and monaural versions and 
those who play the stereo disc are advised to emphasize the 
treble slightly, de-emphasize the bass more than slightly, 
and reduce the volume below its normal adjustment for 
symphonic records. The excursions and alarms in the first 
movement of the “Military” symphony were overpowering 
until the suggested changes had been made. I1 do not mean 
to imply that Haydn should be scaled down to chamber size, 
but force and energy can be expressed without resort to 
siege guns. The “Clock” Symphony .is handled crisply and 
expressively. (Vanguard, Steriolab and Monaural, each one 
record 

THREE SETS OF ‘‘BAGATELLES’’ which 
Beethoven composed at different stages of his career are 
played with a fine taste by Denis Matthews, the English pian- 
ist. (Vanguard, Steriolab and Monaural. one record each.) 
As the name suggests these works are short and light but 


they are by no means airy trifles. The musical ideas are 
worked out with an ingenuity of harmony, melody and key 
change that indicate plainly enough that the Master didn't 
toss them off just to occupy his time. His invention steers 
them away from a too bland innocence but without weight- 
ing them with anything heavier than a bright, piquant, al- 
lusive charm.

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NORWEGIANS FREE 
RUSSIANS TRAWLER 


AALESUND, Norway, Feb. 7 
(AP)—A big Soviet fishing fleet 
of 300 trawlers hugged Nor- 
way’s four-mile limit today in 
pursuit of herring. One trawler 
was arrested and brought into 
this port by a prize crew but 
later released. 

Eight Norwegian warships, 
heaged by the destroyer Sta- 
vanger, rushed to these waters 
yesterday after the Soviet fleet 
showed up offshore and some 
trawlers invaded the four-mile 
limit. They were all back in | 
international waters by the 
time the naval patrol appeared. | 

R. Adm. Erling G. Hostvedt, | 
commander of the western | 
naval area, said the invasion | 
may have been accidental and | 
that appeared to be the case 
in today’s incident. | 

The 100-foot Soviet trawler 
Jukon, with only a few fish 
aboard, was picked up by the 
Norwegian patrol ship Otra. 
A prize crew of five was put 
aboard. 

The Soviet skipper protested, 
maintaining he was not inside 
Norwegian waters. The Nor- 
wegians reported he finally 
was convinced by sightings and 
radar readings that he was two 
miles inside the limit. The 
Russian then dropped his pro- 
test and the Jukon was brought 
into the harbor and piaced un- 
der police guard. 

The trawler could have lost | 
its catch and had to pay a stiff 
fine if found guilty of violat- 
ing the fishing boundary. 
Aalesund’s police chief ruled 
after a hearing that it was ap- 
parent the Jukon had done no 
fishing inside the limit and the 
vessel was released. 

With the Soviet fleet drawn 
close to the territorial limit 
and closely following the giant 
North Eea hearring schools, 
another trawler was detained 
later in the day. This time a | 
recheck of the position sowed 
the trawelr was outside Nor- | 
Way's waters. 

About two years ago a large 
fleet of Russian drifters in- 
vaded Norweigan territorial 
waters off Aalesund. Nor- 
wegian warships, firing warn- 
ing shots seized 20 including a 
large depot ship. The Russians 
lost their catch and had to pay 
fines,

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Signor Muscles 


If Angelo Siciliano advised 
the young men of America 
to take care of their bodies, 
they'd tell him to go peddle 
his pizza. But Charles Atlas 
—ah, now there’s a name 
and a man, though one and 
the same as Signor Siciliano. 

When we were a boy—oh, 
heck, before that—the bulg- 
ing biceps of the bronzed 
body beautiful loomed out of 
the baseball and boxing 
magazines Pop used to bring 
home. Atlas still advertises 
in the pulps today, but 
there’s a difference. 

“I’m mainly in the comic 
books now,” said the man 
whose name _ therefore is 
familiar to the younger gen- 
eration, too, even if the face 
isn't. 

The photographer caught 
the old physical culturist 
straining to puff up a bicep 
that is as famous as Betty 
Grable’s legs. Because he 
tucked in his chin, Charley 
gave his neck a triple-layer 
effect that is an illusion. 

Fact is, at 66 or more, 
Atlas is a helluva fine speci- 
men. About 5-10, he weighs 


“dynamic tension,” devoid of 
apparatus and emphasizing 
development by using the 
pressure of one set of muscles 
resisting another, thereby 
strengthening both.

One of the roads to Rome 


has its starting point at 
Grounds Two in Fairground 
Park. There, this afternoon, 


135 soccer players will take a 
first stride in the direction of 
the Eternal City, site of the 
1960 Olympic Games. 

In other years, starting back 
in 1928, St. Louis boys have 
taken the same initial stride, 
and surprising numbers have 
won places on the United 
States teams. 

It was at the urging of the 
late Tom Cahill, then secretary 
of the United States Soccer 
Football Association, that St. 
Louis officials organized an 
Olympic trial series here in 
1928. Four survived all tests 
to become members of the 
team that played in the Am- 
sterdam Olympics. They were 
Jim Cronin, John Kane, Joe 
Murphy and John (Tooter) 
Rudge. A son of Tooter Rudge 
will be trying this afternoon 
for the same high honor. He 
is Bill Rudge, listed as a cen- 
ter forward in the second 
game on the program.

order to integrate the schools. 
»\ He said he saw no reason to 
| alter his original directive that 
the nine Negroes should be ad- 


mitted next week. 
Quick Trip Made. 
Attorneys for the board then 


*| hurried to Baltimore to try to 


get Judge Sobeloff to overrule 
Judge Bryan and grant the 
board more time, but he re- 
fused. 

Previously all-white schools 
at Arlington, bordering on 
Alexandria, and at Norfolk 
have completed their first week 
of integrated operation without 
incident. 

Frank D. Reeves, attorney 
for the Negro children, told 
Judge Sobeloff he thought his 
clients would be willing to fore- 
go the immediacy of the de- 
segregation order if they had 
any assurance the board would 
adopt at a future date a full 
and complete integration pro- 
gram for all its schools. 

“What do you say to that?” 
Judge Sobeloff asked the 
board’s attorney, John Barton 
Phillips. 

Phillips said the board felt 
it was complying with the law. 

Phillips said the board felt 
it needed more time to work 
out a program. That was the 
reason, he said, that it was 
asking for a postponement of 


the original integration order. 


Wants Strong Reason. 
Judge Sobeloff, in his oral 


ruling, said he would grant 


a stay “only if you ‘the board) 
could present me with a very 
strong reason—if you could 
show that Judge Bryan's order 
would cause you grave and ir- 
reparable damage.” 

“Let me make this sugges- 
tion,’ he added. “This pro- 
cedure of litigating each case 
separately and getting guid- 
ance from the courts isn't the 
way it should be handled. The 


courts don't like it. Ht really 


isn't their job. 

“The school boards: should 
work out some plan to comply 
with the sense of the law. It 
shouldn't be how you can stave 
it off, but how can you com- 
ply.”

More for Your Money 


CUES ON WHAT’S COMING: Broadloom carpet said to 
duplicate, at moderate price, designs, colors and textures 
of hand-crafted rugs through a new weave claimed to be 
revolutionary. ... Some new power mowers down in price 
yet showing major improvement, including effective noise 
control. Juicier, better-tasting turkeys turned out in test 
feedings with a diet containing 8 per cent lard. ... Car 
fuel in bottles? Plans call for LP gas, used for some 
time in cars and trucks in Southwest where it’s readily 
available, to be piped distances. Advantages claimed: It 
burns cleanly, completely; leaves no carbon or sludge; 
makes oil last longer. 


QUALITY HOUSES: It makes no sense for builders to 
put up anything less than quality houses yet many do, 
charges one top building journal. And it cites specific 
points you may find helpful in house hunting. Example: 
For a 1500 square foot house, a 270-pound self-sealing 
asphalt roof costs only $40 more for materials, almost 
nothing extra for labor, than cheapest roof FHA will 
approve—and will last twice again as long. Since it costs 
a home buyer at least $300 to replace the cheapest roof, 
“what sense does it make not to provide the better roof?” 
Also, insulation: To fully insulate walls, ceilings may cost 
only $100 more than minimum required by FHA. Not only 
will this save home-owner $100 a year in fuel bills; it could 
even save for the builder by allowing less expensive heat- 
ing equipment, smaller ducts. 


OTHER QUALITY POINTERS: Some builderd use a 
avatory fixture “so small you can’t wash your face in 
it without getting water all over the floor’—penny-wise, 
pound foolish when a good 18x20 lavatory costs only $6 
more. ... And one bath is certainly poor economy. It 
costs at least $1200, since the sewer connection, etc., has 
to be charged just to it. A second bath, back to back, 
costs less than half of first. . . . Air conditioning: It’s 
almost certain that in a few years any house not air con- 
ditioned will be obsolete. Conditioning for 1800 square 
foot house should cost less than $1000 more than for 
heating alone, still less for smaller homes. When it of- 
fers so much for so little, and when it costs so much more 
to add later, what sense in not including it in all new 
houses? 
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Front-Row Seat in Revolution 


Former St. Louisan Watched It as Wife of Underground Opponent of Batista

HAVANA. 
MARY BROWN, born and 
reared in North St. Louis, 
married a Cuban in 1957 and 
found she had married into a 
family of revolutionists. 


With the success of the latest 
Cuban revolution and the over- 
throw of the dictatorship of 
President Fulgencio Batista, 
she at last feels free to tell her 
story. 

Now Mrs. Nicolas G. Men- 
doza, she is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Brown, 
6301 Emma avenue, and a 1946 
graduate of Rosati-Kain High 
School. In St. Louis she had 
worked for Monsanto Chemical 
Co. and the Post-Dispatch. 


Mary Brown’s new mother- 
in-law was a fitting matriarch 
for the revolutionary family 
into which she had married. 
The elder Senora Mendoza 
helped make trouble for the 
previous Cuban dictator, Gen. 
Gerardo Machado, thrown out 
in 1933 in the last big Cuban 
revolution before the one that 
just ended. 


Machado and members of his 
cabinet were being entertained 
at an elaborate reception at the 
opening of the plush Hotel Na- 
cional, which sits on a natural 
rock outcropping behind the 
cannons that defended an an- 
cient Spanish fortress on the 
same site. Among the guests 
was Senora Mendoza, 'a genteel- 
looking woman with graying 
hair. 

Machado and his associates 
had no way of knowing that 
she was the “finger man” for 
a gang of revolutionists lurk- 
ing outside in the shrubbery. 
When Senora Mendoza raised 
one arm above. her head, the 
Foreign Minister thought she 
was gesturing to him and 
rushed forward ready for an 
abrazo. But the Senora ducked 
the Latin hug and headed for 
an exit. Her arm gesture had 
been a signal for her friends 
outside to start pitching stench 
bombs and tear gas bombs in 
through the windows. Within a 
few minutes the guests all had 
fled and the reception broke up. 

A few years afterward, when 
one Sgt. Batista had become 
the strong man in Cuba, this 
revolutionary woman took out 
after him, too. She was a 
guest at a fancy charity ball at 
the Havana Country Club 
(members only—no Negroes or 
mulattoes allowed). The men 
wore tuxedos and the women 
long dresses. 


Suddenly, in walked Ba- 
tista, the squat, swarthy ser- 
geant then well on his way to 
becoming Cuba’s dictator, sur- 
rounded by bodyguards with 
submachine guns. He wore a 
sport shirt, open at the throat, 
permitting a glimpse of his 
hairy chest. To make matters 
worse, the guests at the ball 
had heard the persistent rumor 
that he was part Negro. 

The elder Senora Mendoza, 
a woman of action, jumped to 
her feet and started going from 
table to table, whispering a 
word into an ear at each. Five 
minutes later, all the guests 
erose, noses in the air, and 
stalked out. The party was 
over. Batista had been in- 
structed to know his place. 


By the time this last revolu- 
tion got under way, the mother- 
in-law had retired from such 
activities, having become a 
sort of revolutionist emeritus. 
She took a back seat and let 
her sons and their friends take 
over. 


One son, Alfredo, an ortho- 
pedic physician, kept to his 
profession but did important 
work, secretly setting rebel 
bones shattered by gun battles 
with Batista’s police and 
soldiers. 

Another son, Ignacio, was 
one of the leading “‘bagmen” 
for the revolution. He made 
the rounds of bankers and in- 
dustrialists in the final months 
persuading them that Fidel 
Castro, the bearded rebel fight- 
ing with a small band in the 
mountains of Oriente province, 
was bound to win and needed 
help now. 

Mary’s husband, Nick, had 
multiple skills, all turned se- 
cretly to the cause of the rebels. 
He is a lawyer, manages the 
family’s real estate holdings 
and for 14 years was director 
of radio communications for 
the Cuban government. 

Nick was always reedy with 
legal and financial advice. In 
addition, he supplied one of 
the short wave radio transmit- 
ters that Castro’s rebels used 
to break through Batista’s cen- 
sorship and let the people 
know that Castro still was alive 
and the revolution was a going 
concern. 

After Nick had checked over 
the transmitter to be sure it 
was in working order, a dozen 
rebels stopped past their house 
at different times to look at it 
and talk things over. Every- 
thing in Cuba is 10 parts talk 
and one part action. At last 
the day came to move out the 
equipment and start it toward 
the mountains. This was not 
easy, since the house was un- 
der surveillance. 

“I went into the bedroom 
and read a book,” Mary recalls. 
“I didn’t know anything about 
it, and I didn’t want to know 
anything about it.” 

At dusk a City Water Depart- 
ment truck drew up in front 
of the house. Four young men 
entered the house and were 
immediately recognized as reb- 
els. They covered the trans- 
mitter with a dark cloth and 
lugged it downstairs to the 
waiting truck. 

Later Mary and Nick had a 
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her husband, NICOLAS G. MENDOZA, on

call from one of Batista’s sev- 
eral secret police organizations. 


Two men not in uniform 
barged in without a warrant 
or word of explanation and 
began searching the house. 
For two hours, the Mendozas 
were held there, unable to 
talk to each other or to use 
the telephone. Fortunately 
two boxes of letters, includ- 
ing some signed by Castro, 
already had been taken away. 


The two men then left with 
Nick. He was allowed to give 
Mary no explanation, but he 


during Batista dictatorship.

handed her the keys to his 
Mercedes-Benz sports roadster 
as a signal that she should use 
the automobile rather than the 
telephone to summon help. 


Mary told the maid casually 
that she was going out to do 
a little shopping. One never 
knew when a maid was an in- 
former for the Government. At 
a nearby supermarket, where 
Mary knew the manager, she 
went into his office and tele- 
phoned a friend at the United 
States embassy. He promised 
to start an immediate official 
inquiry. It had tecome evident

that Cubans who were arrested 
often escaped harm if the em- 
bassy showed an interest in the 
case. 


Nick was released late that 
night after 12 hours of inter- 
rogation, mainly about the miss- 
ing radio transmitter. He kept 
insisting that it was obsolete 
and out of order and that he 
had given it away for junk. 

Another narrow escape was 
when the secret police raided 
the adjoining house of Nick’s 
brother Ignacio. The terrace 
next to a sea wall made that 
house a favorite meeting spot. 


A Look Inside Batista’s Lavish Home

HAVANA. 


BECAUSE of Fidel Castro 
and his monastic rules, there 
is democracy in Havana. The 
Batista police have been fired, 
and yet there is no sign of 
crime. Senor Castro has asked 
the Boy Scouts to act as tem- 
porary policemen, and _ the 
youngsters take their duties 
seriously. 

Castro too takes his rules 
seriously. No one can get in- 
side a confiscated building 
without a military pass. Yes- 
terday, he journeyed out to 
Wayjay to see former Dictator 
Batista’s beautiful home, Ku- 
quine. He walked the grounds, 
smoking a cigar and nodding in 
wonder at the beauties com- 
manded by his adversary. 


When he tried to enter the 
house, one of his soldiers asked 
Castro for his pass to enter. 
He had none. The soldier 
looked embarrassed. Senor Cas- 
tro shrugged, and walked off 
the porch. Jack Paar and I 
went. to the same house with 


our military passes. We were 
permitted to enter. 
The house and the big 


palm-studded lawns are one 
of the showplaces of the 
world. All of the floors— 
even the kitchen—are made 


of gleaming marble. The 
staircases curve in black iron 
filigree. The swimming pool 
adjoins its own recreation 
building. On the lawn is a 
bronze group of Batista’s 
three favorite dogs. 


THE NURSERY for his 15- 
month-old daughter is laden 
with. dolls of all sizes and a 
filmy canopy cascades from the 
ceiling to the crib. Senora Ba- 
tista’s vanity is adorned with 
mirrors framed in icy blue 
plush. 
jackets hanging im Batista’s 
closet. There are 50 gowns 
and 200 pairs of shoes in Mrs. 
Batista’s dressing noom. 


The sound equipment is elab- 
orate. The last record played 
was Viennese waltzes. A novel 
written by Blasco Ibanez sits 
beside Batista’s ‘bed. Off the 
center hall, six suitcases hold 
$300,000 in silver. Fourteen 
packed valises still stand laden 
with Mrs, Batista’s favorite 
garments. 

The library a separate 
building. There fare thousands 
of volumes and a. big wall map 
of Cuba, which shows a little 
flag wherever Fatista built a 
road, a hospital, a _ school. 
There are many ‘flags. 

The dictator admired Abra- 
ham Lincoln. He has a hun- 
dred biographies of him. 
One is called “The Day Lin- 


There are 36 white 


coln Was Shot.” The au- 
thor had inscribed it: “To 
Fulgencio Batista, who can, 
if he chooses, be a good lead- 
er of a great people.” ... 


THE BARBUDOS are the 
bearded ones, Castro did not 
shave and did not cut his hair, 
so 2000 of his little army roam 


the streets in their fatigue 
uniforms, rifles slung across 
their shvulders, looking like 


bearded ladies. 


They did not win the war 
on a battlefield. They hit 
and ran and they were still 
hitting and running when 
Batista’s generals told him 
that his army no longer had 
a will to fight. The Barbudos 
won the war by default. 


THIS IS not to say that they 
lack courage. As an army, they 
had more heart than head. Two- 
thirds of them fought without 
arms. This is not an easy way 
to go to war. Now, they have 
the rifles and the tommy guns 
and the tanks and the armored 
cars, but there is no one to 
shoot except some Batistas who 
did not get away quickly. 

They do not get paid. No 
one in the Castro Army has 
been paid. Many of the men 
have slept for a year or more 
in the Sierra Maestra moun- 
tains. Sometimes they ate 
with little regularity. 


The noise of the surf drowned 
out voices and prevented any 
snoopers from hearing what 
was going on. It became known 
as “the club.” Scores of cig- 
arette and cigar butts clutter 
the terrace today, left from 
those conspiratorial confer- 
ences, 


The raid was at 11 p.m. 
Luckily, a meeting of 20 lead- 
ing members of the _ under- 
ground had broken up two 
hours earlier. A Spanish news- 
paperman had made the mis- 
take of telephoning from “the 
club.” The line was tapped, 
but the secret police were too 
slow to catch the conspirators. 
They neglected to search the 
house and thus missed finding 
800 rebel army uniforms stowed 
in a bathroom cupboard await- 
ing delivery to Castro. 


“There were meetings all the 
time at our house and at Ig- 
nacio’s,” Mary recalls. “Hon- 
estly, our patio was like a 
parking lot.” 


Mary insisted on knowing 
nothing about the revolutionary 
activities going on around her. 


“]T told Nick that it’s not 
my country,” she says. “I 
told him, ‘If they should 
torture me, I don’t know how 
long I could hold out. A 
person never does. I don’t 
want to know anything.’ 


“If I found something was 
being hidden in the house, 
I waited a day or two and 
then said, ‘Nick, that’s got 
to go.’ ” 


One circumstance that sug- 
gested the house was watched 
was that someone in the house 
next door seemed to exchange 
signals with a police patrol car 
each time it passed. The head- 
lights would blink, and the 
porch light would blink in re- 
ply. The rebels concluded that 
their neighbor probably was a 
“chivato” (literally a little 
sheep)—Cuban slang for an in- 
former. 

Nick respected Mary's posi- 
tion about the rebellion. Meet- 
ings at their house always be- 
gan when they were away from 
home, so that they could say, 
if questioned, that they had re- 
turned to find unexpected call- 
ers already there. 


Mary happened to be in the 
maternity hospital last April 
when their house played a part 
in the abortive general strike 
called by Castro. Their daugh- 
ter Nicole had been born April 
6, three days before the day of 
the strike. 

In preparation for possible 
violence, underground agents 
had collected an arsenal! of 
bombs, bazookas and flame 
throwers in the basement of 
Ignacio’s house. When the strike 
failed, it seemed possible that 
the house would be searched. 
Taking a cue from Edgar Allan 
Poe’s “Purloined Letter,” Nick 
hid the weapons in the most 
obvious place, under a tarpaulin 
in his own garage. 

But when the day came for 
Mary to come home from the 
hospital, Nick broke into the 
locked garage of an unoccupied 
house down the street and 
moved the weapons there. 

“He knew I wouldn't have 
gone into the house with the 
baby if I'd seen all those things 
in the garage,” Mary says. 

Perhaps Mary’s closest brush 
with trouble came when she had 
broken her arm in an automo- 
bile accident and, after it had 
mended, had gone to Alfredo's 
office to have the cast removed. 
A young underground fighter 
named Marcelo Salado, credited 
with killing a number of police 
officers as part of the rebels’ 
campaign to undermine Bat- 
ista’s government, happened to 
be at the brother-in-law’s office, 
too—for treatment of a slipped 
disk. 

The session looked almost 
like an underground cell meet- 
ing when in walked another of 
Alfredo’s patients—a colonel in 
Batista’s army. The colonel, 
there for treatment of his flat 
feet, laid his pistol on the table 
when he stripped for examina- 
tion. The others began such a 
spirited discussion of horse rac- 
ing that the colonel was carried 
away and did not dream he had 
stumbled onto a nest of sub- 
versives. 


Nick later gave the under- 
ground fighter a ride home. 
As they passed a police car, 
Nick asked Salado if he was 
not afraid he would be rec- 
ognized and captured by the 
police. 

“No, I’m not worried,” 
Salado replied. “Right now 
I have my fingers in the 
rings of two hand grenades.” 


Mary met Nick in 1956 in 
Paris. She was working there 
for the United States Informa- 
tion Service. She had gone 
there the previous year after 
eight years of public relations 
and advertising work in the 
United States. She had worked 
for Monsanto Chemical Co., the 
Post-Dispatch (display adver- 
tising, January to August 1949) 
and General Petroleum Corp. 
in Los Angeles. 

Nick was in Paris on a vaca- 
tion trip. He returned from 
Cuba the following spring, and 
they were married. 

When the revolution ended 
New Year's day with Batista’s 
flight to the Dominican Repub- 
lic, there was a surprise for 
the Mendozas in addition to 
the natural feeling of relief. At 
last they felt free to tell their 
maid that their house had been 
a center of underground activ- 
ities. The maid replied that 
she was glad that she, at last, 
could tell the Mendozas that 
she had four brothers who had 
been fighting in Castro’s army 
in the mountains, 


Secrets 
Of Crash 
Dieting

PARIS, Feb. 7. 


THE MOST discouraging 
thing about living in Paris is 
the amount of weight one 
seems to gain during the 
course of a 365-day year. The 
two-hour lunch, the three-hour 
dinner and the occasional on- 
ion soup after the theater 
weigh heavily on most of us. 


If it wasn’t for our friends 
from the United States, who 
are constantly filling us with 
such frightening words as cho- 
lesterol, obesity, ectomorph, 
metabolism and Gaylord Haus- 
er, we wouldn't give it a sec- 
ond thought. But Americans 
are diet mad and at the mo- 
ment, next to the Russians, 
there is nothing they fear more 
than overweight. 


Last week, we decided to go 
on a crash diet which friends 
said was guaranteed to make 
us lose 20 pounds in a month. 
lt consisted of coffee or tea in 
the morning and nothing else. 
For lunch grilled meat, no salt; 
200 grams of green vegetables, 
no salt; 50 grams of gruyere 
cheese or one yoghurt, a choice 
of an orange or an apple. The 
same went for dtnner. We 
weren't allowed to drink any- 
thing with meals and we were 
only allowed a pint of water a 
day. 


Since diet comes from the 
verb to die, we were think- 
ing seriously of committing 
suicide’ instead. But we 
would only give solace to the 
insurance companies, who 
insist overweight people 
have a shorter span of life. 


THE FIRST DAY was fine. 
Although we fainted twice, we 
managed to get through the 
day by going to bed at 8. 

The next morning our wife 
insisted an egg with breakfast 
wouldn’t hurt us, and since 
she is wiser than we are in 
these matters (she only weighs 
119 pounds), we assumed she 
knew what she was talking 
about. 


At noon we lunched with a 
friend who told us we were 
only kidding ourselves. “Meat 
is more fattening than pota- 
toes,’ he said. ‘‘My doctor lets 
me eat all the potatoes I want 
to, without butter, of course.”

It made sense, and 
we had a half bottle of a 
very extraordinary and hon- 
est burgundy.

An American 
visitor said one teaspoon of 
cream was three times as fat- 
tening as one teaspoon of sug- 
ar, so we had sugar in our 
coffee instead of cream. 

Another friend said doing 
without salt at meals was fool- 
ish because it only reduced the 
water in our body, which wasn't 
fat and which would automati- 
cally come back as soon as we 
went off the crash diet. 


A third friend told us that 
the best way to lose weight 
was to eat nothing but starch- 
es. This man’s brother-in-law 
lost 10 pounds that way, he 
said. We've always been fond of 
spaghetti and we had a bowl 
for lunch just to see if his 
brother-in-law knew what he 
was talking about. 


In the evening our wife re- 
ported her hairdresser said 
fresh lobster or shrimp or 
crab meat were non-fattening 
and since she couldn't re- 
member which one I liked, 
she bought all three. We 
couldn’t remember, either, so 
we ate all of them. 


THE FOURTH DAY is al- 
ways the hardest, when you're 
on a crash diet, we were told. 
If you can get by it, the rest 
of the month is easy. We got 
by it by having scrambled eggs 
and toast for breakfast, chick- 
en a la king for lunch, and a 
cheese souffle for dinner. It 
wasn't as hard to get by as 
everyone says, It’s all in the 
mind. 


This week we're continuing 
the crash program, but we’ve 
lined up an entire new set ‘of 
people to eat with.

A 
deep-freeze industrialist sits around feeling itchy and golf 
doesn’t do a thing for him.

He types: “Many a Frozen Alp” by J. P. Deepfreeze. 

He throws in some childhood memories. A rich doll 
and a poor boy. Some backroom antics in a New England 
village. Whammo! Best seller! 
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Now. A lot of other people read the book. 
Read the reviews. 

“Gad, if that guy can write a book, so can I'”

‘Love and the French’

BEAUTY IS WELL DOWN on the list of qualities 
Frenchmen seek in choosing a marital partner. They 
prefer intelligence, honesty, balance and gayety, a compre- 
hensive survey just published, discloses. 

“Love and the French,” by Jean-Claude Ibert and 
Jerome Charles, points out that love is still one of the 
fundamental preoccupations of the Gauls and they take it 
seriously, despite a reputation to thé contrary. The book 
is based on 200,000 answers to indiscreet questions ad- 
dressed to French men and women in all walks of life 
and all levels of society. 

The authors do not try to compete with the late Dr. 
Alfred Kinsey's findings, but present an array of interest- 
ing statistical material without putting too much emphasis 
on arithmetic. 

They discovered for instance that 90 per cent of 
French men and 96 per cent of French women have a 
precise recollection of their first love. 


Asked whether they thought love was possible 
outside their marriage, 73 per cent of the men and 


56 per cent of the women answered yes, but many 
promised violence if their partners were ever 
proved unfaithful. 


THE MEN’S REACTIONS to physical infidelity includ- 
ed; “It would be better if I didn’t have a gun,” “I'd spank 
her publicly, then throw her out”; “I’d beat her till she 
yelled and then comfort her.” The women thought they 
might: “Tear his eyes out”; “Be ferocious’; “Beat him over 
the head with a stick,” and “fill him with lead.” 

The working class interviewees showed the most violent 
reactions. 


The better educated were inclined to more subtle 
vengeance; “I’d deceive her with her best friend,” and 
*TI’d do the same as him and let him know.” 


A more reasonable reply was given by a secre- 
tary who said: “I'd go to the hairdresser and the 
beauty parlor, buy a new dress, and sweep him off 

. his feet again.” 


THE INVESTIGATORS discovered that parents were 
ar more understanding about their children’s first steps in 
love than the children believed. Fathers, however, tend to 
be more understanding than mothers. 

The investigators found, to their surprise, that the 
great majority of the people they questioned were delighted 
at the opportunity to expatiate on their experiences of love. 
The authors of the book conclude that the French are 
romantically inclined after all.

OREGON COMMEMORATES 
next Saturday the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of its ad- 
mission as a state of the Union. 

The earliest attempt of white 
men to found a permanent set- 
tlement on this fontier of 
majestic solitudes and swift 
rivers was attended by death, 
destruction, and massacre. 
Lives and dollars were strewn 
recklessly across a vast expanse 
of the globe. The founder of 
one of America’s great for 
tunes was dealt a stunning fi- 
nancial setback, and the United 
States Navy suffered a blow to 
pride and prestige which was 
not forgotten for decades. 

And yet, despite all the suf- 
fering and agony and failure, 
no other thrust westward was 
so important to American sov- 
ereignty over the immense Co- 
lumbia River basin. The un- 
dertaking proved to be the 
anchoring claim to Oregon. 

It all started bravely enough 
as the bark. Tonquin sailed 
from New York Harbor in the 
late summer of 1810. 

With the Tonquin went the 
hopes of the new nation along 
the Atlantic seaboard. Lewis 
and Clark had returned from 
the western solitudes only four 
years before. Their startling 
reports of limitless forests and 
prairies had been avidly read, 
but behind them the valiant 
explorers left no outpost sym- 
bolizing American rights to the 
region. Now the spectacularly 
successful German-born mer- 
chant, John Jacob Astor, had 
organized the Pacific Fur Co., 
to build a settlement at the 
mouth of the Columbia river. 

This would be the first 
American colony on the shores 
of the Pacific Ocean, and Astor 
had no doubt it would be the 
beginning of a fabulous em- 
pire. Astor owned half the 
100 shares of stock in the com- 
pany, and guaranteed its ex- 
penses up to $400,000. One of 
his principal partners, Alex- 
ander McKay, sailed in the 
Tonquin. Another, a gentle 
and pious New Jersey-born 
business man named Price 
Hunt, was to lead an expedi- 
tion overland across the con- 
tinent to occupy the fort which 
the Tonquin’s passengers and 
crew would erect. 

The enterprise had the full 
blessing of the American Gov- 
ernment. On orders of Presi- 
dent Madison himself, the Navy 
furloughed Lt. Jonathan Thorn 
to take command of the Ton- 
quin. Thorn had been cited by 
Stephen Decatur for gallantry 
under fire at Tripoli. But he 
had a jaw of granite and a 
stubborn arrogance, and he 
tried to bring to a trading ves- 
sel the discipline of a warship. 

The Tonquin had barely 
sailed over the horizon when 
those aboard learned what 
manner of man their captain 
was, Thorn ordered all lights 
doused by 8 o'clock, he cursed 
the crew for chanting a ditty 
and told McKay he considered 
him “the most worthless hu- 
man being who ever broke a 
sea biscuit” because he de- 
murred at some of the ship's 
fare. 

“T fear we are in the hands 
of a maniac,” McKay wrote 
that night in his journal by the 
flicker of a candle lit surrepti- 
tiously beside his bunk. 


This fear was confirmed 
when the Tonquin replen- 
ished its supply of fresh- 
water at the bleak Falkland

Islands, off the coast of 
South America. Five of Mc- 
Kay's business associates 
were » few minutes late 
gettine back to the beach 
so Thorn lifted anchor with- 
out them. The five, sure they 
were to be left behind to 
perish as castaways, rowed 
frantically after the Tonquin 
for three hours. Later Thorn 
wrote Astor that only the op- 
portune waning of the wind, 
which left the Tonquin be- 
calmed, enabled the five 
wretched men to overtake 
the bark. This experience ter- 
rified all on board. 


At last. on March 22, 1811, 
half a year after clearing New 
York, this cargo of tensions 


and rivalries stood off the Co- 
lumbia’s surging mouth. 


Thorn commanded Ebenezer 


Fox, first mate, to put out in 


a whaleboat to find the passage 
into the river. The captain ar- 
bitrarily ordered him to man 
the boat with French-Canadian 
voyageurs instead of with sail- 
ors from the crew. The voy- 
ageurs had been brought along 
to paddie canoes on riffled 
mountain streams. They knew 
nothing of this churning mael- 
strom of salt water. Fox ap- 
pealed to McKay over the cap- 
tain’s order. 


When McKay remonstrated 
with him, Thorn thundered de- 
fiance. “I command here!” he 
shouted. “Mr. Fox, do not be 
a coward. Put off!” 

As the whaleboat disappeared 
into the gloom, the mate looked 
up once again at the captain 
in silent dismay. The boat with 
its five occupants breasted the 
heavy breakers and slid side- 
ways over the long spit. It 
bobbled violently like a log in 
a waterfall. Then the boat was 
seen no more, The waves had 
swallowed it. 

When the Tonquin finally 
was anchored in a deep bay of 
the Columbia, eight men had 
perished on the bar. 

Now began the construction 
of Fort Astoria, the first settle- 
ment ever built by Americans 
on the great ocean they would 
one day dominate. It was an 
agonizing task. Two months 
passed before a single acre of 
ground was cleared. Tools 
were crude and inadequate. 
Three men were killed by 
marauding Indians. 


Thorn, waiting impatiently 
aboard the Tonquin, wanted to 
sail northward along the coast 
on a trading voyage. McKay 
decided to accompany the ship, 
leaving behind a small com- 
pany at Astoria. 

“If you ever see us again, it 
will be a miracle,”” McKay told 
his friends at Astoria. 

The miracle did not occur. 
Instead, there befell the Ton- 
quin a disaster which today, 
nearly a century and a half 
later, still is whispered around 
the council fires of coastal 
tribes from Alaska to the Cali- 
fornia border. 

Thorn put in at Clayoquot 
Sound and commenced trading 
with the Salish Indians. Soon 
he had brutally struck a chief 
in the face with an otter pelt 
for demanding what Thorn 
considered a hard bargain. A 
grim surliness spread over the 
Indians, who swarmed aboard 
the Tonquin in ever-increasing 
numbers. McKay became 
frightened. He called to the 
captain’s attention a stern sen- 
tence in the instructions from 
Mr. Astor: 

“Under no circumstances ad- 
mit more than a few natives on 
the ship at a time.” 

Thorn brushed aside the 
warning. He who had bested 
the Tripoli pirates could take 
care of these fish-eating sav- 
ages. The Indians began trad- 
ing for knives rather than for 
beads and blankets. At a high, 
shrill, sudden shout from 
Shewish, the son of a chief, the 
Indians fell on the outnum- 
bered white men with their 
new knives and with clubs. 


McKay was first to die. 
An Indian pushed him over 
the rail into a war canoe, 
where waiting squaws cruelly 
killed him with their cook- 
ing utensils. The imperious 
Thorn fought ferociously in 
his final moments of life. 
This, at last, was the task 
for which the great Commo- 
dore Decatur had recom- 
mended him. He was no 
merchant captain; he was a 
fighting man of the United 
States Navy. When Thorn 
went down beneath a torrent 
of brown bodies, the deck 
around him was strewn with 
dead Indians. 


It was an unequal battle. 


Soon Indians alone stood on 
the Tonquin’s bloody deck. The 
natives quit the ship at sun- 
down, intending to return the 
next day to claim the greatest 
prize ever won by any tribe. 
Salish warriors would possess 
guns without number. They 
would rule all the tribes of the 
North. 

But in the bowels of the Ton- 
quin one desperately wounded 
white man still lived. Long 
afterward, the remnant of the 
Tonquin's company, left behind 
at Astoria, decided from vague 
descriptions that this man was 
James Lewis, the ship’s quiet 
and inconspicuous clerk. 

At dawn the Indians raced 
up the sides of the Tonquin. 
In an hour the ship was cov- 
ered with them crowded shoul- 
der to shoulder, snatching 
booty from each other’s hands. 


Suddenly, with a dreadful 
shiver, the 290-ton Tonquin 
blew up. The clerk, in a final 
sacrificial act. had fired the 
magazine. The explosion was 
deafening. A great column of 
smoke rose above the bay. A 
few fragments of timber, 
floating in the red-stained 
water, were mute reminders 
of a millionaire’s dream of 
empire and an Indian tribe's 
plot for conquest. 


Months passed and the iso- 
lated settlement at Astoria 
heard no word of the ship on 
which they depended for sup- 
plies. McKay’s interpreter, an 
Indian named Kasiascall, had 
survived the massacre. Eventu- 
ally, it was he who brought the 
news of what had befallen Mr. 
Astor’s proud bark. 


The Astorians realized they 
were a solitary outpost in a 
vast wilderness, many miles 
from other white men. Of the 
Tonquin’s original company of 
53 men, 37 were dead. Gone, 
too, were most of the goods and 
supplies, for Captain Thorn had 
neglected to unload cargo be- 
fore sailing the Tonquin off to 
its destruction. 


Sole succor for the only 
American settlement on the 
world’s greatest ocean now 


rested with the Astor overland 
party led by Wilson Price Hunt. 

But it was a question who 
needed help the more—the be- 
leaguered men at Astoria or the 
starving ragamuffins of the 


Evolution of Boats on the Mississippi 


By Robert A. Hereford 


ST. LOUISANS in the down- 
town section, particularly those 
who visit the riverfront, may 
hark to the hoarse call of a 
towboat whistle. Looking riv- 
erward they will see acres of 
floating freight yards, river 


barges, being herded south- 
ward to New Orleans or other 
southern river ports. At inland 
New Orleans, one of the coun- 
try’s largest ocean ports, much 
of the goods will be trans- 
ferred to steamships for At- 
lantic Ocean travel. 

What the preoccupied St. 
Louisan may not realize, is 
that the great river on the 
western bank of which his 
city was built, has for years 
been one of the country’s main 
arteries of commerce. And so 
it was for passenger travel too, 
during the heyday of the 
lordly river packet. 

He may not realize that man 
has been utilizing all manner 
of vessels to transport himself 
and his products, down the 
river first. Then he invented 
the engine which enabled him 
to go upriver as readily as he 
floated down. 

First to use the Mississippi 
for travel were Indians, who 
employed crude dugouts. These 
were canoes fashioned from 
logs, either by scooping out the 
middle by means of their primi- 
tive tools or by burning it out. 
The Indian used a broad blad- 
ed paddle with amazing skill 
to guide his canoe downstream 
or propel it upstream against 
the current. 

Father Jacques Marquette and 
Louis Joliet used flimsy river 
craft of this kind in their jour- 
ney of exploration down the 
Mississippi river in 1673. Fath- 
er Marquette in his famous 
journal in which he recorded 
his experiences writes of river 
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—Courtesy Tulane University.

monsters which bumped against 
their frail vessels threatening 
to upset them. These, some 
feel, might well have been giant 
catfish, which are known to 
grow to sizes of 100 pounds or 
more. . 

The original freight carrier 
on the Mississippi and Missouri 
was the flatboat. The flatboat, 
a raft-like affair,, was capable 
only of downstream travel. 


It carried small crews, com- 
prised principally' of oarsmen, 
whose main duty -was to guide 
the craft. The fhatboat some- 
times employed a ‘single oar at 
the rear of the boat. This was 
sometimes known as a steering 
sweep. This s g apparatus

was sometimes known as a 
broadhorn, augmented by two 
other oars attached to the back 
of the boat. 


Farmers in Iowa, or Illinois, 
or other agricultural states 
which bordered on the Missis- 
sippi, would float their crops to 
southern markets, potatoes, 
wheat and the like, by the sim- 
ple expedient of loading them 
aboard a flatboat or a Macki- 
naw, and going down the river 
with them. 


At the end of the journey 
the farmer-flatboatmen would 
attempt to sell their crops, 
and the lumber that was in 
their boats as well. Then they 
would walk back home. Or if 


they were wealthy enough, 
they would buy a horse and 
ride home, probably over the 
Natchez trace. | 

One of these farmer-fiat- 
boatmen was a tall, dark, 
lanky man, Abraham Lincoln, 


At southern river ports such 
as Natchez or New Orleans, 
the Mississippi river might 
contain acres of discarded flat 
boats which had been sold for 
lumber by their owners. 


The next advance in river 
travel was the keelboat, a 
freight carrier. They ranged 
from 50 to 75 feet long, and 
some were 20 feet wide. But 
the main advantage of 
keelboat was that it 
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overland expedition, chewing on 
the soles of their moccasins in 
the 6000-foot abyss of the 
Snake River. 

One by one, however, in Jan- 
uary and February, 1812, the 
members of the overland party 
tottered into the log outpost 
at Astoria. They had endured 
incredible hardships; some 
were so emaciated their friends 
could not recognize them. Now 
the remnants of the two shat- 
tered expeditions struggled to 
salvage something from their 
disasters on land and sea. 


Astor, learning of the loss 
of the Tonquin a year after 
its destruction, had not been 
dismayed. “Would you have me 
weep for what I cannot help?” 
he thundered to a friend, The 
Navy Department had been 
more stunned than the owner 
of the lost vessel. It could not 
believe the follies committed 
by Jonathan Thorn, protege of 
the illustrious Commodore De- 
catur. 


Further misfortunes were 
still to occur. England andthe 
United States went to war in 
1812. British ships of the line 
now cut off the long sea lanes 
to Astoria. It also was at the 
mercy of the British Northwest 
Fur Co. whose factors in 1813 
forced Astor’s representative 
virtually at gun point to sell 
$200,000 worth of furs for less 
than $80,500. Then his Majes- 
ty’s ship Raccoon anchored at 
Astoria, the Stars and Stripes 
came down, and the Union 
Jack went up. 

Astoria was lost and the Pa- 
cific Fur abandoned. 


But in his Virginia home, 
Monticello, Thomas Jefferson 
gazed at the uncompleted map 
of the continent. British pos- 
session, he felt, was not to be 
permanent. 

So into the Treaty of Ghent, 
which concluded the abortive 
War of 1812, was written a 
clause which in effect restored 
Astoria to the sovereignty of 
the United States. This time 
the American flag was there to 
stay. Some day that flag would 
have three new stars — for 
Oregon, Washington, and Ida- 
ho, states carved out of a do- 
main made secure for America 
by the Argonauts who voyaged 
through dark gorges or manned 
the luckless Tonquin.

haul freight either down or 
upstream. This was before the 
time of boat engines. Keel- 
boats got their power-for the 
upstream haul through oars, 
sails, poles, or a long tow line. 
Men walking along the shore 
would haul on the line. Some- 
times the crew of a keelboat 
would run the boat close to 
the shore, grab hold of the 
bushes and pull on them to go 
upstream. The keelboat was 
equipped with cargo boxes, for 
freight, which extended the 
entire length of the boat. 

An event that really revolu- 
tionized river travel occurred

on the Hudson river in 1807. 
That was when Robert Fulton 
proved that steam could be ap- 
plied to the propulsion of ves- 
sels, and attained the amazing 
speed of five miles an hour 
with his first steamboat, the 
Clermont. 

The Zebulon M. Pike was 
the first steamboat to tie up 
at St. Louis. That was in 1817, 
Aug. 2, when the strange look- 
ing craft landed at the foot of 
Market street. The Pike’s cabin 
was on the lower or main deck. 
In places where the current 
was unusually swift, the crew 
of the Pike augmented the 
power of the boat’s engine with 
man power, utilizing the old 
time-tested method of poles to 
push the boat upstream. The 
Pike required six weeks to 
make that pioneering trip from 
Louisville to St. Louis. 

The first trip on the Missouri 
river was made by the steamer 
Independence, Capt. John Nel- 
son, master, in 1819. Her desti- 
nation was Franklin, Mo., 
about 150 miles as the catfish 
swims.

A CURIOUS WORD has en- 
tered our language. It is 
“transducer.” 


Look carefully at that word. 
You will be seeing it more as 
time goes by. 

Engineers nursing headaches 
because of the unreliability of 
their equipment are particu- 
larly interested in the word. 

At the Decker Corp. in Phil- 
adelphia a tiny tube about the 
size of a vitamin capsule is 
performing extremely critical 
tasks in determining pressures, 
temperatures, mass and mo- 
tions. 

It can measure a millionth 
of an inch with little difficulty. 
It can weigh an object to a 
one-hundred thousandth of an 
ounce. It can detect the bend- 
ing of a one-inch steel bar 
from the weight of a paper 
match! 

This tube fs a transducer. 

Despite its fantastic poten- 
tial, the operation of a trans- 
ducer is utterly simple. There 
are no moving elements and 
therefore no mechanical prob- 
lems. 


Remember tuning your 
radio until the signal was 
clearest and then, as you 


walked away from the set, 
the signal would fade? What 
happened was a wire lost its 
shielding and when you ap- 
proached the set it picked up 
your body presence, or what 
the radio ham would call 
“capacitance.” You tuned the 
set with this capacitance and 
when you walked away the 
capacitance changed and the 
signal faded. 


THE SAME PRINCIPLE is 
used in burglar alarms. An 
intruder adds his body capacity 
to a delicately balanced elec- 
tronic circuit. The change in 
the capacity of the system 
causes the alarm to go off.

for measuring the ineredibly 
small quantities the scientist 
works with today. 


Already this transducer, 
flown in the Aerobee-Hi, has 
measured pressures in the 
upper atmosphere. It has 
measured the impacts of 
meteoroids on rockets. It is 
being used to measure tiny 
temperature changes 400 de- 
grees below zero F. 


Another application will 
be to measure the tempera- 
ture of liquid helium which 
is barely above the absolute 
zero in temperature. Six 
transducers are being used as 
a pick-off from a gyro stabil- 
ization system in one of our 
large missiles. And this is 
only the beginning. 


IN THE EXPLORER III and 
Vanguard satellite launchers 
which failed last year, there 
was evidence the cutoff for the 
fuel system did not function at 
the precise time. A few seconds 
means a difference in speed of 
about a thousand feet per sec- 
ond of velocity—the difference 
that is, between success and 
failure, 


A precision device like the 
transducer could sense the re- 
mainder of fuel and cutoff pre- 
cisely, insuring reliability. 

In the critical guidance 
necessary for both missiles and 
satellites it is important the 
slightest change in heading of 
the system be recognized s0 
corrections may be made. 

Failure to detect these 
changes doomed some of our 
satellites. The new measure- 
ment and detection devices will 
make such failures a thing of 
the past. 

The attempt will be made 
soon to launch man into space. 
Here these tiny transducers 
can be used for measuring 
aerodynamic forces on the 
vehicle during re-entry. They 
may play a major role in keep- 
ing the man alive.

He Goes to Bat for College Students 


Dean Haack of Washington University Listens to Their Troubles at ‘Haack Shop’

WHEN ARNO HAACK was 
appointed dean of students at 
Washington University, he asked 
what his duties would be. 

“Your job,” he was told, “is 
to be the students’ advocate.” 

In his 11 years as dean of 
students and in his.29 years as 
students’ friend and adviser, 
Haack has taken that admoni- 
tion seriously. His office in the 
Student Activities building, 
known to students as_ the 
Haack Shop, is always open to 
callers and he’s been known to 
have emergency conferences at 
6 on a Sunday morning. 

His student activities are 
prodigious. Whether watching 
football practice, speaking at a 
meeting of three or 300, taking 
an annual camping trip with 
freshmen, or helping foreign 
students cook their native dish- 
es in his kitchen, Haack is the 
busiest big man on the campus 
at Washington U. 


“We have a much bigger 
job here than training the 
student’s mind,” he said. “A 
university has to have a heart 
and soul. It has to offer 
richness of environment. It 
should create a_ climate, 
guide students along the 
right path, yet at the same 
time make the kids aware 
that it is a partnership.” 


Those who know Dean Haack 
emphasize that it’s the senior 
partner who often has been 
responsible for student success. 

Paul Connole, assistant dean 
of students, recalls the case 
of one student who was ex- 
pelled from school for dis- 
ciplinary reasons. -Because 
Haack knew the boy, had faith 
in him, and understood the 
background of the situation, he 
recommended him for admit- 
tance to another university, 
through contact with a friend 
there. 


The student was admitted, 
finished college in a blaze of 
glory, served as a member of 
the disciplinary committee in 
his senior year, and later re- 
turned to Washington Univers- 
ity for graduate work. Connole 
cited this as an instance of what 
he considers Dean Haack’s out- 
standing talent—the ability to 
“size up’ people and his cour- 
age in backing up his judg- 
ment. 

Many a foreign student owes 
his happy adjustment to Amer- 
ican school life to the dean. in- 
cluding at least one student 
who did not even attend Wash- 
ington. This was the young 
man from Africa who wandered 
into the dean’s office early one 
September and said, “I under- 
stand you have _ scholarships 
here for foreign students. I've 
come for mine.” Somewhere, 
thousands of miles away, he 
had seen a bulletin and had 
followed it up without bother- 
ing to correspond on the mat- 
ter. 

By this time he was almost 
out of money and also devoid 
of qualifications to enter any 
division of the university. In- 
stead of telling him flatly that 
he could not be admitted, Dean 
Haack spent hours with him, 
learning about his preparation 
and his goals. Then through 
personal contact he secured his 
admittance to a small secular 
school in Missouri, called the 
local headquarters of the 
church which supported the 
school and arranged for his 
transportation and expenses. 

This inclination to go be- 
yond the line of duty is part of 
Haack’s basic philosophy and 
perhaps was the reason he 
chose a career in a service 
field originally. 

The son of a minister, the 
Rev. J. L. Haack, for 60 years 
a pastor in the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church, Arno Haack 
majored in sociology at the 
University of Wisconsin, where 
he took his A.B. degree in 1925. 
Exposure to journalism courses 
gave him the idea of getting 
into the interpretive field of 
social work. Active in the Y.M. 
C.A. in college, he came to St. 
Louis to do public relations 
work for the St. Louis “Y.” 

Some of his earliest activi- 
ties were as a radio pioneer. 
For several years he opened 
KMOX—then at the Mayfair 
Hotel—at 6:30 each morning 
with “The Health and Happi- 
ness Hour.” 

“George Campbell, program 
director at the Downtown ‘Y’, 
and one of the country’s out- 
standing song leaders, had 
discovered a phenomenal 
pianist, an Eskimo boy from 
Alaska, Simeon Oliver, who has 
since become a concert pianist 
and lecturer,” Haack recalled. 
“Si played Brahms and Mozart 
for the morning setting-up ex- 
ercises which ‘Y’ Physical Di- 
rector Claude Neavles gave, and 
then a guest speaker supplied 
morning devotionals. When we 
ran out of guest speakers I took 
over as the cheerio voice of St. 
Louis.” 

In 1929 when the depression 
hit, Lester Haworth, general 
secretary of the “Y,” wanted to 
save Haack though he couldn't 
save his job. Such frills as 
public relations were expend- 
able. Instead Haack was asked 
to take over a student program 
at Washington University which 
had bogged down. So in this 
capacity as trouble shooter, he 
first went to the campus. He 
had already proved himself at 
the Downtown “Y” as a young 
man whose first thought was, 
as the old song says, “for 
others.” This viewpoint has 
apparently dominated his life. 

He accomplished several firsts 
in his early days at the univer- 
sity. Taking professional train- 
ing, he was the first “Y” secre- 
tary to be certified in Missouri. 
Merging Y.M. and Y.W.C.A. ac- 
tivities, he created a co-educa- 
tional program. 


The longer he worked with 
students the more he ob- 
served that in a large and 
impersonal university, a stu- 
dent could get lost in the 
shuffle. Historically, Ameri- 
ean higher education, copied 
after European universities, 
had an air of academic im- 
personalism. 
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As students developed a world» 


of their own, the colleges at 
first discouraged them, then 
grudgingly recognized them, fi- 
nally appointed the first deans 
—‘“ambassadors to the other 
world,” Haack terms them. As 
universities grew in size, and 
a younger crop of students was 
admitted, the need to treat stu- 
dents as individuals was estab- 
lished. Haack, the “non-aca- 
demic dean,” as he calls him- 
self, takes this responsibility 
seriously. 

He also felt concern about 
the spiritual life of students. 
In his early days, universities 
were cautious about promoting 
anvthing in the nature of a re- 
ligious program; charters spe- 
cifying non-sectarian activities 
were at stake. Haack, believing 
that the void in religious life 
could be filled without offend- 
ing any groups, undertook the 
first Sunday afternoon vespers 


at Graham Chapel. Later, with 
the encouragement of Dr. Ar- 
thur Compton, a committee on 
with Huston 


religious policy, 
Smith in charge, was set up. 


Dean Haack’s present du- 
ties are far-reaching. He 
guides 140 campus organ- 
izations, ranging from chess 
clubs to student government, 
including fraternities, soror- 
ities, dramatic groups, publi- 
cations. 


“These are largely self gov- 
erning groups,” he says of 
them. “Their value lies in 
helping students make their 
own decisions. The student 
paper here has a tradition of 
editorial freedom with virtual- 
ly no university intervention. 
That doesn’t mean we don't 
work with them, or that an 
editor doesn’t come to me to 
talk about an editorial.’ But 
he is free to tear us apart if 
he wants to—and occasionally 
they do. I do point out that, 
since we are an urban school, 
we have to see an editorial 
two ways, as it appears on 
campus and as it appears when 
reprinted in the Post-Dispatch.” 

In his early days, Haack con- 
fesses, he used to feel sorry 
for himself because he was 
connected with an urban uni- 
versity, a “street car college,” 
as it was then. 

“At the University of Wiscon- 
sin, if we wanted a pep rally, 
10 kids would shout up and 
down the streets or we'd put up 
10 posters and have 1000 out 
that night,” he says. “Here you 
have to plan weeks ahead of 
time. 

“I’ve learned to see that this 
is one of our unique advantages. 
Our kids come from American 
urban life and go back into 
American urban life. Young- 
sters who are going to learn to 
be effective in that world have 
to learn that you can’t just put 
up 10 posters or shout up and

Over the years, Haack has 
seen few basic changes in 
students, he observes. Stu- 
dent marriages and wartime 
created special problems but 
increased freedom, automo- 
biles, and liquor have had 
little effect that he can see 
on morals and mores. Aside 
from the fact that there 
seem to be fewer liberal 
groups “viewing with alarm” 
—whether because of com- 
placency, conformity, or freer 
discussion within classrooms 
—the dean notices no pro- 
found, earth-shaking changes 
in the college student today. 


“There have always been 
dilettantes,” he said. “There 
have always been serious stu- 
dents. Today’s students are 
keenly aware of the demanding 
world. But students are still 
students.” 

And the student world—Arno 
Haack obviously believes—is a 
wonderful one.

THIS HAS BEEN the season © 
that television discovered con- 
versation which has flourished 
everywhere from Arthur God- 
frey’s show through Edward R.

One not - altogether - enchanted 
observer and occasional partici- 
pant of this latter day conver- 
sational flowering is Alexander 
King, a superb talker in his 
own right and former member 
of the famed Algonquin round 
table. 

The other day I asked him— 
a rash thing—what he thouzcht 
of contemporary conversation, 
particularly that of the younger 
generation; then I nimbly 
stepped aside as the dam burst: 
“The younger generation,” 
quoth Mr. King, who is pushing 
60, “is just two inches away 
from barking. The conversation 
shows have no young faces on 
them. Everyone to be 
my age. The television standard 
for conversation is not high. 
Ben Hécht sat around smoking 
the pipe of the past and ‘Open 
End’ is no great shakes, either. 
Dorothy Parker didn’t open her 
mouth the night she was on.” 

I asked Mr. King if he’d been 
offered a show of Wis own. “Oh, 
yes. One guy asked me if I'd 
like to be a moderator. I told 
him I was the most immoderate 


seems 


man he'd ever meet. I can't 
avoid taking sides. If I lick a 
stamp, I immediately feel sorry 


for the side without the glue. 


“When I was first promot- 
ing my book”’—Simon & 
Shuster has just published 
his autobiography ‘Mine Ene- 
my Grows Older,’ and a 
mighty fascinating volume it 
is, too—“I had to go qn all 
sorts of shows. One of them 
was the Galen Drake show, 
The audience consisted of 
airline hostesses who had 
nothing to do, and Boy 
Scouts. There were 300 peo- 
ple waiting to get in. Mr, 
Drake has the most soothing 
voice in the world and to me 
there is nothing more irri- 
tating than a soothing voice.

The Arthur 
Murray show “is the worst dis- 
play of mediocrity on the air.” 
Bergen Evans is “a burr under 
my collar. He lends an aca- 
demic halo to imbecilities.” 
“And the weather reports! 
All’ I want to know is, is it 
raining out? What do I get— 
high pressure areas over Hat- 
teras. Temperatures in Ber|im, 
It's cold in Hibbing, Minn. The 
poor guy has to kill five min- 
utes so he has to tell you every- 
thing about the weather—ex- 
cept what you want to know.” 


Jack Paar was apprehen- 
sive about what King would 
say until King assured him 
that he had the utmost re- 
spect for the medium. “T'll 
be on again. It’s a hard show 
to be eloquent on. When 
you're right in the middle of 
a story, somebody cuts in to 
mumble something about 
underarm niceness.” 


KING HAS a sert of nega- 
tive optimism about television. 


“Most arts grow up even- 
tually. I don't think TV can 
resist it indefinitely. Televi- 


sion will just have to get better 
sometime. It’s strictly in the 
hands of business men now and 
they have to look out for their 
interests. 

“I think they underestimate 
their own audience, espeeclally 
the great humor of Americans. 


They are always ready to 
laugh at themselves, Ameri- 
cans. I] assassinated Mother's

Plans to Hypo 
The Ailing ‘Road’ 


EDWARD STEINHAUER, manager of the American Thea- 
ter, has returned from the New York conference of theatrical 
people quite hopeful that plans formulated there will put the 
ailing “road” on its feet 

The “road” has declined slowly but fairly steadily since 
the World War II boom in entertainment. For instance, the 
American had 25 shows playing 34 weeks in the 1946-47 season. 
Last season it had 12 shows running 154% weeks, and that will 
probably be the score for this season too. Nobody expects to 
get back to the business of the flush war years, but Steinhauer 
would like to see it go back to the scale of 47-48 and 48-49 
when there were 19 attractions each season playing 30 and 
28 weeks. 


He thinks that if the plans for revitalizing of road 
production materialize the American could expect a 
total of 15 to 25 plays, running 20 to 30 weeks, each 
season. 


PLANS AT THE MEETING called for raising a revolving 
fund of $250,000 to finance road shows to be produced by a 
joint organization composed of two representatives each of 
eight components—the road theater managers, the agents and 
managers union, the writers, the producers, the agents, Actors 
. Equity, the League of New York Theaters and the Counsel for 
the Living Theater and Theater Guild combined. 

The money would be obtained by all willing road theaters— 
there were 24 in 18 cities represented—and some New York 
. theaters contributing nine cents from each admission charge. 
.The nine cents would represent the amount formerly charged 
for Federal tax on the first 90 cents of admission, but removed 
by legislation. Ticket prices would remain on the same scale 

as formerly—for instance, instead of reducing a $5.50 ticket 
to $5.41 because of the removal of nine cents of the tax, the 
theaters would keep the price the same. 

With this fund, the new organization would finance a cer- 

tain number of touring plays. Probably it would keep some 
of its shows going over rough spots in the road where ordinarily 


the show would fold. Plans have not jelled that far, but if the - 


Organization were made a corporation, it could meet the losses 
@n some shows with profits from the others, just as a movie 
eompany does. 


It was also proposed that the road theaters all in- 
vest $2500 each in certain productions with the agree- 
» ament of getting the shows involved for at least one 
« Week each. If 18 road theaters invested in one show 
. that would be $37,000 or almost equal to the $46,000 
to $50,000 average cost of financing the road produc- 
tion of a straight play still running on Broadway. The 
American Theatrical Company has invested in both 
Broadway and road shows for many years as a policy 
* to encourage production, and in the long run has even 
* made a little money on the investments.

IN ADDITION the New York Theater Guild-American 
Theater Society, which now handles seven to nine shows a 
Season on its road subscription list—and produces sume of the 
éhows—said it hoped to raise the total to 15. It also would 
try to extend its subscription campaign to smaller towns for 


one or two night stands, with pre-sold audiences on a season 
basis, the way the Civic Music League operates here. 

Could Broadway yield 25 hits or minor hits a season which 
would survive long enough to be sent on road tours? Probably 
not. Steinhauer said plans would call for some revivals of 
former hits and classics, produced especially for the road, and 
also season long pre-Broadway tours, such as Julie Harrie is 
doing so successfully in “The Warm Peninsula” this season. 
Off-Broadway could also be tapped. 

Rising costs have been one reason for the decline of the 
Yoad. But that isn’t the whole story. 
eustomers still come in to see road shows as much as formerly— 
WHEN the shows come. He has no complaint, in the over-all 
picture, on the grosses on the seven productions which have 
run nine and a half weeks so far this season at the American. 


But New York producers seem to be lacking in 
financial courage. More than ever this year they have 
neglected to put out road versions of New York plays 
or to send the originals on the road. Part of that may 
be due to the tax setup—if the production is making 
lots of money on Broadway, the investors and producer 
may be in high tax brackets where they would risk 
losing a lot of money for the prospect of making very 
little after taxes. Then, too, there has always been a 
tendency among producers to close a show immediately 
if it loses money in one town, instead of taking a 
chance on its recouping its losses in the next stand. 

IT IS GETTING more difficult all the time to get actors, 
especially big name stars, to go on the road. Most of them 


would like to stick in New York and Hollywood where high- 


paying TV roles are available to them in addition to their stage 
and movie salaries. It was proposed to try persuasion by the 
actors’ agents on a “save the theater” basis—something which 
I doubt will get to first base—and by having actors sign run-

Here’s what happened to them: “The Bells Are 
Ringing,” “Look Homeward Angel,” and “West Side 
Story,” producers still have not put out road produc- 
tions, although they are long-run hits in New York. 
“Time Remembered” and “New Girl in Town” closed 
and didn't tour. “The Music Man” national company 
went to Chicago and probably will be seen here next 
eeason. “Tunnel of Love” died out in a series of one- 
night stands after a bad Chicago run, and didn’t get 
here. The dearth of shows, prevalent all along the 
road, has been emphasized here by a seven-week hiatus 
at the American, 


AFTER “LI'L ABNER,” the American still plans to play 
“Took Back in Anger,” the week of March 30, “The Dark at 
the Top of the Stairs” the week of April 6, “The Girls in 509” 
another week in April, and “My Fair Lady” for two weeks be- 
ginning May 4. 

“To be a box-office success on the road, it must either be 
a famous show, or one with a famdus star,” Steinhauer said. 
He cited “Auntie Mame” and “The Teahouse of the August 
Moon” as hits famous enough to succeed with any stars. 
Auntie Mame,” he said, “we did so well that I doubt if we 
would have done much better with Rosalind Russell as star 
instead of Connie Bennett.” 

However, Steinhauer said, “Sunrise at Campobello” did 
mot do as well as expected here in its two-weeks run because 
all the publicity had centered around Ralph Bellamy in the | 
role—even though Leif Erickson, who did the role with the 
road company, gave a performance that was probably just as 
fine. Steinhauer cited Peter Ustinov as a star who attracted 
over the play—his “Romanoff and Juliet” grossed $37,000 in 
one week at the American.

‘Conscience 


And How It 


Operates 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


MANY PEOPLE need the 
care of a psychiatrist; but some 
who are now spending money 
to have a psychiatrist listen to 
them could save money if they 
examined their conscience be- 
fore they allowed the psychia- 
trist to examine their subcon- 
scious. 

A bad conscience can be the 
principal source of inner un- 
happiness in those who are 
otherwise normal. They won- 
der why they have a conflict 
within, why there is a tension 
between what’ they do and 
what they believe, why there 
is a fear in darkness, a hatred 


with the law. Conscience calls 
things by their right names, 
even when our lips give them 
another. It cannot prevent a 
man from stating a lie, but it 
will not allow him to believe 
that he has spoken the truth. 
Conscience in the face of wrong 
makes every man feel as if 
there were another man inside 
who was angry with him. 

A follower of Pythagoras 
once bought a pair of shoes 
from a cobbler for which he 
promised to pay later. The cob- 
bler died and the purchaser 
felt relieved that he was no 
longer bound to pay. Seneca 
tells us that “his conscience 
would not let him rest.” He 
went back to the cobbler’s 
shop, throwing the money in- 
side while saying: “Though the 
cobbler is dead to all the world, 
he is still alive in my con- 


FINALLY, conscience is a 
judge. When one does wrong, 


one feels the same pain as if 
one hurt his own father, and 
when one does right when it 
was possible to do wrong, one 
has the same sense of elation 
as a deserved word of praise 
from one’s own mother. One 
actually feels that there is a 
judge seated within, witnessing 
to our conformity or non-con- 
formity with the law, and pass- 
ing out a sentence of approba- 
tion or condemnation. Con- 
science that is healthy is like a 
sun dial when the sun shines 
upon it, for it reveals the moral 
state of a man. 


But conscience can be dulled 
and seared. The tragedy of man 


today is that he denies guilt to 
which his conscience is wit- 
ness; he calls guilt a sign of 
the abnormal. But while hold- 
ing others responsible for their 
misdeeds, he nevertheless ex- 
cuses himself as mentally sick 
when he really is morally bad. 
He embalms his conscience as 


the Egyptians to kill the odor. 

Abnormal minds are multi- 
plying and for these there must 

e an increasing number of 
skilled psychiatrists; but ab- 
normality will increase if guilt 
is excused, wrong denied and 
conscience dismissed as a com- 
plex. 

Entering into a new mar- 
riage to cover up the infidelity 
to the first wife, may for the 
moment drug the conscience, 
but eventually conscience re- 
sists the authority of the pas- 
sions; it insists upon its. su- 
premacy, affirms its noble 
lineage as the voice of God, 
and he who hears it has heard 
the first note in the melody of 
inner peace.

‘Kingdom’ 
( rumbling, 
Sect Lives

DURHAM, Maine, Feb. 7 (AP) 

DECAY AND DESOLATION 
have overtaken Shiloh, site of 
one of the most bizarre chapters 
in American religious history. 
But followers of “the modern 
Flijah” sav “it’s the best thing 
that ever happened to us.” 

Ministers of “The Kingdom 
In claim the number of the 
faithful is as great as when 
Shiloh, spiritual home of the 
late Frank Sanford and his fol- 
lowers, was in its heyday 

Just before the turn of the 
century, Evangelist Sanford’s 
group built a huge, religious 
center on a hilltop near this 
southern Maine community 


They founded The Kingdom and 
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Easy-To-Clean Plastic 
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‘established colonies elsewhere. 
| The Kingdom appeared to fall 
apart when the leader went to 
prison as a result of a sea 
tragedy. 

More recently, the colony was 
the scene of a shooting when 
a member of the sect defended 
it against the apparent attempt 
of an outsider to take over. 

Today, most of the buildings 
started in 1896 are crumbling or 
gone. Only “Shiloh,” the cen- 
tral place of worship, remains 
intact. Its gold dome, and the 
gold crown surmounting it, are 
a local landmark. 

Most of the members of the 
once-thriving colony are dead 
or retired to homes run by 
The Kingdom. Their descend- 
ants and new members carry 
on Sanford’s teachings and tra- 
ditions. 

THREE MINISTERS speak 
amusedly and freely of the 
yarns surrounding their hilltop 
center. 

“No,” says the Rev. Frank 
Murray, of Glouchester, Mass.

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really the gold heirlooms of; gifts and tithes and a yen to

“We had to fix part of it a 
few years ago,” says minister- 
caretaker Philip F. Holland.

The Rev. Hermon W. Ander- 
son, of Amhurst, N.H., site of 
the other raajor colony still 
functioning, estimates the 
groups’s numbers at 500 to 
1500, scattered from coast to 
coast and owerseas. 

Sandford, acording to his 
ministers and yellowed news- 
paper clippisigs, heard a divine 
voice telling’ him to build a 
heaven on earth and become 
the “modern Elijah.” 

Starting witth six cents and a 
wheelbarrow. Sandford founded 
Shiloh. It began as a religious 
training cemter called “The 
Holy Ghost and Us Society.” 
People. came with their fam- 
ilies and some even stayed un- 
til the colony began to dis- 
integrate. 


The group had missionary 


convert the Holy Land. 
With 55 faithful members, 
Sandford headed for the coast 


of Africa in two _ cruising 
yachts. The groups were at sea 
17 months, the voyage ending | 
in 1911. | 
—The yacht “Kingdom” was | 
wrecked. Her survivors were 
taken aboard the “Coronet.” 
By the time the company re- 
turned to Portland harbor, the 
Coronet was sinking, two of 
the faithful had drowned, and 
one had died of scurvy. 
other died in a hospital a few 
days after reaching port. 

Sanford, in one of the strang- 
est trials of maritime juris- 
prudence, was convicted of 
manslaughter and sentenced to 
ten years in the federal pen- 
itentiary at Atlanta. 

He would accept no help 
from attorneys. He conducted 
his own defense, saying his 


actions were the will of God. | 


His ministers claim “he always 
felt God wanted him to know 


what prison was like and that’s 
why the whole thing hap- 
pened.”

Dr. Charles Reed- 
er, a member of the sect, and 
Irenee Laprise, of Brunswick, 
shot each other. 

Investigation disclosed that 
Laprise made an attempt to 
seize Shiloh for some type of 
center, threatening 
some of the occupants with a 
pistol.

failed and Dr. Reeder was 
called. Reeder, who was deaf, 
appeared with a gun and the 
two men began shooting. Two 
other persons were wounded. 


After a spate of notoriety, 
Shiloh passed again into rela- 
tive oblivion. 

Occasionally, the “Coronet” 
caused some local excitement. 
The vessel, carefully main- 
tained and refitted regularly, 
made frequent movements 
through the years, each of 
them unannounced and usual- 
ly a surprise to the Portland 
waterfront. Its caretaker was 
close-mouthed. 
| The vessel is now berthed 
at Gloucester, Mass., where it 
is used for “short excursions

ray.

listed following recent in- 
“spections of Board of Bduea- 
tion buildings by Fire Marshal 
William Trantina’s office. Many 
of the defects were in buildings 
constructed prior to adoption 
of the 1945 building code in 
the city. A pending bill to re- 
quire all schools to conform 
with the code is opposed by the 
Board of Education. 

Thirty of the 163 buildings 
inspected by Fire Prevention 
Bureau inspectors do comply 
with the 1945 building code, or 
can be made to comply with 
relatively minor changes, a re- 
port by Trantina indicated. 

The 30 schools are Blewett, 
Washington Elementary, Field 
Branch, O'Fallon Technical 
High, Wilkinson, Nottingham, 
Busch, Humboldt Branch No. 2, 
Humboldt, Clay, Farragut 
Branch, Ames, Marshall Branch, 
Arlington Branch, Jackson, 
Cole, Pruitt, Emerson Branch, 
Harrison Branch, Turner 
Branch, Windsor, Cleveland 
High, Clinton, L’Ouverture, 
Banneker, Southwest High, 
McKinley High, Garfield and 
Lafayette. 

In all cases, including the 30 
schools which passed inspec- 
tion, the fire alarm systems 
were not of a type approved in 
the building code. However, 
In many buildings, flammable 
materials were stored im- 
properly. 

Following is a list of schools 
and other buildings in which 
major fire hazards were found:

Miami ‘Metro Plan Survives 
Attacks of Critics and Expands 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

MIAMI, Fla. Feb. 7 
Metropolitan Dade County, a 
municipal county government, 
has survived bitter attacks by 
its critics and is ready to ex- 
pand its program of metropoli- 
tan planning and development 

“This first example of local 


— 


government designed espe- 
cially for a metropolitan com- 
munity in the United States 
has survived its most vulner- 
able period of infancy, and Is 
a lusty active youngster—tl 
not entirely co-ordinated and 
self-assured yet,’ County Man- 


ager O. W. Campbell said 
“The significant thing is that 
it still lives, has great energy 
and is daily becoming more 
self-sufficient, purposeful and 
productive.” 
Area-Wide Problems. 


The bold governmental ex- 
periment, called “Metro” was 
devised to meet area-wide 
problems of a rapidly growing 
area encompassing Miami and 
25 other municipalities. Its 
creation is the result of a 10- 
vear battle which began with 
meves to consolidate the entire 
Miami area into one city 

When these efforts failed at 
the polls, far-sighted political 
and civic leaders came up with 
the Metro plan which de- 
signed along the lines of fed- 
eral-state relationships. Funda- 
niental to Metro development 
are these goals: 

Achieving uniformity of reg- 
ulations for traffic. law en- 
forcement, liquor store hours 
and other activities. 

Equalizing the tax burden so 
that all users of metropolitan 
facilities pay a fair share and 
taxpayers of the central city 
are not penalized. 

Working out a comprehen- 
sive plan for the area’s future. 

In 1955, the Dade county 
legislative delegation won 
agreement in Tallahassee on a 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to give “home rule” to 
Dade. This was to permit the 
county government to enact its 
own legislation on purely lo- 
cal matters and to eliminate 
the need for passage of a se- 
ries of “local bills’. at each bi- 
ennial session of the State Leg- 
islature. 


An extensive educational pro- 
gram marked the state-wide 
campaign which led to adoption 
of the amendment in 1956 

Editors of the Miami Herald 
and Miami News toured the 
state outlining the plan to oth- 
er editors. Chambers of com- 
merece and other civic organiza- 
tions got behind the drive. The 
3-M Board — Metropolitan Mi- 
ami Municipal Board—of lead- 
ing citizens handled the ground- 
work planning. 

As a result of this campaign, 
Fiorida voters by a top-heavy 
vote approved Miami's experi- 
ment. 

Basic Document. 

Next came appointment by 
Gov. LeRoy Collins of an 18- 
member Metropolitan Charter 
Board to draft a basic docu- 
ment of government for sub- 
mission to the voters. 

This group of business, polit- 
ical and civic leaders met three 
times a week for six months 
and drew up a charter empow- 
ering Dade county to perform 
municipal features. 


1s 
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The docu- 


ment embodied a series of com- 
promises. No one contended 
that it was perfect, but it did 
lay the groundwork for a com- 
prehensive attack on problems 
which had proved too difficult 
for any one municipality to 
solve by itself. 

The charter proposal, which 
was given strong editorial sup- 
port by the newspapers, was 
approved by the voters in a 
close, hard-fought election in 
May 1957. Most of the opposi- 
tion came from municipal poli- 
ticians who feared infringe- 
ment on their powers. 

As Metro developed, county 
commissioners moved in to take 
over municipal functions “too 
far and too fast,” city officials 
contended. The breach widened 
steadily as the Metro commis- 
sioners disregarded appeals of 
the city officeholders and 
pushed ahead with their pro- 
gram. 

Finally 


the City Hall politi- 


cians rebelled. Through the 
Dade League of Municipalities 
they fought back, and in the 
summer of 1958 forced a show- 
down on a so-called “auton- 
omy” amendment to the char- 
ter 

This proposed amendment 
would have given the cities 
veto power over Metro on mat- 
ters which involved overlap- 
ping functions 


At present Metro is author- 
ized. on its own initiative, to 
assume . responsibility for a 
creat number of area-wide 
public services. The amend- 
ment would have barred Metro 
from taking over any function 
now handled by a municipality 
without first gett ing approval 


of the municipality's voters. 
The nendment was voted 

down last Sept. 30 Had it 

passed Dade’s experiment in 


metropolitan government would 


have been crippled 
All-Out Drive. 
The politicians overplayed 


their hand in the pre-election 
fight. A week before the bal- 
loting, observers believed pas- 
sage of the amendment was 
virtually assured. Then came 
the final all-out drive by the 
politicians. 

Miami City Manager E. A. 
Evans, a _ retired National 
Guard general marshaled his 
forces—the city employes—as 
though going into wartime 
combat. Instructed by a four- 
man majority of the city com- 
mission to “do everything pos- 
sible to pass the amendment,” 
he did just this. In fact, he 
did too much 


Evans ordered use of munici- 
pal funds to pay for anti-Metro 
literature. He drafted all city 
vehicles into the campaign, 
putting “Vote Yes” signs on 
garbage trucks and other ve- 
hicles. 

He put pressure on all city 
employes to work for the cause. 
George Kunde, the city’s top 
traffic planner, refused _ to 
knuckle under. When another 
official was placed over him, 
Kunde quit, and was immedi- 
ately hired by Metro at a 
higher salary. 

There was a public reaction. 
The outcome was a 73,.975-to- 
49.469 defeat of the ‘“auton- 
omy’ amendment. It was met- 
ropolitan government’s most 
significant victory.

The rental is equal to prin- 
cipal and interest payments on 
the -$4,000,000 bond 
raised by Buffalo to construct 
the garages.

had not expected to fully ac-| 


cumulate until after seven 
years of operation. The $7000 
balance was allocated to the 
city as an “in lieu” tax pay- 
ment.

more importance, how- 
is the future aspects of 
the plan as now operating,” 
the research bureau - said. 
“With no more money needed 
to be placed in the debt re- 
serve fund, all the net income 
during the current year of 
operation can be allocated to 
the repair fund (20 per cenit), 
contingency fund (20 per cent) 
and city tax payments (60 per 
cent).

ZOO'S RARE EAGLES 


Ferocious Harpies Are Only Known Captive Pair— 
Species Is World's Most Powerful Bird of Prey 
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HE HARPY EAGLE, unchallenged as 
the world's most powerful bird of prey, 
is doubly represented at the St. Louis 

Zoo. George Vierheller, zoo director, 
knows of no other pair in captivity. This 
ferocious bird is exceedingly difficult to 
capture and thus is rarely, available for 
purchase, and then more often in the 
fledgling stage. 

The harpy eagle gets its name from 
the Harpies, the mythological monsters— 
described as birds with the faces of 
women—which robbed souls from the 
dead. It is one of the most dreaded 


and Paraguay, where it strikes swiftly, 
almost silently on its principal prey— 
sloths, monkeys and large birds. 

Thus far the zoo’s harpy eagles have 
had no offspring. Last year, and also 
in 1956, the female laid two eggs, but 
on both occasions the attempt to start 
a family was in vain. She had to be 
forcibly removed from her unfertile eggs 
in 1956 after sitting on them for 45 days. 
In warm weather months, the harpies 
occupy their own section of the eagle 
aviary west of the zoo’s waterfowl lake.

America caliber on its campus. He is Bob Ferry, a six-foot-eight, 225- 
pound senior. Several coaches of Billiken opponents have said that Ferry 
can do more things on a basketball court—and do them well—than any 
college player in the country. 

On offense, Ferry can hook accurately with either hand and has 
a fine jump shot. If opponents double-team him, as they frequently do, 
Ferry moves to the outside or into the corners for set shots. Despite his bulk, 
he has exceptional agility and on tips under the basket displays a delicate 
touch. In the Billikens’ first 16 games this season, Ferry averaged 21.9 
points per game; his season's highs are 33 against both Georgia Tech and 
South ota State. 

Defensively, over the same span of games, Ferry held his individual 
Opponents to an average of seven points a game, while grabbing off an 
average of 13.7 rebounds per game to put himself well up among the col- 
legiate leaders. A great competitor, he is at his best against tough op- 
ponents. His 25 points against St. John’s helped break that school’s nine- 
game winning streak, and his 25 points in key games on the road against 
Wichita and Tulsa kept St. Louis in the Missouri Valley Conference race. 
Last Monday against North Texas State, he led the Billikens to their twelfth 
straight victory, an all-time record for St. Louis U. 

Off the court, Bob, a St. Louisan, is an average student, easy-going 
among classmates, active in campus activities. But on a basketball floor his 
personality changes to that of an intense, hard-working, deadly serious 
performer. At practices he shows up an hour ahead of time to improve his 
moves and work on his dribbling, fakes and variety of shots.

N A COMPLICATED, quick and costly conversion job, the 138th Infantry 
Armory at Spring avenue and Market street is being transformed into a 
giant bowling center that will soon be the busiest in the world. Skilled 

crews of craftsmen are completing within 19 days 38 brand new bowling 
lanes for the annual tournament of the American Bowling Congress that opens 
next Saturday and continues for 72 days. Some 30,000 bowlers from 44 states 
and points as far distant as Saudi Arabia will compete in the tournament— 
the world’s largest participant sporting event—bowling from morning to mid- 
night seven days a week. This is the first time in almost 50 years that the 
A.B.C. tourney will be held in St. Louis. 

A dozen freight cars of equipment have been brought here for the event, 
including 5000 sets of bowling pins, automatic pinsetting machines and seven 
to eight carloads of rough and finished lumber. Cost of assembling the alleys 
will approach $250,000, while other expenses, including the rental of the build- 
ing and pinsetting machines, will approximately double that figure. Tourna- 
ment officials estimate that contestants and their families will spend $3,500,000 
in St. Louis during their stay here. 

The lanes are being constructed on what amounts to a giant platform 
16 inches above the surface of the Armory’s 141 -by-258-foot wooden drill 
floor. Sixty carpenters, supervised by a half dozen bowling lane technicians, 
spliced strips of hard rock maple and three grades of long leaf yellow pine 
in constructing the bowling surfaces. The maple is used for the approaches, 
the areas just forward of the foul lines and the bowling pin decks. The pine 
is for the remaining areas. The lanes are not anchored to the Armory floor; 
since each alley weighs one and one-half tons, their combined weight is 
sufficient to prevent shifting. 

After the lanes are laid and the dust clears from a series of carefully 
calculated sanding operations, five coats of a special fast-drying lacquer 
are applied over a 48-hour period. Finally, the automatic pinsetters are 
installed. 

Even before a single ball has been rolled on them, the championship al- 
leys have been sold. A new bowling establishment in south St. Louis County 
has purchased 32 of them, and the remaining six also will be relocated in 
this area. Each 95-foot lane—including approaches and area for players’ 
benches—will be removed from the Armory in three sections.

HE ABRAHAM LINCOLN HOME at Springfield, Illinois, 


has been restored, at an expense of more than $50,000, 


in time for the nation’s observance of the 150th birthday Vv / a 
anniversary of the Civil War President. Restoration work 
on the grounds is continuing. This is the only home Lincoln Ss 
ever owned and the one he and his family occupied for :

White House in 1861. The sesquicentennial of Lincoln's NEXT SATURDAY. FEB. 14 
birthday is next Thursday. He was born in a log cabin in 

central Kentucky on February 12, 1809. 

In 1952 the house was painted “Quaker brown,” after 
historical research — and chipping away five coats of paint 
— proved this was its color when Lincoln lived there. The 
previous color scheme was white with green shutters. 

The six upstairs rooms, including the Lincoln family 
bedrooms, were opened to the public for the first time in 
1955.

The home's recently acquired furnishings, 
authentic to the mid-nineteenth century, include several 
items that were actually owned by the Lincolns. . Also, 
the home has been provided with reproductions of its 1861 
roof covering, wallpaper and ingrained carpeting.

1887. One of Illinois’ most famous attractions, it is annually 
visited, free of charge, by nearly a half million persons.

There is to be seating for 2200 spec- 
tators. Games will start at various times every morning, from 8 a.m. 
until noon, and continue throughout the day until midnight. 


Special events which will bring more sizeable groups to the city 
than may be here at other times are: the ABC convention week, March 
15-21; the ABC Press party, March 18; the ABC Hall of Fame cere- 
monies, March 19; the Bowling Writers convention, March 18-19; the 
ABC Delegates meeting, March 20; and the ABC Masters tournament,

ABC Rulings 


Delegates to the fifty-sixth 
annual American Bowling Con- 
gress convention will consider 
49 proposed amendments to the 
ABC Constitution, Rules and 
Regulations. 
The convention will be held 
Friday, March 20, in the Sher- 
aton- Jefferson hotel. 
There are several amend- 
ments of widespread general 
interest, among them proposals 
for establishing various awards 
and creating changes in the 
ABC’s tournament sanctions 
program. 
Following are those of 
widest interest: 
1—Establishment of Dutch 
200 (alternating strikes 
and spares) awards and 
All-Spare game shoul- 
der patch awards. 

2—Establishment of 
awards in the annual 
ABC tournament for 
the men with 170 aver- 
ages or less who roll 
the three highest single 
series and all events 
totals and the doubles 
teams with 340 aver- 
ages who roll the three 
highest totals in that 
event. 
3—Place all tournaments 
on an optional ABC 
Sanctioning basis. 
(Team tournaments 
now are the only tour- 
naments required to ob- 
tain ABC sanction.) 

4—Give team tournaments 
the option of closing 
entries either before 
the tournament opens 
or accepting entries up 
to the final squad of 
the tournament. (Team 
tournaments now are 
required to close en- 
entries before the tour- 
nament opens; this is 
optional with all 
others.) 

5—Allow multiple entry in 

all tournaments. (Mul- 
tiple participation in 
team tournaments cur- 
rently is permitted in 
city association cham- 
pionships or in tourna- 
ments restricted to club 
or company members 
or one establishment.)

Bowling as now known 
began in a third century 
Christian rite. 

It was the custom of Eu- 
ropean canons to have pa- 
rishioners, in turn, place 
pins at one end of the 
cloister. This represented 
the “Heide,” meaning heath- 
en. The parishioner was 
given a ball and asked to 
throw it at the “Heide.” If 
a hit was scored, it indi- 
cated the thrower was lead- 
ing a clean and pure life and 
capable of slaying the 
heathen. If he missed, need 
for more faithful attendance 
at services was indicated. 

As time went on, larger 
balls were substituted, the 
game was extended beyond 
churches and monasteries. 

By the Middle Ages, 
bowling was firmly estab- 
lished as a popular game 
and the more exuberant 
spirits expressed their de- 
light with life ty taking a 
festive whack at the pins. 
Bowling matches were often 
part of a wedding celebra- 
tion (baptisms, too) and it 
was a lucky bride indeed 
who could dissuade her man 
from temporarily. deserting 
her for a game of “bowls” 
after the ceremony.

So popular did the game become that King Edward III, fearful lest bowling displace archery 
in the hearts of Englishmen—thus weakening the British military spirit—issued a proclamation 
in 1366 against this “dishonorable, useless and unprofitable” game. 

The Renaissance witnessed a change in attitude. Aiding the game’s popularity then was 
Martin Luther. Believing it a beneficial, moral game, Luther became an enthusiastic bowler and 
even built an alley for his own youngsters. 

.Sir Francis Drake, a captain of the English fleet, was an ardent bowler. When informed a 
supposedly invincible Spanish Armada was approaching the English Channel, he refused to stop 
a match game in which he was engaged. 

Drake’s supposed recklessness while the Spanish fleet sailed past him up the English Chan- 
nel is a famous historical episode. It was part of Drake’s strategy to hold off so that the Spanish 
would become jammed in the narrowest part of the Channel. 

The game of “nine pins” was brought to this country by Dutch settlers in the 17th century. 
Subsequently, the Puritan Fathers found bowling entirely too popular and strong laws were passed 
against “nine pins.” ) 

Came the day when one Puritan noticed that the law said “nine pins” and added a tenth— 
which we today call the “head pin.” It not only circumvented the law; it improved the game. 

Since then, the game has moved indoors. 

The American Bowling Congress was founded in 1895 and held its first tournament in Chi- 
cago in 1901, with 41 teams. Every year, except for wartime suspension, the ABC tournaments 
have grown in size and scope. ABC rules have standardized and upgraded the game. 

Invention of machines to pick up the pins, when they’ve been knocked down, and automati- 
cally put them in place again, while at the same time picking up the ball that was thrown and send- 
ing it back automatically to the bowler, probably has done as much as anything else to extend 
interest in the game. :

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A new Soviet invention: 


ADVERTISING 


HE AGE OF ADVERTISING is about to 
dawn in Soviet Russia. Above are three 
reasons why. 

“You can select prints and solid colored 
materials for any season” (billboard, left). 

“Tasty, filling, appetizing” (biscuit ad in 
newspaper,Evening Moscow, upper right ). 

“Tasty, nourishing, easily digestible” and 
sold in all grocery stores (ad in same news- 
paper for packaged omelet, lower right). 

Zestless, uninformative advertisements like 
these have drawn the wrath of the Soviet 
Ministry of Culture. The boom was lowered 
on Communist copywriters after the All- 
Union Conference of Workers of Commercial 
Advertising decided that henceforth the long- 
suffering Russian people were entitled to art 
and news about consumer products. The 
blast, together with promises of a rosier fu- 
ture, appeared in Soviet Culture, the Minis- 
try’s official publication. 

Advertising as we know it doesn’t exist in 
the Soviet Union. Life for the average citizen 
is grim and monotonous. The lack of adver- 
tising, though not the cause, contributes to it. 

Most Soviet newspapers carry no advertise- 
ments. They consist only of long columns of 
political exhortations and diatribes. Visiting 
Americans who have talked to the Russian 


man-in-the-street are struck by his disinterest 
and lack of confidence in his newspapers. 

Without advertising, shopping becomes a 
detective story in which the shoppers spend 
long hours standing in lines hoping to find 
something they want to buy. Until recently, 
the Soviet consumer has been the last man on 
the Soviet leaders’ list. Khrushchev now is 
under pressure to lessen the harshness of 
daily Soviet life, and consumer goods have 
been coming into greater supply. 


For (Future) Sale 


The monthly magazine New Goods is the 
chief medium for clothing and household ads. 
Significantly, many of them say that the item 
“will be produced” at some future d 

A Moscow correspondent tells PARADE 
that the new “artistic” advertising campaign 
isn't noticeable yet except in spruced-up thea- 
ter marquees and department store windows. 

The duty of Russian advertising, Soviet 
Culture has said, is: 1) educate people's 
taste, 2) develop demand, 3) help consumers 
quickly find what they want to buy, 4) help 
them buy it easily, 5) tell them the price. 

It's a big order—one that U.S. advertisers 
are filling daily and Sunday. Eleven Ameri- 
cans say what ads mean to them on page 30.

NE OF THE MOST SERIOUS, widespread problems ¥ 
facing the nation is the inability of married 

men and women to get along, with the consequent high 


divorce and separation rate. 

To find out why husbands and wives frequently 
disappoint and fail each other—to learn what society 
expects of a husband-in the first place—PaARADE re- 
cently polled 3,000 women and 3,000 men between 
the ages of 18 and 80 on the following question: 

“Which one of these qualities do you personally 
consider the most valuable and desirable in a husband 
—a) good lever, b) good provider, c) good father, d) 
good friend? In a hundred words or less please give 
the reason for your answer.” 

Before you glance at the results, it might be inter- 
esting if you answered the above question yourself. Got 
your answer? 

Now see into which of these percentage brackets 
you fall. 

Of the 3,000 WOMEN polled 

41.6% chose “good friend” 

33.1% chose “good lover” 

18.1% chose “good father” 
7.2% chose “good provider” 

Of the 3,000 MEN polled 

62.0% chose “good provider” 

17.4% chose “good friend” 

16.3% chose “good father” 
4.3% chose “good lover” 

The obvious conclusion is that men and women 
maintain amazingly different points of view as to a 
husband’s most desirable traits in marriage. 


Man Who Has Everything 


Granted that all. women want “a man who has 
everything” —charm, good - looks, consideration, 
money, talent, position, reputation, sense of humor, 
intelligence — the fact is that the largest percentage, 
two out of five women, consider “friendship” the most 
valuable attribute a husband can offer. 

The second largest group, one out of three women, 
regard a husband's romantic ability as his most valu- 
able marital asset. 

According to the men the most valuable quality in 
a husband is his ability to provide for his family. His 
penchant as a lover is rated last on the men’s list. 

What he wants to be as a husband and what he 
thinks he should be (which is perhaps more impor- 
tant) differ greatly from his wife’s needs and expec- 
tations. 

Is it any wonder, then, that so many husbands turn 
out to be serious disappointments to so many wives? 
Is it any wonder that so many marriages founder? 

“Friendship,” says one St. Louis housewife, “is the 
most valuable character trait in a husband, because 
if he’s a true friend then he'll last long after the embers 
of passion have died.” 


VARYING definitions of a good husband come from Say One 
For Me set. PARADE’s Lloyd Shearer (1.) hears Debbie Reynolds 


“I think a friend is most important in a husband,” 
states a coed at the University of Southern California, 
“because a friend will try to be all these other things: 
good lover, good father, good provider.” 

“You can’t live a lifetime with any man,” says a 
San Diego secretary, “who isn’t a good friend, a good 
companion, a good pal. A woman can do without 
money, without love, without motherhood, but you 
can’t have a successful marriage without friendship 
from a husband.” 

“If you’ve got a husband who is a good friend,” 
says a Miami Beach divorcee, “then you've got a man 
you can talk to. You can say, ‘Look, Jack, you're a 
terrible lover,’ or ‘Look, Jack, we have to get some 
more money,’ or ‘Look, Jack, why don’t you take Alvin 
to a baseball game once in a while.’ I mean, you can 
talk to a good friend and work out problems. I’ve been 
married twice, both times to wealthy men, and you 
can have them, in spades. Their money turned them 
into tyrants.” 

The above quotations are typical of those women 
who most valued the “good friend” husband. Here are 
some representative ones from those who most value 
the “good lover”: 

“The fountainhead of all human relationships,” 


pick a good lover — “a man who loves life, family.” Bing 
Crosby says ability to be a good friend is most important. 


says the wife of a congressman, “is love. Show me a 
husband who is a good lover, and I will show you a 
good provider, a good father, a good friend.” 

“Because the primary purpose of marriage is to have 
children,” declares a graduate student at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, “I think a husband with procrea- 
tional aptitude is most desirable.” 

“Love,” one housewife from Norfolk, Va., explains, 
“is not purely physical. The man who generates love 
in all the meanings of the word is usually a friendly, 
kindly, generous and considerate husband.” 

“A woman will put up with a poor provider, a half- 
hearted friend and an inadequate father,” claims a 
Newark, N.J., school teacher, “so long as her husband 
is a good lover. It is the love that a woman treasures 
and remembers most in a marriage, both the spiritual 
and physical. The rest isn’t too important.” 

It often is said that American women are ambitious, 
men-driving and materialistic. It is therefore surpris- 
ing and revealing to discover how relatively unimpor- 
tant the women consider “good previder” husbands. 

The reason for this, of course, is that in the past 20 
years women have become more financially self- 
reliant and independent. 

Today one-third of all the women in the U.S. hold 
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jobs. Of the 22 million women who work, 60 per cent, 
or three out of five, are married. Their salaries help 
support the household. Many young wives don’t mind 
working to help a husband through school. Others 
work to make possible wider educational opportunities 
for their children. A good many have entered busi- 
nesses once the exclusive domain of the men. For ex- 
ample, in the U.S. today there are 2,460 female un- 
dertakers, 190 female auctioneers, 4,350 female bus 
drivers, 450 female plasterers. 

Moreover, women control the purchasing dollar in 
America. Women own more shares of stock than men. 
In many families the wife has become keeper of the 
checkbook. Women outlive men, from six to nine 
vears on the average, according to the latest figures 
from insurance companies. 

They no longer regard the husband as the exclusive 
family boss or breadwinner. Their big problem is to 
camouflage their true feelings. 

Louise W. Ilse, associate sales manager for the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, who was recently 
chosen Business Woman of the Year, says that the 
toughest job a working wife has is to make her hus- 
band feel like “the boss.” 

“A man must feel he’s the head of the house,” Mrs. 
Ilse says, “if you want to have a happy marriage. But 
it’s difficult for the working wife to sit back and let 
him be boss.” 

What is happening in America, according to many 
sociologists, doctors, psychiatrists and marriage coun- 
selors, is that women are becoming more masculin- 
ized. They no longer want the old-fashioned lord- 
and-master type of husband, who curtly issues orders 
and dispenses the household allowance. They want 
friends and lovers. 

Women generally maintain that they want strong, 
virile he-men. Yet, some authorities say, they are in 
the very process of feminizing men by reducing their 
breadwinning status and by competing against them 
in the family unit. Most children in America are 
raised to believe that “in this family it’s really Mother 
who calls the shots.” 

The American male may be aware of his reduced 
status, which is probably why three out of every five 
men insist that the most desirable attribute in a hus- 
band is his ability to be a good provider. 

“A man gets married to provide for a wife and chil- 
dren,” says a store-owner in Oakland, Calif. “If he 
doesn’t, then he’s a failure. Makes no difference how 
friendly he is.” 


Lifé With Father 


“A man who can't provide for his family,” submits 
a University of Southern California senior, “is failing 
in one of his two primary functions. Those functions 
are to father and support a family.” 

“The trouble is,” a Fort Worth doctor explains, 
“that many wives have been taught to equate success 
with money. What these women don’t realize is that 
by fostering and condoning the belief that money 


cf 


means success, they have relegated so many of their 
husbands to the ranks of failure.” 

“I don’t care what anyone says,” a Newark cab- 
driver maintains. “Women marry for security. This 
means making money.” 

“We've all been raised,” points out a Pzsadena stock 
broker, “to support the girl we marry. Sometimes the 
wife claims she isn’t being supported in the style to 
which her father accustomed her. She then threatens 
to go out and support herself. The more women work, 
the less they need husbands. They are getting more 
self-sufficient every day, and that’s what's ruining so 
many marriages and so many men.” 

Many of the working wives PARADE questioned in 
this poll maintained they didn’t like to work but were 
compelled to do so by need. Several realized that their 
jobs incurred psychological problems. 


Battie of the Sexes 


“You can’t compete against men eight hours a day, 
then go home and be subservient to your husband,” 
one admitted. “But the plain truth is that if I don’t 
work,there’s not enough money to meet the payments 
on the car and the mortgage.” : 

“Let's face it,” a beokkeeper in Jackson, Miss., says, 
“if I hadn’t been working I never could've gotten mar- 
ried. There are millions of girls in the same spot. 
They're helping out their husbands, because if they 
didn’t they wouldn't have gotten husbands in the first 
place.” 

What does it all add up to? 

In our constantly changing society women want and 
expect husbands to be good friends and lovers. They 
are willing to contribute financially to their marriages 
by working. Frequently they do this at considerable 
sacrifice, mentally, physically and socially. 

Men, on the other hand, prefer to be good providers 
because it makes them feel important. Yet the tide of 
economics is frequently so rough they have to depend 
upon their wives for financial help. 

Thus, the position of the wife and husband in 
American culture today is disconcertingly muddled. 
Each is bedeviled by doubts as to proper role, goal 
and method. 

One solution is greater understanding. A husband 
must treat his wife not as a useful possession who 
happens to cook, bear children, clean, shop, work and 
entertain, but as a tender, romantic, gentle human 
being who thrives on love and consideration. 

A wife must recognize that her husband wishes to 
be the dominant member of their marriage. She must 
take limitless pains to see that her husband’s manly 
ego remains strongly entrenched despite the perilous 
psychological and economic pressures to which it is 
subjected. 

In this way husbands and wives will each be giving 
to the other what each most highly prizes. According 
to PARADE’s poll these qualities are—for women, 
friendship; for men, the wifely acknowledgment of

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
In the months ahead, a few daring, lonely men will 
embark on the greatest adventure since Columbus 
sailed the uncharted Atlantic. Just as Columbus in 
1492 was drawn to the western horizon, so have ex- 
plorers in 1959 been beckoned to the brink of space. 

Our first space pioneers, making careful prepara- 
tions while the Soviet cosmic rocket whirls in space, 
will begin their explorations with 20-minute dashes 
into the vast void of darkness and silence beyond the 
earth's atmosphere. Then they will circle the earth at 
18,000 miles an hour in satellites. Foot soldiers may 
also travel by missile, hurdling oceans in seven-league 
strides, touching space briefly during the trajectory. 

“Space exploration is no longer phantasy,” Brig. 
Gen. Homer Boushey, the Air Force’s space chief, 
assured PARADE. “Limited flights are now within the 
reach of both men and machines.” Cabins have been 
designed that will sustain life in outer space; missile 
hardware is available that can shoot them into orbit; 
even the pilot has been picked for the first space hop. 
Four projects are in the works: 

X-15—This stubby-winged rocket plane will be car- 
ried to 50,000 feet by a B-52 jet bomber, then turned 
loose to soar under its own power into space. Although 
the first flight tests are scheduled this month, the X-15 
won't start blazing space trails until autumn, with 
Capt. Robert White at the controls. 

Project Mercury—A volunteer, identity yet un- 
known, will crawl into the nose cone of an Atlas mis- 
sile late next year or early 1961 and ride it into orbit. 
After two sweeps around the earth, he will bring it 
down near the take-off point at Cape Canaveral, Fla. 
(Drawings on this page.) 

Project Dyna-Soar—A “flying triangle” will be 
fitted like an arrowhead on a giant missile and shot 
around the world. More advanced than the X-15 or 
Atlas satellite, this could be a forerunner of future 
spaceships. It should be ready for testing by the end 
of 1961. (Drawing on page 15.) 


Here are complete details of all major U.S. projects to put... 


A MAN IN SPACE 


Project Adam— This is a less ambitious Army plan 
to send a man looping through space in a Jupiter nose 
cone. Purpose: to test the feasibility of transporting 
soldiers and supplies by missile. 

What will space travel be like? What will the first 
explorers see? How will they feel as they hurtle 
through the unknown? Can they return safely to earth? 
To find the answers, PARADE studied the proposals for 
manned. space flight, talked to volunteers who have 
participated in space experiments and examined the 
scientific results. From all this material, much of if 
exclusive, it is now possible to present an accurate 
picture of the great adventure ahead. 

Since the Air Force began serious research on 
space flight in 1948, balloons, planes, rockets and now 
satellites have been sent aloft to probe the upper 
reaches. Living organisms from snapdragon seeds to 
grasshopper eggs were exposed to the mysterious rays 
bevond the atmosphere. Then mice and monkeys were 
hurled to dizzving heights. 

When the call went out for human volunteers, many 
dedicated men responded. They rose gently to the 
fringes of space in balloons, soared and dived in jet 
planes, rode rocket sleds at eyeball-bursting speeds, 
spent hours in heat chambers and wind tunnels. 


Outward Bound 


At 100,000 feet, the balloonists exposed them- 
selves to cosmic, ultra-violet and infra-red rays unfil- 
tered by the atmosphere. Others subjected their bodies 
to the awful stresses of powered space travel; the con- 
trast between acceleration, which will make a man 
weigh half a ton, and space cruising, which will leave 
him completely weightless. (Maj. Herbert Stallings, 
veteran of more than 40 weightless hours, says it feels 
“like swimming without getting wet.”)) Other volun- 
teers reported on the effects of confinement, the hor- 
rors of claustrophobia, the anguish of loneliness. 

This painstaking, perilous work has shown that man 
can survive physically and psychologically in space— 
at least for short periods. 

Three X-15 models soon will be ready to soar out of 
the atmosphere. The first man at the controls will be

North American's test pilot Scott Crossfield. But his 
job is only to make sure the craft will fly three times 
the speed of sound above 100,000 feet. 

The first 20-minute hurdles into space will be made 
by Captain White, now training for his historic mis- 
sion at Edwards Air Force Base, Calif. He has gone 
through grueling tests to prove he has the courage, 
alertness, emotional stability and physical stamina to 
crash the space barrier. 


The Sun and the Stars 


During his first runs, White will get the feel of the 
plane. He will kick it into supersonic flight above 
Wendover, Utah, whistle over Nevada and California, 
then land dead-stick at Edwards 20 minutes later. 

As White gains experience and confidence, he will 
point the X-15 spaceward, shooting higher and higher 
each flight. Peering through the narrow observation 
slits of his stainless steel cockpit, he will get his first 
glimpse of space. At 60 miles high, the atmosphere is 
too thin to reflect sunlight or cause the stars to twinkle. 
The sun will appear as a great white disk (which could 
blind him permanently if he stared at it) and the stars 
unblinking dots of blue, red and white. 

At 70 miles, White may encounter hurtling meteor- 
ites, which burn out when they plow into the at- 
mosphere. At 80 miles, the roar of his rocket engines 
will fade out. Here, where the atmosphere is too thin 
to carry sound, he will meet the awful silence of space. 

At 100 miles, he will be free from friction and 
begin to experience the strange sensation of weight- 
lessness. His wings and rudders, useless without at- 
mosphere, can no longer maneuver the X-15. He must 
switch to ballistic control, squirting jets of hydrogen 
peroxide from rockets in the wing tips and nose to 
point the plane downward again. Then he will plunge 
back into the dense air over California. 

Officially the X-15 isn’t supposed to go higher than 
100 miles,though the experts won't be surprised if it 
reaches double or triple that altitude. But its maximum 
4,500-mile-an-hour speed isn’t fast enough to slam 
it into orbit. This would take 16,000 to 18,000 miles 
an hour, which would melt the plane’s metal hide.

North American has designed an X-15B with a 
tougher skin able to withstand orbiting temperatures 
up to 5,000 degrees Fahrenheit. The original idea was 
to boost it into orbit from the back of a Navajo missile. 
A later proposal would combine the tremendous power 
of two great Atlas missiles and a second-stage Thor 
missile to fling the X-15B into orbit. 

But the Air Force is more interested in the “flying 
triangle” conception, which has grown out of Project 
Dyna-Soar. This will be a rocket plane of highly swept 
delta outline, which can slice through the atmosphere 
like a meat cleaver. Its blunt nose and rounded edges, 
of special metal alloys, can withstand extreme heat. 

Three major companies are working on the design. 


Boeing would like to mount the “flying triangle,” like 
an arrowhead on a giant missile, made up of no fewer 
than nine propellent rockets: five in the first stage, 
three in the second, one in the third. The Bell and 
Martin companies, cooperating, would fit the “flying 
triangle” on the tip of a two-stage Titan, the great in- 
tercontinental missile to supplement the Atlas. 

Aside from the contrast in launching methods, the 
rival triangles would be built with different metals 
and contain different technical ideas. 

A modified but unsliced Atlas nose cone has been 
selected to carry the first American into orbit. This is 
Project Mercury, which should be ready a year before 
Project Dyna-Soar. The pilot who will make this his- 


toric flight hasn’t been chosen, but PaRave can reveal 
the kind of ride he will experience. ; 

As he awaits the dramatic count-down that will send 
him on his way into the unknown, he will be taped 
brutally tight across his chest, back and abdomen 
Then he will be fitted into a skin-tight, aluminized 
pressure suit with a plastic helmet. His feet will be 
tightly laced into high-top boots. 

Just before zero hour, he will be hoisted into the 
nose cone. He will bolt the hatch from the inside, then 
strap himself firmly into a contoured, comfortable seat 
with his knees high. He will be lying on his back in 
the upright missile, looking into the heavens.

his cabin with nitrogen, oxygen and helium. He must 
be careful to get the right combination of gases. (In 
one balloon test the pilot gave himself too much 
helium, with the result that his voice went up nearly 
half an octave, from bass to tenor. ) 

Through earphones in his helmet, the space pioneer 
will listen to the final count-down. Now he must tense 
for a possible misfire. If a voice barks “Eject!” he will 
punch a button, triggering a forward escape rocket 
that will pull the cone clear of the Atlas and high 
enough for a parachute to blossom and let him down 
gently on suddenly-inflated rubber pads. 

Assuming all goes smoothly, the Atlas will take off 
with a roar. As it screams upward, gravity will push 
the explorer back in his seat with a flattening impact. 
But as he careens into orbit at 18,000 miles an hour, 
the pressure will ease until he enters the realm of 
weightlessness, silence and darkness that is space. 

He now is on his way eastward around the world, a 
journey that will take him from day into night, then 
back into day again, in 90 minutes. The first burst of 
dawn probably will appear like a greenish flash. Above, 
the white disk of the sun and the unblinking stars will 
glare like Christmas tree lights. 

His orders will call for two swings around the world, 
then the delicate descent back to earth. After the first 
orbit, he will cautiously press a button and release a 
spurt of hydrogen peroxide from the belly rocket. This 
will tilt the nose cone until it is pointing toward the 
stars and hurtling broadside through space. 


Backward Through Space 


Now, at acarefully calculated time, comes the sec- 
ond move. Another spurt from the belly rocket will tip 
the cone again, this time so it is traveling backward 
through space. Roll jets will rotate him until he is 
sitting upright. Then he fires the retro-rockets behind 
him. This will slow him from orbiting speed and start 
him falling back to earth. 

As he plunges into the denser air, he will bounce 
like a pebble swimming over a pool. His cone will glow 
from the friction as he drops deeper into the atmos- 
phere, but a heavy metal shield protects him. Now he 
must watch the speedometer. When he slows to the 
speed of sound, he will release a drogue parachute. 
Above Florida, he will release his landing parachute 
(he has two in case one fails) and eject the heat shield 
to lighten the cone. If his timing is precise, he should 
land in the sea off Cape Canaveral, where ships will 
be standing by to pick him up. His capsule, of course, 
is buoyant. But if he should be carried over land, the 
inflatable rubber cushions will break the impact. The 
cone, which will weigh around 2,400 pounds, will be 
equipped so a man can survive in it for 40 hours. 

Will this daring American finish his perilous trip 
ahead of the first Russian? The best intelligence re- 
ports estimate that the Russians — first to get their 
space dog, Laika, into orbit—are ahead. The Soviets 
are known to have sent others dogs into space, some 
nearly 300 miles, and brought them back safely to 
earth. The first Russian may be launched into space, 
perhaps into orbit, at any time. 

But an initial spurt, no matter how dazzling, won't 
decide the space race. The course reaches out to the 
Moon, to Mars, to infinity. The X-15, Project Mercury 
and Project Dyna-Soar will be the Nina, Pinta and 
Santa Maria of America’s space explorers. Like Co- 
lumbus’ tiny vessels, they will be followed by other 
expeditions, profiting by their experience, until the 


day when space holds neither terror nor mystery. &

He was a scientist ahead of his time

One day in 1848, the town loafers of 
Springfield, Ill., gathered around a public 
watering trough on Court House Square 
to watch an odd demonstration. 

Afloat in the trough was a scale model 
of a riverboat, and a tall gaunt man-—a 
local lawyer named Abraham Lincoln— 
was filling it with bricks. As the model 
sank, Lincoln began to manipulate a sys- 
tem of poles along the gunwales. The 
poles, he explained, worked a bellows that 
filled compartments with air and enabled 
the boat to lift itself in the watef. 


The loafers peered intently. Sure 
enough, the boat was inching upward. 
They broke into an argument over the in- 
vention’s practicality. Lincoln, his dem- 
onstration over, whisked the model under 
his arm and strode away. 

This was the first public unveiling of 
an invention called, in its patent papers, 
“manner of buoying vessels over shoals.” 
Inventor Abraham Lincoln never patented 
another, but he remained a devotee of 
technology and invention all his life. 

This year, the 150th anniversary of 
Lincoln’s birth (see page 28), Lincoln 
scholars are showing new interest in 
Lincoln the gadgeteer and man of science.

His inventor’s mind helped make him a great President 


Looking back from a science-minded age, 
they find Lincoln a scientific thinker far 
ahead of his time. 

Lincoln’s boat-“lifter” never passed the 
patent stage. But in losing a second-rate 
inventor, the nation gained an immortal 
President. One reason for Lincoln’s great 
success in the White House was his in- 
ventor’s mind. 

Recently, in Lincoln and the Tools of 
War, Robert V. Bruce told how Lincoln 
battled for better weapons for Union 
troops. His door was always open to in- 
ventors. He saw the value of such sugges- 
tions as the first crude submarine and the 
Gatling gun. He fought a running battle 
with War Department obstructionists to 
win a fair trial for new ideas. 


Rockets and Flame-Throwers 


Bruce and other scholars say Lincoln: 

6 Was responsible for introducing ma- 
chine guns and breech-loading rifles to 
the Union Army. 

e Set up a secret project for a new ex- 
plosive. 

@ As early as 1848, advocated Army 
tests for a new flame-thrower. 

e Supported tests for mines, subma- 
rines, rockets and other modern weapons. 

@ At least once personally tested a new 
breech-loading rifle. 

© Made speeches pointing to the im- 
portance of inventions and discoveries. 

@ May have invented a wagon axle fore- 
shadowing today’s auto axle. 

© Made a special study of geology and 
other sciences. 

Lincoln had no formal scientific train- 
ing. (He “went to ABC schools by littles,” 
he once said.) Yet Dr. Joseph Henry, head 
of the Smithsonian and a top scientist in 

-the 1860s, marveled at his grasp of sci- 
entific matters. Though essentially a prac- 
tical man, Lincoln also was interested in 
Henry’s pure, what-makes-the-grass-green 
research. 

Lincoln once said he had made it a 
lifelong practice to “inquire into the na- 
ture of things.” He had, he said, culti- 
vated “the habit of invention—the habit 
of observation and reflection.” In a speech 
on “Inventions and Discoveries,” he traced 
the world’s history as a series of inventions. 

A fellow lawyer once described Lincoln 


“observing” a new piece of farm machin- 
ery: “He would carefully examine it all 
over, first generally and then critically; he 
would ‘sight’ it to determine if it was 
straight or warped; if he could make a 
practical test of it, he would do that; he 
would turn it over or around and stoop 
down, or lie down, if necessary, to look 
under it; he would examine it closely, 
then stand off and examine it at a little 
distance; he would shake it, lift it, roll it, 
upend it, overset it and thus ascertain 
every quality and utility which inhered in 
it, so far as acute and patient investigation 
could do it.” 

Lincoln’s training in observation and 
reflection led to his boat-“lifter.” Two 
amateur Lincoln buffs, Thomas D. Starr 
and Arthur M. Smith of Detroit, have 
traced down the story. The inspiration, 
Starr and Smith say, came to him during 
a steamer trip through the Detroit River 
from Buffalo to Chicago. 

Off Fighting Island, Lincoln, aboard the 
Globe, watched the steamer Canada pile 
up'on a shoal. Lincoln, an ex-riverman 
who once went aground on New Salem 
Dam, watched as seamen forced barrels 
and casks under the-ship to increase its 
buoyancy. Taking out a piece of paper, he 
placed it on top of his high hat and began 
sketching. 


Lincoin’s Other Invention 
Back in Springfield, he enlisted the aid 


of a mechanic-woodworker, Walter Davis, 
to help him build a model of his idea. 
When he went back to Congress, he ap- 
plied for, and received, Patent No. 6469. 
While this was Lincoln’s only patent, 
he is credited with another invention— 
possibly conceived even before. In early 
farm wagons, the front axle pivoted on 
turns, making them dangerously prone to 
tip over. In the invention believed to be 
Lincoln’s, each front wheel turned on its 
own spindle, as in today’s auto steering. 
A model of this wagon, rescued from a 
Patent Office housecleaning, is in the Ford 
Theater Museum, Washington. No record 
tying it to Lincoln has been found. If the 
idea were Lincoln’s, it certainly was far 
ahead of its time,for the idea was not pat- 
ented until well after the Civil War. 
Lincoln’s patent expired in 1863, but 
f 


by then he was more interested in other 
people’s inventions. He narrowly escaped 
death or injury while watching a rocket 
demonstration; the missile blew apart on 
its launcher. That same year he ran a per- 
sonal test of the Spencer breech-loading . 
rifle, a pet project, and Bruce reports he 
scored six bull’s-eyes in seven shots. (His 
judgment was vindicated at Gettysburg. 
Spencer-armed sharpshooters helped turn 
back the Confederate second-day attack. ) 

Meanwhile he pressed for better car- 
tridges, ironclads, submarines, mines— 
weapons newly devised. For Lincoln never 
lost his inventor's mind—and it was this, 
historians say, that stood him in good stead 
as a statesman. 

“The special quality of Lincoln’s states- 
manship,” writes historian Allan Nevins, 
“was its extraordinary realism or practi- 
cality . . . his grasp of what was practical 
at any given moment.” 

It was, Lincoln scholars say, the ap- 
proach of a scientifically-minded small- 
town inventor who once had run aground 
on New Salem Dam. ~ 


150 Candles for Lincoln 


This year, ceremonies everywhere will 
mark Abraham Lincoln’s 150th birthday. 
Busiest week begins Monday, includes 2 
Washington dinner to be attended by 
President Eisenhower, former Presidents 
Truman and Hoover; a joint session of 
Congress; dinners in many Lincoln- 
minded communities. 

Year's plans also include a series of 
Lincoln commemorative stamps, a special 
Lincoln penny, a nationwide essay con- 
test, wreath-layings at Lincoln statues, 
weekly radio programs, a special TV show. 

At Farmington, Ky., the home of Joshua 
Speed, where Lincoln once mended a 
broken heart, will be opened to the public 
April 18. In Washington County, Ky., the 
1806 wedding of Lincoln’s parents will 
be re-enacted June 12. 

Museums, including the Library of 
Congress, will hold special Lincoln ex- 
hibits. Among those you might wish to 
visit: Ford Theater Museum, Washington; 
Lincoln Museum, Fort Wayne, Ind.; 
Lincoln Home, Springfield, Il.; Lincoln 
Room, Gettysburg.

INCE CHICKEN, plentiful and reason-

Chicken Fricassee Liborio 


bro-hen* or heavy stewing chicken 

(about 4 Ibs.), cut up 

Salt and pepper 

cup salad oil 

lemon, juice 

garlic clove, minced 

cup finely chopped onions 

tomatoes, peeled and diced 

cups giblet broth** 

cup dry sherry 

cup whole small stuffed olives 

cup light seedless raisins 
Wash chicken; sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per. Brown slowly on all sides in salad oil. 
Remove chicken. Add lemon juice, garlic 
and onion to salad oil left in frying pan; 
cook until lightly browned. Return chicken 
to pan. Add tomatoes and giblet broth. 
Cover tightly; simmer over low heat about 
1% hours or until chicken is tender. Stir 
in sherry, olives and raisins. Cover; sim- 
mer 15 minutes longer. Serves six.

Thus 
they have a large percentage of meat to 
bone and cook in about half the time re 
quired for older stewing chickens.

NEWPORT BEACH, CALIF. 
Any actress would have leaped at the 
chance. “It's Warner Brothers,” the 
agent told Edna Skinner. “They want 
vou to play the lead in a new movie, 
The Helen Morgan Story.” 

“IT can't,” Edna told him. “I've got a 
date to go fishing in Mexico.” And fish- 
ing she went. 

That was more than three vears ago, 
and Edna has never returned to the 
movies. Today, in her 30s, she has no 
regrets. Having saved and _ invested 
wisely, she now does what she loves 
best——fishing. 

Slender, long-legged Edna wins 
prizes by the boatload for catching fish 
that would make strong men wheeze. 
In 1941 she pulled in a 9-ft., 678-lb. 
tuna off Nova Scotia, one of the out- 
standing catches that year by a woman. 
In 1957 she won a major international 
award for bringing in @ 132-lb. sailfish 
on a light tackle. Last year she won or 
qualified for five important deep-sea 
fishing championships. 

Edna looks like a fishing champion, 
dressing in long underwear, layers of 
sweaters and overalls. “Sometimes,” she 
laughs, “I look like a bag of rags.” 

Yet, just a few years ago, she was a 
carefully groomed, sophisticated Holly- 
wood actress. Her acting career, though 
not spectacular, was notably success- 
ful. It began in the late 1930s, when 


she enrolled in New York’s American 


Academy of Dramatic Arts, where fel- 
low students included Jennifer Jones, 
Lauren Bacall and Kirk Douglas. 

Douglas remembers her well. “She 
was vital and electric,” he says. “She 
had a glow about her, as though she 
had discovered a great new secret about 
acting. But usually it was just a great 
new secret about fishing.” 

Blessed with a fine voice, Edna sang

in Broadway musicals and night clubs. 
Her big break came when Celeste Holm 
left the smash hit, Oklahoma!

Then Hollywood beckoned, and 
Edna came running—‘“not because of 
the glamor,” she says, “but because | 
liked the fishing in California.” 

Between fishing trips Edna appeared 
in a string of movies, including Fas) 
to Love, The Kissing Bandit, Friendly 
Persuasion and The Long, Long Trail. 
er. She also played in more than 50 
TV shows, including the Topper series. 

But Hollywood, so alluring to mil- 
lions, was just a grind to Edna. When- 
ever she could, she scooted down to this 
famous game-fishing center near Long 
Beach. And one day she didn't bother 
going back. 


The Man That Got Away 


“I'd made enough money,” she ex- 
plains. “And besides, there's a lot more 
drama in landing a marlin than there is 
in a dozen Hollywood movies.” 

Her mania for fishing, however, cost 
Edna a husband. She married an in- 
terior decorator who strongly objected 
to being hauled out of bed before dawn 
for a cold day at sea. “When and if | 
get married again,” says Edna, “it will 
only be to a man who promises to love, 
honor and go fishing.” 

Her passion for the sport traces back 
to her childhood in Washington, D.C. 
When only 5, she went fishing with 
her grandfather and caught a perch. 
From then on, though a frail child, she 
never passed up a chance to fish. When 
only 14 she won her first trophy—for 
catching a 35-lb. sailfish. 

Danger has come with the hundreds 
of trophies she has won since. Once, 
off Mexico, an enormous marlin at- 
tacked her small cruiser, almost bowl- 
ing it over. Edna barely managed to 
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keep from tumbling into the choppy waters. 
lerrified, she held on for dear life. The 
enraged marlin. made a head-on rush at the 
boat, stabbing its spear through the hull. For 
tunately, the spear broke off, partly plugging 
the hole, and the cruiser was able to limp back 
to port. The big fish got away but Edna 
still has the spear fragment as a memento. 

\mong grimmer souvenirs is a scar near 
the corner of her right eve, where the hook 
of a careless angler struck her, almost ripping 
out the eye itself. On another occasion, sev 
eral vicious barracuda leaped into Edna's 
boat. As she and her companions franticall\ 
clubbed the fish to death, one ripped away 
part of her finger. / 

\nother time she landed a weird-shaped, 
S-lb. fish that looked like a prehistoric mon- 
ster. It had bulging eyes. Sharp spikes studded 
its back. One of these spikes pierced her arm, 
Which began to swell painfully. The fish, she 
realized, was the deadly sculpin, notorious 
lor the poison it secretes. Edna quickly plas 
tered the wound with anchovies, which drew 
out some of the poison and neutralized the 
rest until she could be rushed to a hospital. 


Bare-Handed Catch 


Such narrow escapes haven't chilled Edna's 
enthusiasm. Recently, just as she was about 
to land a sea bass, it broke free of the hook. 


Without hesitating, Edna leaped into the 


water. She caught the fish with her bare 
hands and held on till she—and her prize 
could be hauled back into the boat. 

She relishes the social side of fishing. “The 


companionship of fishermen,” she says, “is 


the best in the world.” Edna's best fishing 


friend is a beautiful former model, Ann Hard-

ing. She assists Edna in teaching fishing, also 
helps her treat rods with a special -process 
that Edna invented—profitable sidelines for 
both girls. 

These businesses are run in Edna’s sprawl- 
ing house here, overlooking the harbor. But 
the girls spend as little time as possible in- 
doors, going out to sea alniost every dawn on 
a fishing barge. 

Dressed warmly, their shapely figures 
shrouded in lavers of clothes, the two girls 
look little different from the 50 or so men on 
board. Once, in fact, a fisherman mistook 
\nn for a small man and maliciously cut her 
line. A moment later he was howling and 
hopping on one foot, holding his shin where 
(Ann's small but business-like boot had 
cracked him. 

But most fishermen, says Edna, are gentle- 
men. “I think thev respect her,” says San 
Diego fishing-boat skipper Tom Harris, “not 
only because she’s a lady but because she’s 
such a great fisherman. I call her ‘the lady 
with the magic line.’ I've had as many as 30 
people aboard, and the only one who caught 
anything was Edna. It’s uncanny.” 


Her Tips for Fishing 


There are no “secrets” for successful fish- 
ing, she savs, but here are a few general rules 
she follows: 

e Select and prepare bait with care. 

e Anger a school of fish whenever pos- 
sible; they're then more eager to strike. 

e Keep a fish’s head up once it’s hooked. 

e Never let up for an instant, until the 
fish is actually in the boat. 

Todav Edna has no regrets about leaving 
Hollywood's sound stages. “A bot more in- 
tcresting things,” she says, “have happened to 
me while fishing than while I was making 
movies. For example, a few years ago I was 
fishing in Spain. While casting for trout, I 
noticed a pudgy little man watching me from 
downstream. He finally came over and said, 
in broken English: 

‘You cast wonderfully, young lady.’ 

“I offered to show him my casting stroke. 
1 was half-way through the lesson when I 
suddenly realized who this little man was- 
Spain's chief of state, General Franco!” 

The discovery, says Edna, didn’t interfere 
with her day's sport. “Unlike Hollywood,” 
she says, “everyone is equal in fishing. There 
are no Stars.” w

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What you should know about

The grim statistics below tell a story few 


Americans know. Measles, a much under- 


rated disease, can at times lead to fatal com- 


plications. In 1958, the U.S. had its worst 
bout with measles in well over a decade. 
Prospects for 59: a light measles year. 

Reported cases in '58 reached 750,000, 
but the U.S. Public Health Service estimates 
that only one-fifth of all cases were made 
known. Thus, more than 3,500,000 cases 
actually occurred. 

Most of the 400-plus deaths were among 
infants under 3, the age group most suscepti- 
ble to measles complications while most cases 
occur between 2 and 10. Normally, measles 
outbreaks reach a peak in April and May. 

The disease has two forms, both virus- 
caused. They are measles (rubeola ) and Ger- 
man measles (rubella). The first is more 
severe than the second. 

Rubeola begins with symptoms of the com. 
mon cold, cough and fever. These persist 
three or four days before the measles “spots,” 
or rash, appear. Temperature averages 101- 
103 until the rash comes and then may go up. 

The rash works its way down from the 
head and neck over the body. It can remain 
up to six days. Usually, on the second day of 
the rash, the fever subsides. Cough may be 
the worst symptom, hanging on for 10 days 
to two weeks. Often, conjunctivitis (pink 
eye ) is another transient condition. 


“Measles Arthritis” 


German measles acts differently. Although 
lymph nodes in the neck and behind the ears 
may be enlarged five days before the rash 
appears, the nodes may go unnoticed, espe- 
cially in children. So the first recognized 
symptom may be the rash itself. It, too, ap- 
pears on the face and neck, then spreads, last- 
ing only three days. There may be slight 
fever or none at all. 

The patient usually feels achy, fatigued 
and “not himself.” As the rash disappears, 
the lymph nodes return to normal. 

Often overlooked in adult cases of German 
measles, according to Dr. Saul Krugman, of 
the New York University College of Medi-

cine, is the fact that this form may trigger 
“measles arthritis.” The patient feels pain in 
his joints. They may swell, just as in rheuma- 
toid arthritis, for as long as 10 days. 

Except in rare cases, one measles attack 
confers lifetime immunity against the disease. 
Many people who believe they have had 
measles three or four times are misdiagnosed. 
They probably have contracted other virus 
disorders that produce measles-like rashes. 

“Regular” measles (rubeola), the more 
serious form, results from direct exposure. 
The disease organisms “incubate” 10 to 11 
days. Then the first symptoms appear. 

If there are several children in a house- 
hold and one comes down with measles, the 
doctor may give the other gamma globulin, 
which provides short-term protection. 


The Future Promise 


Even with gamma globulin, the other 
youngsters may get measles, but such cases 
are likely to be much lighter. Doctors call 
them “modified measles.” All stages of the 
disease are accelerated. The modified case 
may last no longer than three days. 

In uncomplicated childhood cases, the doc- 
tor will usually prescribe only aspirin if the 
fever bolts upward. At the height of the ill- 
ness, the child may become somewhat dehy- 
drated and therefore should be urged to take 
fluids. His appetite usually wanes, but it will 
return after the fever and rash peaks pass. 

In serious cases, hospitalization may be 
necessary. Pneumonia is the complication 
most often fatal. There is no effective drug 
against “measles pneumonia,” but the doctor 
may prescribe antibiotics to decrease the 
chances of secondary infection. 

No doubt you've read about German 
measles and pregnancy. The facts are these: 
if, after the first three months of pregnancy, 
the woman comes down with German 
measles, there is hardly any chance of a de- 
fagmed or abnormal child. If measles comes 
during the first three months, chances are 
comparatively high for abnormality. 

There's a silver lining in the measles cloud. 
Measles vaccines are on the way. It may be 
two or three years before they're ready for 
mass trial but they will come. 8
